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SEVENTH    REPORT. 


We,  Yoyr  Majesty's  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  humbly 
oflFer  to  Your  Majesty  our  Seventh  Annual  Report. 

In  our  last  Report  we  stated  that  the  Lords  Commissioners  of 
the  Treasury  had  intimated  to  us  their  intention  to  establish 
preliminary  test  examinations  for  the  departments  under  their 
oontrol,  in  compliance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Select 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  appointed  in  the  preceding 
yebJT  "  to  inquire  into  the  present  mode  of  nominating  and  exa- 
mining candidates  for  junior  appointments,  with  a  view  of 
ascertaining  whether  greater  facility  may  not  be  afforded  for 
"  the  admission  of  properly  qualified  persons."  The  arrange- 
ments which  were  then  in  progress  have  since  been  completed, 
and  the  general  result  is  that  candidates  for  clerkships  and  other 
appointments  of  the  same  description  in  the  gift  of  their  Lord- 
ships are  now  subjected  to  a  preliminary  examination,  which 
indudes  (1),  handwriting,  spelling,  arithmetic,  and  English  com- 
position, a  certain  proficiency  in  which  is  of  course  indispens- 
able for  all  such  appointments ;  (2)  other  subjects,  a  knowledge 
of  which  is  judged  by  the  authorities  of  particular  departments 
to  be  necessary  for  the  proper  discbarge  of  official  duty  in  those 
departments,  as,  for  example,  book-keeping  in  offices  of  account 
under  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  ;  and  (3)  a  language,  ancient 
or  modem,  where  required  by  the  rules  previously  in  force.  For 
further  explanation,  and  for  a  statement  of  one  or  two  exceptions 
to  the  genera]  rules  above  mentioned,  we  may  refer  to  the  corre- 
spondence and  tables  printed  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Report 

No  other  department  has  yet  made  arrangements  for  the  pre- 
liminary test  examination  of  candidates,  but  the  Board  of  Admi- 
ralty have  made  an  important  change  in  the  mode  of  admission 
to  their  department,  and,  while  somewhat  lowering  the  qualifi- 
cations required  for  their  establishment,  have  materially  raised 
the  standard  for  temporary  clerkships,  their  intention  being  that 
no  examination  should  hereafter  be  required  on  transfer  from  the 
lower  situations  to  the  higher.  We  alluded  in  the  correspon- 
dence which  preceded  the  change  to  the  diflicult  questions  which 
have  arisen  as  to  the  separation  of  mechanical  from  intellectual 
labour,  and  the  proper  position  of  temporary  clerks.  These 
questions,  we  believe,  will  require  attention,  in  order  that  satis- 
factory arrangements  as  to  the  conditions  of  entrance  into  tbo 
public  service  may  be  established. 

Having  adverted  to  one  important  change  made  by  the  Board 
of   Admiralty  since  our   last  Report  was   presented,  we   may 
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mention  another,  from  which  we  anticipate  the  best  results. 
Their  Lordships  have  been  pleased  to  open  to  general  competition 
the  situations  of  engineer  boys  in  their  factories,  and  of  appren- 
tice in  the  several  dockyards.  For  each  class  of  appointments 
the  ability  to  read,  write,  spell,  and  work  sums  in  elementary 
arithmetic  is  required,  and  for  the  situation  of  engineer  boy  a 
knowledge  of  the  first  three  books  of  Euclid  is  also  required. 
We  have  before  had  occasion  to  notice  the  very  satisfactory 
manner  in  which  the  boys  at  some  of  the  dockyards  have 
acquitted  themselves,  and  the  observation  may  here  be  repeated. 
We  have  also  to  mention  an  open  competition  lately  held  for 
the  situation  of  assistant  schoolmaster  in  Devonport  dockyard. 
Nine  candidates  were  examined,  their  testimonials  having  been 
previously  considered  by  Dr.  Woolley,  the  Inspector  of  Admii-alty 
Schools,  who  gave  us  the  benefit  of  his  advice  on  the  occasion. 
The  mathematical  portion  of  the  examination  included,  by  their 
Lordships'  desire,  mechanics,  hydrostatics,  the  differential  and 
integral  calculus,  and  the  elements  of  differential  equations. 
Several  of  the  candidates  acquitted  themselves  well,  and  it  was  a 
satisfaction  to  us  to  observe  that  one  who  distinguished  himself 
in  the  higher  mathematics  had  received  his  education  in  a  dock- 
yard school. 

Twenty-seven  candidates  for  student  interpreterships  in  China 
and  Japan  were  examined  under  our  direction  in  J  une  last  at  the 
request  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs,  and  in 
consequence  of  a  communication  received  from  the  Colonial 
Office,  we  are  about  to  examine  candidates  for  interpreterships 
at  Hong  Kong. 

The  examinations  of  persons  nominated  for  employment  on  the 
census  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  have  also  been  numerous. 
The  Irish  candidates  for  this  description  of  employment  have  not, 
it  will  be  seen,  succeeded  as  well  as  those  who,  coming  from  a 
more  educated  class,  have  aspired  to  higher  appointments.  The 
certificates  and  rejections  in  this  class  for  the  year  3861  were  as

It  must  be  stated  that  the  examination  is  a  very  slight  one. 

We  proceed  to  give,  as  on  former  occasions,  the  statistics  of  our 
commission  to  the  close  of  last  year,  adding  such  observations  as 
they  suggest. 

The  total  number  of  nominations,  from  the  21st  May  1855  to 
the  close  of  1858  (three  years  and  seven  months)  was  7,9+2  ; 
and  for  the  three  years  1859,  1860,  and  18(jl,  taken  together, 
it  was  10,416  ;  those  of  last  year  being  4,867. 
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In  1856  the  provincial  clerks  of  the  Post  Office,  and  the  letter- 
carriers  employed  by  that  department,  altogether  about  5,000  in 
number,  were  brought  under  the  operation  of  the  Order  in  Council. 
In  1859  arrangements  were  made  for  the  grant  of  certificates 
to  rural  messengers,  of  whom  there  are  more  than  4,500,  and 
since  the  Superannuation  Act  of  1859,  we  have  also  granted 
certificates  for  Admiralty  artificers,  on  admission  to  the  several 
dockyards.     Tlie  total  of  this  class  is  about  1 2,000. 

Certificates  have  since  the  commencement  of  the  present  year 
been  granted  for  the  artificers  employed  under  the  War  Office. 

In  further  explanation  of  the  great  increase  in  the  number  of 
Dominations,  we  may  mention  that  729  candidates  have  pre- 
sented themselves  for  the  preliminary  examination  which,  as 
above  mentioned,  has  been  established  by  the  Treasury. 

The  examination  of  candidates  for  admission  to  the  Admiralty 
factories  and  dockyards  was  first  intrusted  to  us  at  the  begin- 
ning of  1860^  and  449  candidates  were  nominated  in  1861.

Of  the  266  competitors  in  1861,  it  appears  that  41  obtained 
places  sufficiently  high  to  bring  them  within  the  number  of 
situations  competed  for,  and  would  have  received  appointments 
if  tliey  had  not  failed  in  particular  subjects,  these  subjects  being, 
except  in  15  cases,  of  immediate  practical  utility  for  the  dis- 
charge of  their  official  duties.  These  failures  have,  of  course, 
been  much  diminished  in  number  by  the  institution  of  prelimi- 
nary test  examinations.

TiK^Hi^g  391  persons  who  competed  for  nine  wriienhipa  in  the  India  Offiice. 
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Out  of  the  total  number  rejected  (2,733),  all  but  145  have 
fstiled  in  arithmetic,  in  spelling,  or  in  "  reading  the  addresses  of 
letters,"  a  test  to  which  candidates  for  the  situation  of  letter- 
carrier  and  rural  messenger  are  subjected.  It  will,  however,  be 
understood  that  of  those  who  have  failed  in  one  or  more  of  the 
qualifications  specified,  some  have  failed  in  others  also.

The  task  of  inquiring  into  the  character  of  candidates  is  by  no 
means  an  easy  one,  and  cannot  be  satisfactorily  performed  with- 
out the  most  confidential  intercourse  between  those  who  can 
give  information  and  those  on  whom  the  duty  of  deciding  is 
imposed.  Delay  is  sometimes  occasioned,  and  there  must  some- 
times also  be  dissatisfaction,  which  it  would  be  diflBcult  to  meet, 
if  it  were  conceded  that  an  individual  nominee  has  anything  of 
a  vested  interest  in  the  appointment  for  which  he  is  a  candidate. 
But  although  it  is,  of  course,  our  anxious  desire  to  do  justice  to 
the  candidate,  we  feel  that  the  state  has  a  right  to  the  service 
of  persons  to  whom  no  reasonable  suspicion  attaches  ;  and  that 
the  Order  in  Council  which  requires  proof,  satisfactory  to  us,  of 
the  good  character  of  the  candidate,  rests  upon  the  soundest 
principle. 

We  have,  on  former  occasions,  adverted  to  the  importance  of 
maintaining  proper  limits  of  age  ;  and  we  do  not  here  repeat  our 
observations.  Fixed  rules  must,  from  time  to  time,  be  produc- 
tive of  hardship  to  individuals ;  and  such  cases  of  hardship 
cannot,  we  believe,  be  met  except  by  the  argument  that  it  is  for 
the  interest  of  the  public  that  fixed  rules  should  be  maintained  ; 
and  that  the  notion  of  fixed  rules,  which  are  to  be  relaxed  as 
often  as  they  interfere  with  the  interests  of  individuals,  is  not  a 
very  reasonable  one.

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We  do  Dot  on  this  occasioD  print  our  ordinary  examination 
papers.  As  we  gave  last  year  all  those  which  had  been  set  in  the 
course  of  I860,  and  no  change  of  any  importance  has  since  been 
made,  we  think,  that  by  printing  the  papers  of  1861  we  should 
only  delay  the  presentation  and  increase  the  bulk  of  our  Report 
without  answering  any  useful  purpose.

and  we  have  been  officially  informed  that  80,  at  least,  will  be 
assigned  in  July  next,  if  a  sufficient  number  of  competent  candi- 
date^ should  present  themselves.  The  number  of  candidates, 
although  it  has  not  increased  in  proportion  to  the  vacancies,  has 
steadily  risen  since  1856,  in  which  year  50  only  were  examined. 
In  1860  the  number  was  154,  and  last  year  171.  Of  these  30 
came  from  the  University  of  Oxford,  34  from  Cambridge,  27 
from  Trinity  College,  Dublin,  7  from  the  Queen's  University 
in  Ireland,  and  20  from  Scottish  Universities.  For  further 
details  we  may  refer  to  our  Appendix ;  but  it  may  here  be 
mentioned  that,  out  of  the  first  five  candidates,  four  were  Scotch 
by  birth  or  education.  Of  these  four,  one  was  first  in  mathe- 
matics, and  two  obtained  full  marks  in  moral  science,  one 
of  them  being  also  first  in  English  literature,  &&,  and  in 
Greek.  The  highest  marks  for  Latin  and  for  English  compo- 
sition were  obtained  by  Oxford  candidates  ;  and  the  highest  for 
Sanskrit  and  for  Arabic,  by  Irish  candidates.  A  candidate 
privately  educated  obtained  the  highest  marks  for  natural 
science. 

We  notice  with  satisfaction  the  great  increase  in  number  of 
candidates  who  offer  themselves  for  examination  in  Sanskrit. 
Out  of  an  aggregate  of  295  candidates  examined  in  1855  and 
the  three  following  yeai's,  six  only  professed  an  acquaintance 
with  that  language.  Last  year  the  number  examined  in  Sanskrit 
was  36  out  of  171. 

Before  leaving  this  subject,  we  must  observe  that  the  statistics 
of  the  successive  examinations  show  some  tendency  on  the  part 
of  candidates  to  diffuse  their  reading  over  a  considerable  number 
of  subjects,  instead  of  confining  themselves  to  a  few,  and  obtain- 
ing a  thorough  knowledge  of  them.  The  average  number  taken 
by  successful  candidates  has  remained  about  the  same,  but  the 
instances  in  which  eight,  or  even  nine,  subjects  have  been  taken 
(the  English  subjects  being  taken  together,  and  counting  one  only) 
have  been  more  frequent  in  recent  than  in  earlier  years.  The 
rule  has  hitherto  been  that  marks  not  exceeding  one-tenth  of 
the  maximum  should  not  be  allowed  to  count,  and  one  result 
has  been  that  the  candidates  (only  four  in  number)  who  have 
presented  themselves  for  examination  in  nine  subjects  have  never 
obtained  marks  for  all  the  nine,  and  have  thus  lost  a  portion  of 
their  labour.     We  shall,  however,  consider  whether  it  may  not 
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be  better  to  require,  in  some  at  least  of  the  subjects^  a  proportion 
larorer  than  one-tenth.

Passing  to  the  further  examination,  at  which  the  selected 
candidates  have  to  present  themselves  after  their  year  of  study, 
we  may  state  that  for  16  of  those  who  attended  last  year  we 
were  unable  to  grant  certificates.  We  are  fully  sensible  of  the 
advantages  of  university  training,  and  we  believe  that  no  one 
who  intends  to  become  a  candidate  can  be  better  employed  than 
in  attention  to  those  subjects  which  are  within  the  range  of  an 
ordinary  English  education  of  the  higher  class,  but  we  think  it 
most  important  that,  when  a  place  on  the  list  of  selected  can- 
didates has  been  obtained,  the  year  which  follows  should  be 
entirely  devoted  to  preparation  for  official  duty.  We  observe 
with  satisfaction  that  in  several  of  the  universities  and  colleges 
of  the  kingdom  efforts  are  made  to  give  to  the  selected  can- 
didates the  assistance  which  they  require  for  the  successful 
prosecution  of  their  studies. 

We  have  had  occasion  in  former  Reports  to  state  our  convic- 
tion of  the  great  importance  of  proper  legal'  training.  We 
continue  to  require  notes  of  cases  heard  in  courts  of  law,  and  we 
believe  that  the  exercise  is  one  of  great  utility  to  the  candidates. 
The  authorities  of  several  of  the  courts  of  law  in  London  and 
elsewhere  have  had  the  goodness  to  assist  us  by  facilitating  the 
admission  of  selected  candidates,  and  our  acknowledgments  are 
particularly  due  to  those  of  the  Central  Criminal  Court. 

The  Instructions  printed  in  the  Appendix  will  show  that  we 
wish  the  selected  candidates  to  acquire,  before  their  departure 
from  this  country,  an  elementary  acquaintance  with  the  law  and 
its  administration  in  India. 

It  will  be  recollected  that  Her  Majesty's  Commissioners  who 
were  appointed  in  1853  to  consider  the  reform  of  the  judicial 
establishments  and  laws  of  India,  prepared  codes  of  civil  and 
criminal  procedure,  intended  for  adoption  in  the  presidency 
towns  and  throughout  the  provinces  of  India.  The  new  codes 
passed  by  the  local  Legislatures  in  consequence  of  the  reports  of 
the  Commissioners,  besides  deviating  in  some  points  from  the 
recommendation  of  the  Commissioners,  affect  the  provinces  only  ; 
but  notwithstanding  this  limitation,  they  regulate  the  proceed- 
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ings  of  all  courts  in  which  civil  servants  preside.  Further 
changes  have  been  carried  into  etFect  by  the  local  Legislatures, 
involving  the  abolition  of  the  criminal  law  previously  in  force  in 
the  provinces,  and  also  of  that  which,  being  in  force  within  the 
local  jurisdiction  of  the  Supreme  Courts,  was  applicable  to  British 
subjects  throughout  the  provinces,  as  well  as  in  the  presidency 
towns.  An  uniform  code  (Lord  Macaulay's)  applicable  to  all 
persons  in  all  places  within  the  British  territories  in  India  has 
been  substituted.  It  has  been  our  endeavour,  by  the  instruc- 
tions which  we  have  issued,  to  direct  the  attention  of  candidates 
to  the  law  as  they  will  find  it  on  their  arrival  in  India. 

An  Act  was  passed  in  the  last  session  of  Parliament,  in  order 
to  carry  out  another  recommendation  of  the  Commissioners,  the 
abolition  of  the  present  Supreme  and  Sudder  Courts,  and  the 
substitution  of  a  single  tribunal,  to  be  called  the  High  Court. 
We  propose  to  bring  the  changes  which  may  result  from  this 
important  measure,  under  the  notice  of  the  candidates  who  may 
this  year  be  selected.

EVIDENCE  OF  AGE  TO  BE  REQUIRED  FROM  CANDI- 
DATES FOR  SITUATIONS  IN  THE  CIVIL  SERVICE  OF 
THE  CROWN. 

I.  Eyert  Candidate  born  in  England  or  Wales  after  the  30tb  June 
1837  should  produce  a  Certificate  from  the  Registrar  General  of  Births, 
Marriages,  and  Deaths,  or  from  one  of  his  provincial  Officers.  This 
Certificate  may  be  obtained  at  Somerset  House,  or  from  the  Superin- 
tendent Registrar  of  the  District  in  which  the  Birth  took  place. 

H.  Every  Candidate  not  producing  the  above  Certificate  must  prove 
his  age  by  Statutory  Declaration,  and  should  also,  if  possible,  produc3 
a  record  of  Birth  or  Baptism  from  some  official  Register  ;  under  which 
term  may  be  included  the  Parochial  Registers  of  Baptisms,  the  non- 
Parochial  Registers  of  Baptisms  and  Births  deposited  at  Somerset 
House  under  Acts  of  Parliament,  the  Register  kept  at  the  India  Office 
of  persons  born  in  India,  &c.,  &c.     This  Regulation  applies— 

1.  To  all  Candidates  not  born  in  England  or  Wales. 

2.  To  Candidates  born  in  England  or  Wales  on  or  before  the  30th 

June  1837. 

3.  To  Candidates  who,  though  born  in  England  or  Wales  after  the 

30th    June   1837,    cannot    produce    the   Registrar    GeneraFs 
Certificate. 

The  Civil  Service  Commissioners  reserve  to  themselves  the  right  of 
deciding,  in  each  case,  upon  the  sufficiency  of  the  evidence  produced, 
but  they  subjoin  the  following  general  rules  for  the  guidance  of 
Candidates : — 

(a.)  The  Declaration  should  specify  precisely  the  date  and  place  of 
birth,  and  should,  if  possible,  be  made  by  the  father  or  mother 
of  the  Candidate.  If  made  by  any  other  person  it  should 
state  the  circumstances  which  enable  the  Declarant  to  speak 
to  the  fact.  If  an  entry  in  a  Bible  or  other  family  record  be 
referred  to,  the  Bible  or  other  record  must  be  produced  at  the 
time  of  making  the  Declaration,  and  must  be  mentioned  in 
the  Declaration  as  having  been  so  produced. 

(6.)  If  the  Candidate  was  bom  in  England  or  Wales  after  the  30th 
June  1837,  the  Declaration  must  contain  a  statement,  that 
after  due  inquiry  no  entry  has  been  found  in  the  books  of  the 
Registrar  General ;  or  a  separate  Declaration  containing  that 
statement  must  be  made. 

(c.)  If  no  extract  from  any  Register  is  produced,  the  Declaration 
must  contain  a  statement,  that  after  due  inquiry  no  such 
Record  is  believed  to  exist ;  or  a  separate  Declaration  con- 
taining that  statement  must  be  made. 

(J.)  Statutory  Declarations  must  be  exactly  in  the  form  prescribed 
by  the  Act  of  5  &  6  Will.  4.  c.  62. 

Clergymen,  as  such,  are  not  qualified  to  take  Declarations. 

N.B. — By  the  Act  23  Vict.  c.  15.,  which  received  the  Royal  Assent 
on  the  3d  April  1860,  it  is  enacted  that  every  *'  certified  copy  or  extract 
**  of  or  from  any  Register  of  Births,  Baptisms,  Marriages,  Deaths,  or 
^  Burials,"  shall  bear  a  stamp  impressed  thereon,  or  a  proper  adhesive 
0tamp  affixed  thereto,  the  said  stamp,  if  affixed,  being  cancelled,  as 
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provided  by  the  ninth  section  of  the  Act,  which  (so  for  as  material)  is 
as  follows : — 

Section  IX. — "  The  person  who  shall  make,  sign,  or  issue  any 
Instrument,  Document,  or  Writing  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act  men- 
tioned, and  chargeable  with  any  of  the  Duties  of  One  Penny  and 
Threepence,  shall,  before  he  shall  deliver  the  same  out  of  his  hands, 
custody,  or  power,  affix  to  it  the  proper  adhesive  Stamp  denoting 
the  Duty  chargeable  thereon  or  in  respect  of  it,  and  shall  effectually 
cancel  and  obliterate  the  stamp,  by  writing  upon  it  his  Name,  or  the 
Name  of  his  Firm  or  Principal,  or  the  Initiads  thereof  respectively, 
and  the  Date  of  the  Day  and  Year  on  which  he  shall  so  write  the 
same  :  and  so  and  in  such  manner  as  clearly  and  distinctly  to  indi- 
cate that  the  said  Stamp  has  already  been  used,  and  so  that  it  cannot 
without  fraud,  be  again  made  use  of ;  and  if  any  person  who  ought 
so  to  affix  any  such  Stamp  and  to  cancel  and  obliterate  the  same, 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  so  to  do  *  *  *  every  such  person  shall  for 
every  such  offence  forfeit  the  Sum  of  Twenty  Pounds." 

The  Duty  (One  Penny)  is  to  be  paid  by  the  party  requiring  the  Copy 
or  Extract.

The  Commissioners  are  of  coarse 
prepared  to  maintain  that  limit  strictly  both  in  the  home  and  foreign 
establishments  ;  but  in  order  to  meet  certain  special  cases  which  have 
arisen,  they  request  that  you  will  have  the  goodness  to  ascertain  and 
communicate  to  them  the  wishes  of  my  Lords  Commissioners  of  the 
Admiralty  on  the  following  points  :— 

(1.)  Should  any,  and  if  any,  what  extension  of  the  limit  be  allowed 
in  the  case  of  persons  who  at  the  time  of  nomination  to  the  establish- 
ments are  employed  in  other  capacities  in  the  several  yards  ? 

(2.)  The  same  as  to  persons  who  at  the  time  of  nomination  to  the 
establishments  are  in  the  receipt  of  pensions  for  naval,  military,  or 
civil  service.

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  state  that  (lie 
provisions  of  the  Order  in  Council  under  which  they  act  appear  ta 
them  to  require  fixed  limits  in  cases  similar  to  that  under  consideration, 
and  that,  entertaining  this  opinion,  they  think  it  would  be  deurabk 
that  the  exceptions  which  it  may  be  thought  proper  to  make  should 
be  defined  beforehand,  so  that  they  may  apply  to  all  persons  possessing 
specific  recommendations  (as,  for  example,  certificates  from  the  Edu- 
cation Department  or  previous  public  service),  instead  of  being  left  to 
be  discussed  when  individual  nominations  are  notified. 

With  this  suggestion  the  Commissioners  leave  the  question  in  the 
hands  of  my  Lords.

With 
reference  to  the  last  paragraph  of  your  Lordship's  letter,  I  am  to  state 
that  if,  as  is  presumed  to  be  the  case,  my  Lords  reserve  to  themselves 
the  right  of  nominating  persons  not  serving  as  temporary  clerks  to 
established  clerkships,  such  clerkships  will  (as  far  as  the  Commissioners 
can  form  an  opinion,)  remain  junior  situations,  and  certificates  will  be 
necessary  on  all  appointments  though  re-examination  will  not  be  re- 
quired. It  may  be  questioned  whether  for  the  purposes  of  section  17 
of  the  Superannuation  Act,  1859,  a  certificate  for  a  mere  temporary 
appointment  would  be  sufficient.

I  HAVE  laid  before  my  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty 
your  letter  of  the  22nd  inst.,  relative  to  the  changes  proposed  to  be 
made  in  the  examinations  of  candidates  for  junior  situations  in  the 
Admiralty,  and  I  am  commanded  to  thank  you  for  the  observations 
contained  therein,  which  my  Lords  have  carefully  considered. 

With  regard  to  your  remarks  on  the  probable  effect  of  the  proposed 
changes,  it  appears  to  my  Lords  that  in  order  to  carry  out  their  object^ 
viz.,  the  eventual  rise  to  the  establishment  of  temporary  clerks  witiiout 
further  examination,  it  will  be  necessary  to  alter  the  manner  of  admis- 
sion to  such  appointments  by  raising  the  qualification  and  introducing 
competition  at  this  stage  instead  of,  as  has  hitherto  been  the  practice, 
allowing  temporary  clerks  to  compete  for  vacancies  on  the  establish- 
ment. 

Although  by  limiting  the  test  examination  to  practical  subjects, 
which  appeared  to  my  Lords  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  views  ex- 
pressed in  your  letter  to  the  Treasury  of  the  18th  of  March,  the 
standard  for  the  establishment  is  nominally  lowered ;  my  Lords  rely 
on  the  stimulus  of  competition  to  secure  a  general  and  sufficient  ac- 
quaintance with  the  educational  subjects  omitted  from  the  test  exami- 
nation.

I  HAVE  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  5th  instant, 
relative  to  the  examination  of  A ,  the  superintendent  of  ship- 
keepers,  and  B ,  the  permanent  shipkeeper  in  the  service  of  the 

High  Court  of  Admiralty,  and  having  communicated  with  the  Marshal 
on  the  subject,  I  now  beg  to  send  you  copy  of  a  letter  which  I  have  this 
day  received  from  him. 

The  Commissioners  will  observe  that  the  Marshal  states  that  A— — — 
is  between  40  and  50  years  of  age,  but  that  he  has  been  for  many 
years  in  the  habit  of  assisting  his  late  father  and  brother  in  the  duties 

of  superintendent  of  shipkeepers.     B is  about  60  years  of  age, 

but  the  Marshal  states  that  he  has  been  constantly  employed  as  a  ship- 
keeper  for  the  last  20  years  by  himself  and  his  predecessors,  and  that 
he  considers  him  to  be  quit«  competent  to  perform  the  duties. 

The  Commissioners  having  been  pleased  to  ask  me  to  state  what 
should  in  my  opinion  be  the  limits  of  age  for  the  appointments  of  ship- 
keeper  and  superintendent  of  shipkeepers,  I  have  no  hesitation  in 
saying  that,  had  not  these  persons  been  previously  employed,  and  as  it 
would  seem  for  a  great  many  years,  in  discharging  the  same  duties 
which  they  are  now  required  to  perform,  I  should  have  considered 

them,  more  particularly  B ,  to  be  too  old.     I  think  that  the 

limits  of  age  for  both  these  appointments  should  in  general  be  from  20 
to  40  years,  with  the  understanding,  however,  that  the  permanent 
shipkeeper  may  be  promoted  to  be  superintendent  of  shipkeepers^ 
even  though  above  the  age  of  40,  if  fully  qualified  for  the  situation. 
Seeing,  however,  that  both  these  persons  entered  upon  the  discharge 
of  their  duties,  although  they  were  not  formally  appointed  to  the 
office,  before  they  were  40  years  of  age,  the  Commissioners  may  perhaps 
be  disposed  to  think  that  an  exception  may  be  made  in  the  present 
instance.

In  reply  to  your  letter  received  yesterday,  intimating  your  wiA 
that  candidates  nominated  to  clerkships  in  your  department  should 
hereafter  be  permitted  to  be  examined  in  Latin  or  French  at  their 
option,  instead  of  being  required,  as  at  present,  to  pass  an  examination 
in  both  languages; 

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  state  that  thej 
will  regulate  the  examination  of  the  candidate  recently  nominated, 
and  any  other  examinations  which  they  may  hereafter  conduct,  in 
accordance  with  your  wishes.  I  am  at  the  same  time  to  observe,  with 
reference  to  your  allusion  to  the  subjects  in  which  candidates  for  clerk- 
ships in  the  House  of  Lords  are  examined,  that  although  the 
preliminary  examination  for  that  department  comprises  one  language 
only,  the  scheme  provides  also  (as  the  enclosed  list  will  show  you)  for 
the  competitive  examination  of  those  who  have  passed  in  that  prelimi- 
nary examination.  It  would  be  possible  for  a  candidate  acquainted  with 
one  foreign  language  only  (ancient  or  modem)  to  pass  in  the  first  in- 
stance, and  ultimately  to  obtain  the  first  place,  but  unusual  proficioiej 
in  other  subjects  would  be  necessary  to  give  a  good  chance  of  suoceM 
to  one  whose  acquaintance  with  languages  was  so  limited. 

It  may  also  be  worth  while  to  mention  that  in  the  absence  of  anj 
special  rule  requiring  that  candidates  should  be  able  to  spe^  and  write 
foreign  languages,  no  candidate  is  reject^  for  want  of  either  of  these 
accomplishments.     It   is   only   necessary  that  he  should  be  able  to 
translate  into  English  with  tolerable  accuracy  passages  of  ordinary 
difficulty.     The  Commissioners  think  it  possible  that  you  may  not  be 
aware  of  this  limitation,  and  they  mention  it  because  they  are  anxious 
that  you  should  fully  understand  how  little  has  hitherto  been  required. 
They  feel  sure  that  the  subjects  of  examination  originally  fixed  by  you 
were  so  fixed  after  careful  consideration  of  the  requirements  of  your 
office,  and  with  a  knowledge  that  persons  who  might  not  have  received 
a  superior  education,  would  be  deterred  from  presenting  themselves 
for  examination.    Having  thus  your  own  high  authority  on  the  question, 
and  not  understanding  that  you  now  consider  your  former  requirements 
unreasonable,  the  Commissioners  infer  that  you  do  not,  without  reluc- 
tance, propose  so  material  a  reduction  as  that  under  discussion,  and 
they  have  therefore  less  hesitation  than  they  otherwise  might  have  to 
expressing  their  regret  that  it  should  be  deemed  necessary.

Lord  John  Russell  is  aware  that  the  probability  of  acquiring  such  a 
language  as  the  Chinese  must  necessarily  be  increased  if  the  study  of 
it  is  commenced  at  an  early  age,  but  his  Lordship  would  not  think  it 
right  to  send  out  to  China  a  youth  under  16  years  of  age,  and  as  the 
rules  of  the  Commission  require  a  limit  to  be  laid  down,  his  Lordship 
will  name  from  16  years  complete  to  20  years  complete  as  the  limit  of 
age. 

Lord  John  Russell  intends  on  the  present  occasion  to  send  before  the 
Commissioners  a  greater  number  of  candidates  than  there  are  appoint- 
ments to  be  filled  up,  and  he  will  be  prepared  to  accept  for  the 
appointments  those  who  on  competition  may  be  considered  by  the^

The  correspondence  was  occasioned  by  the  inability  of  a  candidate 
for  whom  a  certificate  had  been  granted  to  read  the  addresses  of  the 
letters  which  passed  through  his  hands,  and  the  importance  of  guardia^ 
against  such  failures  having  been  strongly  urged  by  the  Post  Office,  i^ 
was  settled  that  20  unassorted  letters  should  be  placed  before  eacl^ 
candidate,  the  addresses  of  15  of  which  he  should  be  required  to  re 
correctly  and  without  hesitation.     The  candidate  above  named  was 
tested,  and  failed,  although  the  addresses  were  by  no  means  difficult 
decipher. 

The  candidate  added  up  in  four  minutes  four  small  sums  in  simpi^ 
addition,  the  results  being  right  in  three  cases,  and  nearly  so  in  th. 
fourth.  He  was  therefore  considered  as  passing  in  arithmetic,  an 
it  would  appear  from  his  performances  at  the  Post  Office  that  he  unde 
stands  something  of  compound  as  well  as  simple  addition.

With  reference  to  the  last  paragraph  of  your  letter,  I  am  to  state 
that  the  Commissioners,  though  most  anxious  to  comply  with  the  wish 
expressed  by  their  Lordships,  feel  that  it  would  be  difficult  for  them 
to  do  so  without  infringing  a  rule  which  they  have  hitherto  thought 
it  necessary  to  maintain. 

Li  a  few  cases,  when  very  special  and  technical  accomplishment! 
have  been  required,  the  Commissioners  have  accepted,  in  lieu  of  actual 
examination  in  these  accomplishments,  reports  or  certificates  from  tbe 
departments  to  which  the  candidates  have  been  nominated  ;  but  the 
certificates  granted  by  this  office  have  in  such  cases  stated  that  the 
candidates  had  satisfied  the  Commissioners  in  the  subjects  specified 
(those  being  enumerated  in  which  each  candidate  had  been  examined), 
not  that  reports  or  certificates  of  former  examinations  had  been  pro- 
duced. 

The  Commissioners  would  be  prepared  to  follow  this  plan  in  tlus 
instance,  if  it  appeared  that  any  special  technical  accomplishment  was 
required,  but  they  are  not  informed  that  this  is  the  case,  and  although 
assured  that  the  certificates  awarded  by  the  Science  and  Art  Depart- 
ment cannot  but  be  most  satisfactory  evidence  on  the  points  to  which 
they  relate,  they  feel  that  by  giving  a  kind  of  indorsement,  which 
would,  after  all,  be  of  little  value,  they  would  create  a  precedent  from 
which  inconvenience  might  hereafter  arise.

of  Commons  of  1860,  on  Civil  Service  appointments,  and  that,  pro- 
posing to  give  effect  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee,  thit  t 
preliminary  test  examination  he  required  of  candidates  nominated  to 
compete  for  clerkships  in  the  Civil  Service,  you  will  be  glad  to  receiiv 
from  us  any  observations  or  suggestions  which  we  may  wish  to  miks 
as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  recommendation  should  be  carried  oat 

In  availing  ourselves  of  the  opportunity  offered  to  us,  we  shiU 
endeavour  to  confine  ourselves  strictly  within  the  limits  of  your  Lord- 
ships' reference,  and,  in  order  that  any  misapprehension  on  our  pirt 
with  regard  to  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  Committee's  recommai- 
dations  may  be  corrected  by  your  Lordships,  we  will  briefly  state  wlut 
we  conceive  to  be  the  purport  of  the  Report  so  far  as  relates  to  thft 
question  now  under  consideration. 

The  Committee  state  that  while  declaring  their  opinion  that  tiie 
best  mode  of  procuring  competent  persons  to  fill  the  junior  clerkshijii 
in  the  Civil  Service  would  be  through  a  system  of  competitive  exami- 
nation, open  to  all  subjects  of  the  Queen  who  fulfil  certain  definito 
conditions  as  to  age,  health,  and  character,  they  are  not  prepared  to 
advise  the  immediate  adoption  of  a  plan  for  giving  efiect  to  those  viewi. 
They  express  their  opinion  that  an  important  step  in  advance  will 
have  been  taken  if  for  the  system  of  simple  nomination  there  be  salh 
stituted  one  of  limited  but  of  real  competition,  and  they  reconunend 
accordingly  that  from  henceforth  every  vacancy  occurring  among  clerki 
in  the  Civil  Service  be  competed  for  by  not  less  than  three  candidate^ 
to  be  nominated  as  at  present,  each  of  whom  in  the  first  instance  shiD 
have  parsed  a  preliminary  test  examination,  except  in  the  case  of  i 
single  vacancy,  which  (it  was  considered)  should  not  be  competed  ftr 
by  less  than  five  candidates.  The  Committee  also  express  a  decided 
opinion  that  no  competition  should  be  allowed  to  take  place  except 
between  those  who  are  educationally  qualified  to  receive  a  certificito 
from  the  Commissioners,  and  they  state  that  on  the  maintenance  of 
this  rule  it  depends  whether  the  competitive  trials  conducted  beftn 
the  Commissioners  shall  be  real  or  illusory.  The  Committee  observe 
elsewhere  that  where  the  convenience  of  the  public  service  allowii 
several  vacancies  should  be  competed  for  at  once,  it  being  obvious  tint 
a  competition  between  30  candidates  for  10  vacancies  is  more  likelj  to 
result  in  the  appointment  of  young  men  of  talent  and  industry  tbn 
if  each  place  were  competed  for  by  three  candidates  separately.  * 

The  Committee  also  advert  with  approval  to  the  plan  of  demyiogtbe 
expenses  of  test  examinations  by  a  small  fee  required  from  candidates* 

Before  entering  upon  the  mode  in  which  these  recommendations  mij 
be  best  coi-ried  into  effect,  we  must  remark  that,  although  the  system 
of  limited  competition  has  been  introduced  in  the  appointment  of  clcfki 
in  various  public  offices,  and  in  some  of  the  most  important  of  then* 
yet  there  are  still  many  other  public  offices  to  which  it  has  not  yet 
been  applied; 

In  illustration  of  this  remark  we  have  placed  in  the  note*  below  ft 
list  of  the  public  offices,  indicating  the  difierence  of  their  practice  iB 
this  respect,  and  we  conceive  that  we  have  thus  discharged  sufficiently 
our  duty  in  this  particular  point,  and  that  it  would  be  beyond  our 
province  to  suggest  when,  and  in  what  manner,  and  by  what  metiu» 
the  system  of  limited  competition  for  clerkships  should  be  extended,  8Q» 
as  to  embrace  the  clerkships  in  all  public  offices.

This  being  assumed,  the  first  question  which  appears  to  require 
nsideration  is,  at  what  time  the  preliminary  test  examination,  re- 
rded  by  the  Committee  as  essential,  should  be  passed.  Two  plans 
9  suggested  by  the  Committee,  who  at  the  same  time  observe  that  a 
mbination  of  the  two  will  probably  be  found  most  convenient.  The 
st  of  the  two  plans  is,  the  gradual  formation  of  a  list  which  should

It  may  be  objected  to  the  latter  plan  that  if  upon  each  occasion  of  a 
npetitiTe  examination,  it  was  to  be  inmiediately  preceded  by  a  pre- 
nioaij  test  examination,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  the  requisite 
imber  of  effective  candidates  for  that  particular  competitive  exami- 
tion,  it  would  be  necessary  to  nominate  for  the  preliminary  test 
amination  a  much  larger  number  of  candidates  than  in  proportion  of 
ree  to  a  vacancy  ;  for  experience  has  shown  that  a  great  many  can- 
latefl  do  not  pass  the  test,  and  if  it  were  to  happen  that  a  sufficient 
mber  of  effective  candidates  failed  to  pass,  further  nominations  and 
rther  test  examinations  would  have  to  be  resorted  to,  1>etbre  the 
mpetitive  examination  for  filling  up  the  vacant  clerkships  could  be 
Idy  and  much  delay  and  inconvenience  would  thus  be  occ}usiou£d. 
Oa  the  other  hand  it  may  be  thought  that  the  formation  of  a  list  is 
en  to  objections  of  a  different  kind.  It  is  possible  that  candidates 
■ced  on  the  list  might  be  led  to  conceive  that  they  had  acquired  a

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The  advantages  or  disadvantages  of  the  two  plans  being  consider^, 
it  is  matter  of  satisfaction  to  us  that  the  Committee  have  recommendel 
a  combination  of  the  two  ;  but  it  is  hardly  necessary  for  us  to  say  ^ 
we  shall  be  most  willing  to  aid  your  Lordships  in  carrying  out  one  <r 
the  other  exclusively,  if  considered  for  any  reason  more  likely  to  wok 
satisfactorily. 

Looking  next  at  the  subjects  of  examination  which,  according  to  tke 
regulations  now  in  force,  are  prescribed  for  candidates  for  clerkships  ia 
the  Inland  llevenue.

In  addition  to  these  there  are,  generally  speaking,  history  and  geo- 
graphy, and  in  certain  offices  of  account  book-keeping,  and  in  tiie 
Solicitors'  offices,  Latin. 

We  conceive  that  in  the  preliminary  test  examination  history  and 
geography  may  be  dispensed  with,  and  may  be  reserved  for  the  com- 
petitive examination,  with  such  alternatives  as  we  shall  presently 
advert  to.  The  preliminary  test  examination,  however,  should  be  made 
thoroughly  effective  in  those  subjects  which  are  essential  to  the  proper 
performance  of  simple  clerical  duties,  namely,  orthdgraphy,  handwritiog, 
arithmetic,  and  English  composition,  and  also  book-keeping,  so  far  u 
respects  the  offices  where  it  is  deemed  necessary.  With  reference  to 
Latin,  we  regard  it  not  only  as  necessary  to  the  duties  to  be  performed, 
but  as  indicating  that  the  candidate  has  to  some  extent  had  what  is 
termed  a  liberal  education,  and  we  should  be  sorry  to  see  it  relinquished 
as  a  test  for  clerkships  in  the  solicitors'  offices  to  which  we  abofe 
adverted. 

As  regards  candidates  who  shall  pass  the  preliminary  test  examina- 
tions, we  should  record  and  report  the  subjects  in  which  they  have 
shown  themselves  to  be  competent,  so  that  lists  might  be  framed  from 
which  it  would  be  easy  to  select  effective  competitors  for  the  clerkshipe, 
to  be  from  time  to  time  filled  up. 

Passing  to  the  consideration  of  the  competitive  examinations  fix 
the  clerkships  now  under  consideration,  we  must  observe,  in  the  firt 
place,  that  we  do  not  propose  to  carry  on  the  marks  which  the  candi* 
date  may  have  got  at  the  preliminary  test  examination  to  his  credit  a 
the  competitive  examination.  We  think  that  the  carrying  forward  th 
marks  would  be  liable  to  objection,  inasmuch  as  the  competitors  wool 
not  have  been  examined  at  the  same  preliminary  test  examination,  bn 
would  have  had  diffi?rent  questions  set  and  valued  by  difibrent  ex 
aminers. 

From  this  it  appears  to  follow  as  a  necessary  consequence  that  th 
competitive  examinations  should  comprise  the  subjects  of  the  tei 
examination,  as  well  as  others  calculated  to  show  the  relative  abilil 
and  industry  of  the  candidates.  By  this  arrangement,  and  by  takin 
great  care  to  give  due  relative  weight  in  the  competition  to  the  officii 
subjects,  as  contradistinguished  from  the  educational  subjects,  we  thin 
we  should  secure  for  the  public  not  only  intelligent  and  industrioua  bi 
able  and  useful  clerks.

Should  you  think  it  expedient  to  adopt  this  suggestion  their  Lord- 
ihips  would  request  to  l>e  informed  of  the  arrangements  most  conve- 
rient  to  you  for  carrying  it  out,  in  order  that  effect  may  be  given  to  it 
irithoat  delay. 

While  adopting,  however,  the  plan  of  forming  a  list  of  qualified  can- 
didates, my  Lords  will  reserve  to  themselves  the  power,  should  circum- 
BtiQces  render  it  desirable,  of  selecting  candidates  who  have  not  passed 
the  preliminary  test,  to  be  nominated  with  others  who  have  already 
pissed  it,  as  competitors  for  any  vacancies  which  may  arise,  provided 
tiut  in  all  cas^s  candidates  so  nominated  shall  first  pass  the  test  and 
di^qnalify  themselves  for  competition. 

It  will  li  for  their  Lordships  to  take  steps  to  prevent  any  erroneous 
belief  on  the  part  of  candidates  who  have  passed  the  test  that  they 
k»ve  thereby  acquired  a  claim  to  be  nominated  for  competition  ;  but 
*idi  the  view  of  further  removing  such  an  impression,  my  Lords 
^onld  request  that  a  report  of  the  result  of  all  test  examinations 
ihould  be  furnished  to  them,  rather  than  that  any  certificate  or  other 
bcament  should  be  given  to  the  successful  candidates. 

My  Lords  concur  in  opinion  with  you,  that  in  the  preliminary  test 
ximination  the  subjects  which  may  be  more  properly  termed  educa- 
ional  may  be  dispensed  with,  the  preliminary  tests  being  made 
boronghly  effective  in  the  more  necessai'y  subjects  of  orthography, 
andwriting,  arithmetic,  and  English  composition,  as  also  in  Latin  and 
i  book-keeping,  where  the  regulations  require  a  knowledge  of  those 
objects. 

Their  Lordships  are,  however, '^lisposed  to  doubt  whether,  in  the 
ompetitive  examination,  any  addition  should  be  made  to  the  subjects 
t  present  prescribed,  except  with  the  entire  sanction  and  approval  of 
he  heads  of  the  different  departments  ;  and  they  consider  that  the 
«ne  approval  should  l)e  obtained  before  a  candidate  is  allowed  to 
Abstitute  any  one  or  more  of  the  subjects  mentioned  by  you  for 
object*  now  prescrilicd  under  the  sanction  of  the  heads  of  departments. 

My  Lords  entirely  agree  with  you  in  thinking  that  it  will  l)e  inex- 
pedient to  carry  out  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee,  that  the 
lecesiiary  moral  and  physical  qualifications  of  candidates  should  in  all 
utB  be  ascertained  previously  to  their  being  submitted  to  the  required 
dncational  test,  but  at  the  same  time  their  Lordships  will  comply  with 
vnr  suggestion  that  all  candidates  should  be  desired  to  bring  with 
iieoi  prima  facie  evidence  of  age,  health,  and  character,  including 
sferences  to  the  parties  of  whom  subsequent  inquiries  arc  to  ])c  made. 

With  regard  to  the  suggestion  of  the  Committee,  that  a  small  fee  be 
iqQired  from  candidates  to  defray  the  expenses  of  test  examinations, 
id  to  the  other  questions  which  you  have  raised,  such  as,  whether  any 
iki  might  be  laid  down  for  restricting  the  number  of  nominations  to 
'  aUowod  to  a  candidate  for  the  test  and  competitive  examination,  my 
vdfl  are  not  at  present  disposed  to  offer  a  decided  opinion,  and  they 
mid  prefer  that,  should  it  be  hcrenfter  found  desirable  to  lay  down 
f  q>ecific  roles  on  these  points,  their  adoption  should  be  postponed 
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until  further  experience  shall  have  been  obtained  as  to  the  practkil 
effects  of  the  system  which  it  is  now  proposed  to  initiate.

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  2l8t  instant,  expressing  the  opinin 
of  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Treasury,  on  the  suggestions  con- 
tained in  the  letter  from  this  office  of  the  18th  instant  as  to  the  most 
convenient  mode  of  carrying  out  the  recommendation  of  the  Select 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons,  that  a  preliminary  test  extmi- 
nntion  be  required  of  candidates  nominated  to  compete  for  clerks^M 
in  the  Civil  Service; 

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  state  that  they 
will  have-no  difficulty  in  carrying  out  the  arrangements  proposed  by 
their  Lordships,  viz.,  that  candidates  nominated  for  test  examinatiou 
should  be  required  to  attend  for  such  examinations  within  one  mootb 
after  their  nomination.  Subject  to  this  restriction,  the  Commissioner! 
would  wish  to  retain  in  their  own  hands  the  selection  of  the  day  of 
examination ;  but  they  will  endeavour,  as  hitherto,  to  avoid  all  on* 
necessary  delay. 

The  Commissioners  fully  agree  with  their  Lordships  in  thinking  \i 
undesirable  that  any  alteration  should  be  made  in  the  subjects  at  prettnt 
prescribed,  so  far  as  regards  the  final  or  competitive  examinatioiw 
without  the  consent  of  the  heads  of  the  different  departments.  Thef 
alluded  to  the  question  only  because  it  appeared  to  relate  so  closely  t9 
the  main  subject  of  their  letter  that  it  could  not  be  altogether  paueA 
over  ;  and  it  was  by  no  means  their  intention  to  propose  that  any  stq^ 
should  be  taken  without  the  entire  concurrence  of  the  departmenld. 
authorities,  whose  wishes  in  the  matter  they  hope  very  shortly  to  ascer- 
tain. As  to  the  expediency  of  requiring  a  fee,  the  Commissioners 
retain  the  opinion  which  they  expressed  before  the  Committee,  and 
which  has  received  the  sanction  of  the  Report ;  but  they  willinglj' 
defer  to  their  Lordships'  decision,  which  reserves  that,  as  well  as  otihor 
questions,  for  consideration  at  a  future  time.

In  our  letter  of  the  18th  March  we  indicated  generally  the  coan» 
by  which  the  recommendations  of  the  Select  Committee  of  last  sessioii 
on  Civil  Service  Appointments  might  in  our  opinion  best  be  canifid 
out,  so  far  as  regards  certain  important  offices,  the  junior  situaticms  d 
which  are  at  the  disposal  of  your  Lordships. 

It  appeared  to  us  desirable  not  to  encumber  our  letter  with  tlM 
details  which  would  have  been  necessary  if  wo  had  attempted  to  diseoi 
separately  the  requisites  of  other  departments  also  connected  with  du 
Treasury,  and  which,  though  high  in  rank,  and  charged  with  veiy  in 
portant  functions,  are  in  point  of  numbers  so  much  smaller  than  thoa 
which  we  specified,  that  a  considerable  interval  might  very  probaU 
have  elapsed  before  the  occurrence  of  a  vacancy* 

We  now  feel  it  necessary  to  continue  the  correspondence,  part! 
because  nominations  to  the  Paymaster-General's  Office  and  the  Recoi 
Office  have  been  notified  to  us, — ^partly  because  since  our  former  letU 
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written  we  have  received  an  important  communication  from  the  Tbeasubt. 
lit  OflSce,*  copy  of  which  we  enclose,  and  partly  also  because  ex-  ": — 
sions  used  by  us  with  reference  to  the  offices  which  we  specifically  J^^^^linwiiMy 
tioned,  and  others  (if  any)  of  a  similar  description,  may  perhaps  be  tSna!*""^*" 
^rstood  as  having  a  wider  application  than  that  which  we  intended 
1  to  bear.  We  then  spoke  of  the  "  Customs,  Inland  Revenue, 
it  Office,  &c.,"  and  proposed  the  test  examination  which  we  con- 
red  Appropriate,  stating  at  the  same  time  the  alterations  in  the 
I  examination  which  we  deemed  desirable.  In  consequence  of  the 
mt  communication,  we  must  withdraw  the  Audit  Office  from  the 
8,  leaving  the  two  large  revenue  departments,  to  which  we  may 
the  General  Register  Office,  for  which  history  and  geography  are 
lired,  as  well  as  the  office  of  the  Receiver  of  Constabulary  (Ireland), 
which  geography  is  required.  With  regard  to  these,  we  have  no 
Tition  to  propose  in  the  test  subjects  as  recently  fixed.  We  also 
lin  the  opinion  which  we  expressed  as  to  the  desirableness  of  giving 
2Tnatives  in  lieu  of  history  and  geography  ;  but  if,  on  communica- 
Di  with  the  authorities  of  the  departments,  we  should  find  them 
rm  from  a  change  of  this  kind,  it  will  be  a  question  whether  the 
t  examination  should  bo  extended  so  as  to  include  the  educational 
ejects,  or  whether  the  stimulus  of  competition  may  be  relied  on  to 
mre  a  moderate  acquaintance  with  them.  It  will,  we  trust,  be  the 
bion  of  your  Lordships,  as  it  certainly  is  our  own,  that  the  result 
let  of  all  to  be  deprecated  would  be  a  reduction  in  the  standard  of 
ilificttion  at  present  established. 

PMsing  next  to  the  offices  enumerated  below  (see  Enclosure  I.),  we 
dtliatfor  eacli  a  language  is  required.  It  is  obvious  that  this  require- 
fflt  is  diflferent  in  character  and  amount  from  those  of  which  we  have 
t  been  speaking,  and  it  will  also  be  perceived  by  your  Lordships  that 
lome  cases  it  constitutes  an  educational  test,  while  in  others  it  has 
« inserted  with  a  view  to  secure  qualifications  absolutely  necessary 
the  proper  performance  of  official  duties.  We  might  probfibly  fall 
» errors  if  we  were  to  attemjjt  to  distinguish  the  one  class  of  offices 
n  the  other,  nor  in  our  view  is  it  necessary  that  we  should  do  so  ; 
we  may  refer,  by  way  of  illustration,  to  the  Record  Office,  which 
official  purposes  requires  both  Latin  and  French,  not  even  allowing 
otlier  language  to  be  accepted  as  a  substitute  for  either  of  the  two. 
Te  submit  to  your  Lordships  that,  wherever  a  language  constitutes 
J  of  the  scheme  of  examination,  as  at  present  arranged  for  any  office, 
Hune  language  should  in  future  form  part  of  the  test  examination 
that  office. 

Te  wish  to  communicate  further  with  the  Commissioners  of  Audit 
re  the  test  examination  for  their  office  is  settled,  but  we  show  in 
mcloeure  the  operation  of  the  proposed  rule  as  regards  the  other 
M  connected  with  the  Treasury.

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examination,  the  reason  of  such  addition  being  that  the  eubjecto  in 
question  are  regarded  by  the  authorities  of  the  respective  offices  I8 
necessary  for  the  proper  discharge  of  official  duty. 

It  appears  to  us  that,  subject  to  the  question  mentioned  at  the  be- 
ginning of  this  letter,  with  reference  to  offices  not  at  present  requiring 
a  language,  but  requiring  geography  or  history,  or  both,  if  the  test  be 
fixed  as  we  now  propose,  there  will  bo  no  risk  in  making  the  odier 
subjects  optional  instead  of  necessary,  that  is  to  say,  giving  marks  for 
them  as  heretofore,  but  not  excluding  for  ignorance  of  them. 

We  do  not,  however,  wish  to  make  this  change  unless  we  are  able 
to  do  so  with  the  full  concurrence  of  the  authorities  of  the  different 
departments  ;  and  in  the  meantime  we  propose  to  conduct  our  exami- 
nations as  we  have  hitherto  done,  with  this  difference  only,  that  no 
candidate  will  be  rejected  in  a  competitive  examination  on  a  subject 
in  which  he  has  recently  passed  a  test  examination. 

Your  Lordships  will  be  aware  that  as  spelling,  arithmetic,  and  Eng- 
lish composition  are  in  all  cases  to  be  tested  before  competition,  ^ 
number  of  rejections  in  competitive  examinations  will  be  very  much 
diminished.

of  Commons  on  Civil  Service  Appointments  (1860).  It  will  be  seen 
that  arrangements  have  been  madef  for  preliminary  as  well  as  final  or 
competitive  examinations  in  the  various  departments  connected  with 
the  Treasury,  and  that  it  has  been  decided  that  where  a  langusige  has 
hitherto  been  acquired,  it  should,  in  future,  constitute  part  of  the  test 
examination,  established  in  compliance  with  the  report  of  the  Com* 
mittee.  The  authorities  of  the  Admiralty  have  more  recently  adopted 
the  same  rule. 

For  Pall  Mall  clerkships  translation  from  Latin  or  a  modern  foreign 
language  has  hitherto  been  required,  and  it  may  be  worth  consideration 
whether,  so  far  as  educational  tests  are  concerned,  the  standard  will 
not  be  in  some  degree  lowered  if  acquaintance  with  a  language  is  made 
optional  instead  of  indispensable. 

The  Commissioners  think  it  right  to  mention  this  question,  but  they 
are  aware  that  Sir  George  Lewis  possesses  a  knowledge  which  they 
have  not,  of  the  position  and  requirements  of  the  Accountant- General's 
Department  of  the  War  Office,  and  they  will  be  fully  prepai'cd  to  carry 
out  his  wishes  as  far  as  may  bo  in  their  power.

I  AM  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India  in  Council  to 
acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letters  dated  the  2 let  August,  trans- 
mitting certificates  for  the  68  candidates  who  have  recently  passed 
their  further  examination  for  the  Civil  Service  of  India,  and  the  2nd 
instant,  requesting  information  as  to  the  number  of  appointments 
disposable  for  the  ensuing  preliminary  examination  of  1862,  and  aft> 
well  as  an  intimation  of  any  proposed  alteration  which  it  may  be 
thought  desirable  to  make  in  the  *'  Regulations  "  or  in  the  appended 
memoranda ;  ^ 

In  reply,  I  am  to  state  that  it  does  not  appear  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  to  be  necessary  to  suggest  any  change  in  regard  to  the  examina- 
tions ;  but  with  reference  to  note  1,  I  am  to  inform  you  that  fees, 
where  no  outfit  is  provided,  having  been  abolished  by  the  Secretary  of 
State  in  Council,  the  amount  payable  by  civilians  on  their  appointment 
will  be  reduced  to  4/.  5«.  on  account  of  the  stamps  affixed  to  their 
covenants. 

With  regard  to  the  number  of  candidates  to  be  selected  at  the  pri- 
mary examination  in  1862,  I  am  to  state  that,  pending  the  receipt  of 
the  formal  demand  for  civil  servants  from  the  Governments  of  India, 
the  Secretary  of  State  is  unable  to  fix  the  exact  number  that  will  be 
required,  but  at  least  80  may  be  selected.

Regulation  1 1  provides  that  a  competent  knowledge  of  the  subjects 
specified  in  Regulation  9  shall  be  required. 

It  is  expected  that  the  selected  Candidates  will  at  once  begin  to 
prepare  for  their  Further  Examination.  They  will  remember  that 
they  have  been  selected  on  the  ground  of  superior  proficiency  in 
subjects  which  (with  the  exception  of  Arabic  and  Sanskrit)  are 
included  within  the  ordinary  range  of  English  education.  The  Ciyil 
Service  Commissioners  believe  that  no  better  presumptive  evidence 
of  fitness  can  be  obtained  ;  but  it  must  rest  with  the  Candidates 
themselves  to  give  more  conclusive  evidence,  by  showing  aptitude  for 
acquiring  the  special  knowledge  necessary  for  them  in  the  positions 
which  they  hope  to  gain.  Tbey  should  therefore  at  once  lay  aside 
other  subjects  in  order  that  they  may  devote  themselves  the  more 
assiduously  to  those  in  which  they  will  be  examined  ;  and  in  choosing 
their  place  of  residence  for  the  year,  they  should  carefully  consider 
what  facilities  will  be  given  them  for  the  prosecution  of  their  studies. 

The  following  instructions  relate  to  the  several  subjects  of  the 
further  Examination.  Of  these,  the  first  and  third  (LAkGUAOE  and 
Law)  are  regarded  as  the  most  important.

With  reference  to  the  preceding  instructions,  the  Civil  Servii 
Commissioners  wish  to  state  explicitly  that  they  do  not  expect 
that  Candidates  will  obtain  by  an  attendance  on  courts  of  jostice^ 
such  as  that  required,  any  great  knowledge  of  law,  or  of  the  techni- 
calities of  legal  practice.    Candidates  will,  therefore,  do  well  to 
avoid,  rather  than  to  select,  cases  which  involve  abstruse  l^aJ 
questions,  difficulties  on  the  construction  of  statutes,  &c.  ;  cases 
of  assault,  debt,  theft,  &c.,  are  most  likely  (at  least  until  some 
familiarity  with  legal  proceedings  has  been  acquired)  to  give  clear 
ideas  as  to  the  way  in  which  a  trial  is  conducted ;  and  this,  it 
should  be  understood,  is  the  real  object  in  view. 

The  Commissioners  will,  if  applied  to,  endeavour  to  facilitate 
the  admission  of  Candidates  to  those  courts  of  justice  in  which  any 
special  arrangement  fos.  their  accommodation  can  be  made. 
(d.)  The  Commissioners  consider  it  also  important  that  Candidates 
should  acquire  in  this  country  an  elementary  acquaintance 
with  the  mode  in  which  law  is  administered  in  India.  They 
will  then  be  able  to  compare,  to  some  extent,  what  they  read 
as  to  the  system  existing  in  the  country  to  which  they  are 
hoping  to  proceed,  with  what  they  see  and  hear  at  home. 
For  this  purpose  certain  portions*  of  the  "  First  Report  of 
*^  the  Commissioners  on  India  Law  Reform,*'  presented  to 
Her  Majesty  in  1855,  will  be  reprinted  and  distributed  to 
Candidates.  Mr.  Macpherson's  treatise  on  ''  The  New 
"  Procedure  of  the  Civil  Courts  in  India  not  established  by 
"  Royal  Charterj^t  (London,  R.  C.  Le  Page  and  Co.,  1,  White- 
friars-street,  Fleet-street,)  and  "  The  Indian  Penal  Code, 
"  with  Notes  by  Messrs.  Morgan  and  A.  G.  Macpherson,** 
(London,  G.  C.  Hay  and  Co.,  2,  Crescent  Place,  Blackfriars,) 
are  also  to  be  studied.  It  is  probable  that  changes  made 
under  the  "  East  India  (High  Courts  of  Judicature)  Act  **  of 
last  Session  may  render  some  addition  under  this  head  neces- 
sary, and  if  so,  further  instruction  will  be  issued. 

Candidates  will  be  examined  in  the  portions  of  the  **  First 
Report,  &c.,"  above  referred  to,  and  in  the  two  Treatises 
subsequently  mentioned  ;  and  such  marks  as  may  be  given 
will  be  included  in  the  general  total. 

It  is  not  to  be  doubted  that  in  preparing  for  this  branch  of 
the  further  Examination  Candidates  who  have  obtained  the 
assistance  of  qualified  instructors  will  have  a  great  advantage 
over  those  who  have  studied  alone,  but  the  Commissioners  do 
not  lay  down  any  positive  rule  upon  the  subject.     They

7.  Conjugations,  p.  105.  Candidates  are  only  expected  to  know  the 
fttienl  rules  of  the  regular  conjugations.  They  should  commit  to 
'X'eniorj  the  terminations,  and  write  out  repeatedly  the  paradigms  of 
'^nltt  verbs  in  Devan&gari  letters.    They  must  know  the  peculiarities 
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of  the  10  claeses,  and  be  prepared  to  conjugate  a  regular  verb  of  any 
one  of  the  10  classes. 

As  they  advance,  Candidates  should  pay  special  attention  to  those 
nouns  and  verbs  which  occur  most  frequently  in  the  Sanskrit  texts 
which  they  are  reading.     Some  of  these  are  irregular,  but  they  wiU 
easily  be  found  in  Wikon's  Grammar  by  observing  the  final  letters  of  ~ 
nouns,  and  by  referring,  for  the  verbs,  to  the  index  on  p.  489. 

The  verbal  derivatives  should  be  attended  to,  but  only  from  p.  285 
to  308,  and  the  general  rules  of  the  composition  of  words  on  p.  353,  seq. 

After  Candidates  have  mastered  the  alphabet,  the  rules  of  Sandhi^ 
and  a  few  paradigms  of  declension  and  conjugation,  they  should  at; 
once  take  Johnson's  edition  of  the  Hitopadesa,  the  first  book,  with, 
notes  and  glossary.    Though  the  assistance  of  a  teacher  will  be  valuable 
in  saving  time.  Candidates  will,  with  some  little  perseverance,  be  able 
to  get  up  the  book  by  themselves.    Every  Candidate  ought  to  have 
read  the  first  book,  and  those  who  have  read  it  carefully,  together  witli 
the  grammar,  may  expect  a  very  fair  amount  of  marks  in  the  Exami- 
nation. 

Those  who  have  leisure  and  inclination  for  Sanskrit,  particularly 
those  who  have  brought  up  Sanskrit  for  their  first  Examination,  should 
get  the  complete  edition  of  the  Hitopadesa  by  Johnson.  This,  too, 
they  will  be  able  to  read  by  themselves,  as  there  is  a  copious  glossary 
at  the  end.  Candidates  will  find  it  useful  to  learn  some  verses  of  the 
Hitopadesa  by  heart,  and  after  translating  some  portions  from  Sanskrit 
into  English  to  re- translate  them  from  English  into  Sanskrit.  Other 
works  which  can  be  recommended  to  Candidates  in  prosecuting  the 
study  of  Sanskrit,  are  ''  Selections  from  the  Mahabharata  "  by  John- 
son ;  "The  Institutes  of  Manu,"  edited  by  Haughton,  1825,  or  by 
Loiseleur  Deslongchamps  (in  French),  1833.  The  Bhagavadglta, 
edited  by  Schlegel,  1846.  Useful  Anthologies,  containing  texts  criti- 
cally edited,  were  published  by  Boehtlingk,  Petersburg,  1845,  and  by 
Benfey,  Gottingen,  1853. 

Candidates  will  be  able  to  read  these  and  some  other  works  with  the 
help  of  Bopp's  Glossarium  Sanscritum,  Berlin,  1847,  or  Yates'  Sanskrit 
Dictionary,  Wilson's  Sanskrit  Dictionary  being  very  scarce  and  very 
expensive.  Haughton's  Sanskrit  and  Bengali  Dictionary  too  may  be 
used  with  advantage.

physical  energy,  but  by  moral  representation,  in  a  manner  more  easily 
conceived  tlian  expressed  ;  for  no  man  surely  is  so  dull,  that  he  cannot 
perceive  a  huge  difference  between  being  dragged  by  a  violent  hand, 
and  drawn  to  action  by  a  strong  reason,  although  it  may  puzzle  him  to 
express  that  difference.  Such  a  proposition  of  truth,  such  an  appre- 
hension of  events  possible^  such  an  appearance  of  good  or  evil  con- 
sequent,— things  nowhere  existent  without  us,  nor  having  in  them 
anything  of  corporeal  subsistence,  nor  therefore  capable  of  corporeal 
operation,—* are  all  the  engines  that  usually  impel  us  to  action.

these  foolish  conceits,  is,  not  that  he  was  the  first  by  whom  they  were 
attacked,  but  that  he  was  the  first  to  attack  them  with  success  ;  and 
this  because  he  was  also  the  first  who  mingled  ridicule  with  argument, 
thus  not  only  assailing  the  system,  but  also  weakening  the  authority 
of  those  by  whom  the  system  was  supported.  His  irony,  his  wit,  his 
pungent  and  telling  sarcasms,  produced  more  effect  than  the  gravest 
arguments  could  have  done ;  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  he  was 
fuUy  justified  in  using  those  great  resources  with  which  nature  had 
*  endowed  him,  since  by  their  aid  he  advanced  the  interest  of  truth,  and 
relieved  men  from  some  of  their  most  inveterate  prejudices. 

It  is  not,  however,  to  be  supposed  that  ridicule  was  the  only  means 
omployed  by  Voltaire  in  effecting  this  important  object.  So  far  from 
that,  1  can  say  with  confidence,  after  a  careful  comparison  of  both 
writers,  that  the  most  decisive  arguments  advanced  by  Niebuhr  against 
the  early  history  of  Rome  had  all  been  anticipated  by  Voltaire,  in 
whose  works  they  may  be  found,  by  whoever  will  take  the  trouble  of 
reading  what  this  great  man  has  written,  instead  of  ignorantly  railing 
agtiinst  him.

descended  from  the  steps  of  their  palaces  and  led  the  long  pro- 
cession of  fugitives  down  the  Appian  way  to  Capua  and  the  South. 
Such  was  the  confusion  of  the  moment  that  the  rulers  of  the  state  left 
the  city  without  removing  the  public  treasure  in  the  coffers  of  the 
temple  of  Saturn.  They  were  not  less  negligent  of  their  own  private 
possessions,  all  of  which  they  abandoned  to  the  risk  of  pillage  by  the 
mob,  even  before  the  public  enemy  should  arrive  to  seize  them. 
Many  indeed  of  the  nobles  still  retained  their  blind  confidence  in 
Pompeius,  and  calculated  on  a  speedy  return,  as  the  result  of  some 
deep-laid  schemes,  which  they  supposed  him  to  have  planned  in  secret. 
But  his  flight  operated  in  general  to  increase  the  terror,  and  no  sacrifice 
was  thought  too  great  to  make  for  the  safety  of  their  bare  lives.

He  was  now,  it  appears,  desirous  to  withdraw 
himself  bevond  the  reach  of  oppressors  who,  as  he  probably  suspected, 
and  as  we  know,  were  bent  on  punishing  his  manful  resistance  to  their 
tjrannj.  He  was  accompanied  by  his  kinsman  Oliver  Cromwell,  over 
whom  he  possessed  great  influence,  and  in  whom  he  alone  had  dis* 
covered,  under  an  exterior  appearance  of  coarseness  and  extravagance, 
those  great  and  conmianding  talents  which  were  afterwards  the  ad- 
miration and  the  dread  of  Europe.  The  cousins  took  their  passage  in 
a  vessel  which  lay  in  the  Thames,  and  which  was  bound  for  North 
America.  They  were  actually  on  board,  when  an  Order  of  Council 
appeared,  by  which  the  ship  was  prohibited  from  sailing.  Seven  other 
ships,  filled  with  emigrants,  were  stopped  at  the  same  time.  Hampden 
and  Cromwell  remained  ;  and  with  them  remained  the  evil  genius  of 
the  House  of  Stuart.

In 

what  cases  are  they  nearly  indistinguishable  ? 

6.  Explain  the  principle  of  partnerships  en  oommandite  and  their 

relation  to  English  Trades  Unions. 

7.  How  far  do  wages,  profits,  and  rent,  enter  into  the  value  of  com- 

modities ?    Illustrate  the  answer  by  the  case  of  corn,  of  photo- 
graphs, of  diamonds,  of  literary  works. 

8.  Mention  and  discuss  some  of  the  popular  remedies  for  low  wages, 

and  especially  the  effect  of  the  subdivision  of  landed  property 
among  peasant  proprietors. 

9.  Would  a  bounty  on  the  exportation  of  goods  affect  different  classes 

of  products  in  any  different  way  ?      Would  an  export  tax  ? 
What  is  the  effect  of  an  export  tax  on  coal  ? 

10.  What  are  the  functions  of  middlemen,  between  the  producer  and 

the  consumer,  of  either  raw  produce  or  manufactured  goods  ? 
What  is  their  influence  on  the  fluctuation  of  prices  ? 

11.  What  is  the  test  and  meaning  of  a  depreciated  currency  ? 

12.  Discuss  the  comparative  advantages  and  disadvant^es  of  direct 

and  indirect  taxation,  and  especially  of  import  duties,  excise 
dutiesi  and  direct  taxes.

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ORDERS  OP  HER  MAJESTY  IN  COUNCIL 

RBOUI^TIKO  THE 

ADMISSION  OF  PERSONS  TO  THE  CIVIL  SERVICE  OF 

THE  CROWN. 


At  the  Court  at  Buckingham  Palace  the  21st  day  of  May  1865  ; 

PRESENT, 

The  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  make  provision  for  testing, 
according  to  fixed  rules,  the  qualifications  of  the  young  men  who 
may  from  time  to  time  be  proposed  to  be  appointed  to  the  junior 
situations  in  any  of  Her  Majesty's  Civil  Establishments. 

Now  therefore  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  Her  Privy  Council,  doth  order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered, 
that  the  Right  Honourable  Sir  Edward  Ryan,  Assistant  Comp- 
troller General  of  the  Exchequer,  John  George  Shaw  Lefevre, 
Esquire,  Companion  of  the  Batli,  Clerk  Assistant  to  the  House 
of  Lords,  and  Edward  Romilly,  Esquire,  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Audit,  or  such  other  persons  as  Her  Majesty  may  from  time 
to  time  approve  in  the  stead  of  them  or  any  of  them,  shall  be 
Commissioners  for  conducting  the  examination  of  the  young 
men  so  proposed  to  be  appointed  to  any  of  the  junior  situations 
in  the  civil  establishments  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  hold  their 
offices  during  the  pleasure  of  Her  Majesty,  and  shall  have  power, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's 
Treasury,  to  appoint  from  time  to  time  such  assistant  examiners 
and  others  as  may  be  required  to  assist  them  in  the  performance 
of  the  duties  herein-after  assigned  to  them. 

And  it  is  hereby  ordered,  that  the  Commissioners  of  Her 
Majesty's  Treasury  do  prepare  and  submit  to  Parliament  an 
estimate  for  the  remuneration  of  a  secretary  to  the  said  Commis- 
sioners, and  of  such  examiners  and  others  as  may  be  required  to 
assist  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

And  it  is  hereby  ordered,  that  all  such  young  men  as  may  be  pro- 
posed to  be  appointed  to  any  junior  situation  in  any  department 
of  the  Civil  Service  shall,  before  they  are  admitted  to  probation, 
be  examined  by  or  under  the  directions  of  the  said  Commissioners, 
and  shall  receive  from  them  a  certificate  of  qualification  for  such 
situation. 

And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  in  respect  of 
every  such  candidate,  before  granting  any  such  certificate  as 
aforesaid, 

1st.  To  ascertain  that  the  candidate  is  within  the  limits  of 
age  prescribed  in  the  department  to  which  he  desires 
to  be  admitted  ; 
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2(1  To  ascertain  that  the  candidate  is  free  from  any 
physical  defect  or  disease  which  would  be  likely  to 
interfere  with  the  proper  discharge  of  his  duties ; 

3d.  To  ascertain  that  the  character  of  the  candidate  is  such 
as  to  qualify  him  for  public  employment;  and, 

4th.  To  ascertain  that  the  candidate  possesses  the  requisite 
knowledge  and  ability  for  the  proper  discharge  of  his 
official  duties. 

The  rules  applicable  to  each  department  under  each  of  the 
above  heads  should  be  settled,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Com- 
missioners, accordiug  to  the  discretion  of  the  chief  authorities  of 
the  department ;  but,  except  that  candidates  for  admission  to  any 
of  the  junior  situations  in  any  branch  of  the  Civil  Service  will 
be  required  to  obtain  certificates  of  qualification  as  aforesaid, 
such  Examining  Board  shall  not  make  any  alteration  in  respect 
to  the  nomination  or  appointment  of  candidates  by  those  who 
are  or  may  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  nomination  and  appoint- 
ment. 

After  the  candidate  has  passed  his  examination,  and  received 
his  certificate  of  qualification  from  the  Commissioners,  he  shall 
enter  on  a  period  of  probation,  during  which  his  conduct  and 
capacity  in  the  transaction  of  business  shall  be  subjected  to  such 
tests  as  may  be  determined  by  the  chief  of  the  department  for 
which  he  is  intended,  and  he  shall  not  be  finally  appointed  to 
the  public  service  unless  upon  satisfactory  proofs  of  his  fitness 
being  furnished  to  the  chief  of  the  department  after  six  months 
probation. 

And  it  is  lastly  hereby  ordered,  that  in  case  the  chief  of  any 
department  considers  it  desirable  to  appoint  to  any  situation  for 
which  there  are  no  prescribed  limits  of  age  a  person  of  mature 
age  having  acquired  special  qualifications  for  the  appointment  in 
other  pursuits,  such  person  shall  not  in  virtue  of  this  order  be 
required  to  obtain  any  certificate  from  the  said  Commissioners  in 
order  to  obtaining  such  appointment,  but  the  chief  of  the  depart- 
ment shall  cause  the  appointment  of  any  person  net  previously 
examined  to  be  formally  recorded  as  having  been  made  on 
account  of  special  qualifications*

ORDER  IN  COUNCIL. 


At  the  Coui-t  at  Osborne  House,  Isle  of  Wight,  the  26th  day  of 

April  18C2 ; 

PRESENT, 

The  Queen  s  most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

Whereas  by  an  Order  made  by  the  Queen's  most  Excellent 
Majesty  in  Council,  on  the  21st  day  of  May  1855,  Her  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her  said  Council,  did  order  that  the 
Right  Honourable  Sir  Edward  Ryan,  John  George  Shaw  Lefevre, 
Esquire,  (now  Sir  John  George  Shaw  Lefevre,  Knight  Com* 
mander  of  the  Bath,)  and  Edward  Romilly,  Esquire,  or  such  other 
persons  as  Her  Majesty  should  from  time  to  time  approve  in 
the  stead  of  them  or  any  of  them,  should  be  Commissioners  for 
conducting  the  examination  of  the  young  men  proposed  to  be 
appointed  to  any  of  the  junior  situations  in  Her  Majesty's  Civil 
Establishments,  and  should  hold  their  offices  at  the  pleasure  of 
Her  Majesty,  and  should  have  power,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  to  appoint  from 
time  to  time  such  assistant  examiners  and  others  as  miocht  be 
required  to  assist  them  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  by  the 
said  order  assigned  to  them. 

And  whereas  since  the  date  of  the  said  order  the  said  Edward 
Romilly  and  Sir  John  George  Shaw  Lefevre  have  severally 
resigned  their  said  offices  of  Commissioners  to  which  they  were 
so  appointed  as  aforesaid  :  And  whereas  it  is  deemed  expedient 
that  the  said  Sir  Edward  Ryan  should  be  appointed  First  Com- 
missioner for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  that  the  Right  Honour- 
able Sir  Edmund  Walker  Head,  Baronet,  Knight  Commander  of 
the  Bath,  and  the  Honourable  Edward  Turner  Boyd  Twisleton, 
should  be  appointed  Commissioners  in  the  place  and  stead  of 
the  said  Sir  John  George  Shaw  Lefevre  and  Edward  Romilly, 
Esquire ;  and  further,  that  the  said  Commissioners  should  have 
power,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commissioners  of  Her 
Majesty's  Treasury,  to  appoint  from  time  to  time  a  secretary  and 
such  assistant  examiners  and  others  as  may  be  required  to  assist 
them  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

Now,  therefore.  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her 
Privy  Council,  doth  order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered,  that  the 
said  Sir  Edward  Ryan,  Sir  Edmund  Walker  Head,  and  the 
Honourable  Edward  Turner  Boyd  Twisleton,  or  such  other 
persons  as  Her  Majesty  may  from  time  to  time  approve  in  the 
stead  of  them  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  Commissioners,  and 
shall  hold  their  offices  during  the  pleasure  of  Her  Majesty,  for 
the  purpose  aforesaid,  the  said  Sir  Edward  Ryan  being  the 
First  Commissioner ;  and  that  the  said  Sir  Edward  Ryan,  Sir 
Edmund  Walker  Head,  and  the  Honourable  Edward  Turner 
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Boyd  Twisleton  shall  have  power,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  to  appoint  from  time 
to  time  a  secretary  and  such  assistant  examiners  and  others  as 
mav  be  required  to  assist  them  in  the  performance  of  their  duties, 
and  further  shall  have  all  powers  and  authorities  given  by  the 
said  order. 

And  it  is  hereby  further  ordered,  that  the  Commissioners  of 
Her  Majesty's  Treasury  do  prepare  and  submit  to  Parliament  an 
estimate  for  the  remuneration  of  the  First  Commissioner 
aforesaid. 

And  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  aforesaid,  doth 
confirm  the  said  order^  in  all  respects,  so  far  as  the  same  is  not 
hereby  altered.

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TVe,  Your  Majesty's  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  humbly 
offer  to  Your  Majesty  our  Eighth  Annual  Report. 

In  the  month  of  April  last  Sir  John  Lefevre  was  compelled 
by  the  pressure  of  his  other  engagements  to  resign  the  situation 
of  Conmiissioner,  which  he  had  held  from  the  commencement  of 
our  proceedings;  and  by  Your  Majesty's  Order  in  Council  of 
26th  April  1862,  Sir  Edmund  Head  and  Mr.  Edward  Twisleton 
were  nominated  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  occasioned,  and  that 
which  previously  existed,  owing  to  Mr.  Edward  Romilly's  retire- 
ment in  1855. 

With  reference  to  Sir  John  Lefevre's  services,  the  Lords  Com- 
missioners of  the  Treasury  were  pleased  to  observe,  in  a  letter 
addressed  to  us,  after  his  intention  to  retire  had  been  notified, 
that  it  had  rarely  happened  that  a  task  so  onerous  had  been 
undertaken  and  performed  gratuitously  for  a  period  of  nearly 
seven  years.  Their  Lordships,  therefore,  recorded  their  cordial 
acknowledgments  of  Sir  John  Lefevre's  services,  and  the  ex- 
pression of  their  regret  at  his  retirement. 

It  may  be  permitted  to  us  to  say  that  although  one  only  of 
our  number  had  the  pleasure  of  acting  on  this  commission  with 
Sir  John  Lefevre,  we  have  had  ample  means  of  knowing  both 
the  value  of  his  services  and  the  extent  to  which  his  time  and 
abilities  have  been  devoted  to  public  duties,  more  arduous  and 
more  varied  than  those  which  ordinarily  devolve  on  the  civil 
servants  of  the  Crown, 

We  proceed  to  give,  as  on  former  occasions,  the  statistics  of 
our  department  to  the  close  of  last  year,  adding  such  explanation 
afl  appears  necessary. 

The  total  number  of  nominations  notified  to  us  from  the  21st 
May  1855  to  the  close  of  1858  (three  years  and  seven  months) 
was  7,942;  and  for  the  four  years  1859,  1860,  1861  and  1862, 
taken  together,  it  was  14,065,  the  nominations  of  the  last  year 
(1862)  being  3,649.  It  will  be  understood  that  this  large  increase 
has  been  occasioned  by  the  gradual  extension  of  the  Order  in 
Council  imder  which  we  act,  to  classes,  which  although  within 
its  provisions  were  for  a  time  practically  exempt,  and  particularly 
by  the  operation  of  the  17th  section  of  the  Superannuation  Act 
1859,  which  enacted  that,  with  certain  exceptions,  no  person 
appointed  after  its  date  without  a  certificate  from  this  office 
should  be  permitted  to  receive  a  pension  on  his  retirement  from 
the  service. 

The  extent  to  which  the  plan  of  competitive  examination  has 
been  adopted  during  the  last  five  years,  in  filling  up  vacancies  in 
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the  class  of  clerkship^s  or  similar  situations  (including  those  of 
assistants  of  excise)  is  shown  by  the  following  table  : —

It  will  be  seen,  from  this  statement,  that  on  the  greater 
number  of  occasions  for  making  appointments  to  clerkships,  &c. 
competition  has  not  been  employed  ;  and  that  only  in  one  year 
(1861)  did  the  proportion  so  disposed  of  reach  to  one-half  of  the 
entire  number. 

It  should,  however,  be  mentioned,  with  reference  to  the  com- 
parison now  made,  that  certain  cases  of  non-competitive  appoint- 
ments are  exceptional  in  their  cii'cumstances,  the  principal 
exceptions  being  where  the  persons  appointed  had  what  may  be 
considered  to  be  claims,  of  more  or  less  weight,  in  their  favour, 
either  in  consequence  of  previous  service  in  the  Department 
interested,  or  on  account  of  their  having  attained  a  creditable 
position  on  the  lists  of  previous  competitions  in  which  they  were 
unsuccessful 

Comparing  in  more  detail  the  figures  of  1862  with  those  of 
1861,  it  appears  that  there  has  been  a  considerable  change  in  the 
practice  of  the  War  Office,  only  2  vacancies  out  of  1 1  in  the 
earlier  year,  and  as  many  as  82  out  of  107  in  the  later  having 
been  filled  by  absolute  nomination.  Tlie  nominations  of  excise 
assistants,  who  are  not  subjected  to  competition,  have  also 
been  more  numerous  in  1862  than  in  1861  (162  against  95),  and 
in  1862  there  were  24  absolute  nominations  to  situations  in  the 
Probate  and  Divorce  Court.

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The  ratio  to  vacancies  of  candidates  examined  has  varied  but- 
slightly  during  the  five  years,  the  range  being  from  2*6  per 
vacancy,  which  was  the  proportion  in  1860,  to  3*0  per  vacancy 
in  1862.     The  fluctuations  have  been —

The  increased  ratio  in  the  past  year  is  of  course  in  some 
measure  attributable  to  the  working  of  the  plan  introduced  in 
the  early  part  of  1861,  of  preliminary  test  examinations  for 
Departments  to  which  the  Treiisury  possesses  the  right  of  nomi- 
nating ;  but  the  average  has  also  been  affected  by  several  com- 
petitions in  which  the  number  of  candidates  per  vacancy  has 
been  considerable,  as  e.g.,  by  two  competitions  for  supplementary 
clerkships  in  this  office,  in  one  of  which  40  candidates  were 
examined  for  four  vacancies,  while  in  the  other  22  Ciindidates 
were  examined  for  one  vacancy. 

There  was  also  a  competition  for  the  post  of  schoolmaster  in  a 
dockyard  under  the  Admiralty,  when  10  candidates  were  ex- 
amined; and  a  competition  for  a  clerkship  in  the  Colonial 
Office,  when  seven  candidates  were  examined.  On  the  other 
hand  there  were  several  instances  of  competitions  for  which  the 
average  was  less  than  three  candidates  per  vacancy.  In  six  of 
these  competitions  two  candidates  were  examined  for  one 
vacancy ;  in  one,  six  candidates  were  examined  for  four  vacan- 
cies ;  and  in  one,  two  candidates  were  examined  for  two  vacan- 
cies, a  third  who  was  nominated  having  declined.  In  this  case 
both  of  the  candidates  who  were  examined  failed  to  reach  the 
standard  of  competency. 

It  is  to  be  added  that,  of  the  864  competitors  examined  for 

the  289  places,  376  were  found  to  be  below  the  standard  of 

attainment  requisite  for  a  pass  examination,  leaving  the  bond 

Jide  competition  to  be  between  488  candidates  for  289  places ; 

or  in  the  proportion  of  only  J  -69  to  each  vacancy. 

The  total  number  of  candidates  nominated  by  the  Treasury 
for  preliminary  test  examination  was  622,  of  whom  82,  for 
>'arious  reasons,  were  not  examined.  Of  the  540  who  wer6 
examined,  297  passed  and  243  were  rejected ;  the  proportion  of 
rejections,  therefore,  being  just  45  per  cent.  The  ratio  of  rejec- 
tions of  candidates  for  clerkships,  kc,  before  the  adoption  of  the 
test  system  was —

The  standard  of  examinations  in  non-competitive  examina- 
tions has  necessarily  become  a  low  one,  inasmuch  as  the  exami- 
nations for  clerkships  of  the  higher  class,  (such  as  those  in 
metropolitan  offices  and  in  the  provincial  establishments  of  the 
Customs'  Department,)  are  now  competitive  to  the  extent  which 
has  been  mentioned.  In  fact,  for  a  great  number  of  appoint- 
ments the  ability  to  read  and  write  and  to  add  a  few  figures  is 
sufficient,  and  for  others  still  less  is  required.  It  will  not  there- 
fore be  matter  of  surprise  that  in  non-competitive  examinations 
the  ratio  of  rejections  to  certificates  is  now  very  much  smaller 
than  it  originally  was.

Deducting  certificates  granted  for  persons  employed  in  the 
Admiralty  dockyards,  the  numbers  would  be  1820  for  1861,  and 
1807  for  1862. 

Out  of  the  total  number  rejected  on  examination  (3,091),  all 
but  177  have  failed  in  arithmetic,  in  spelling,  or  in  "  reading 
"  the  addresses  of  letters/'  a  test  to  which  candidates  for  the 
situation  of  letter  carrier  and  rural  messenger  are  subjected.  It 
will,  however,  be  understood  that  of  those  who  have  failed  in 
the  qualifications  specified,  some  have  &iled  in  others  also. 

The  cases  in  which  candidates  have  been  considered  as  in- 
eligible in  respect  of  age,  health,  and  character,  have  been  as

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It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  rejections  on  the  ground  of 
deficient  health  has  increased.  The  following  extract  from  a 
letter  written  by  the  gentleman  who  has  officially  inspected 
London  candidates  for  appointments  in  the  convict  service,  shows 
the  utility  of  such  examinations : — 

"Since  March  17,  1862,  (a  period  of  nearly  10  months)  I  have  ex- 
amined 1 10  candidates,  by  direction  of  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners, 
of  which  number  25  have  been  rej)orted  as  unfit  for  prison  service. 
Theec  examinations  have  been  conducted  with  great  care,  and  have 
always  included  a  stethoscopic  inquiry  into  the  state  of  the  chest  It  is 
unnecessary  for  me  to  mention  that  such  examinations  involve  a  consider* 
able  sacrifice  of  time,  and  are  of  no  value  when  made  hastily  and  super- 
ficially. 

In  many  cases  germs  of  disease  have  been  discovered,  which  a  less 
careful  examination  would  have  failed  to  detect,  and  there  is  reaaon  to 
believe  that  a  continuance  of  the  present  usage  will  result  in  a  consider- 
able annual  saving  to  the  Government,  consequent  upon  an  increased 
d^ree  of  efficiency  on  the  part  of  the  subordinate  officers,  and  a  reduction 
of  the  number  daily  absent  from  duty  through  sickness." 

Our  own  view  as  to  this  part  of  our  duty  is  expressed  in  the 
following  minute,  which  we  recently  framed  for  the  guidance  of 
the  professional  gentlemen  whose  opinions  we  have  occasion  to 
obtain: — 

**  The  Order  in  Council  of  2l8t  May,  1855,  requires  the  Commissioners 
before  granting  their  certificate  to  ascertain  (inter  alia)  that  the  candi- 
date is  '  free  from  any  physical  defect  or  disease  which  would  be  likely 
*  to  interfere  with  the  proper  discharge  of  his  duties.'  The  Commis- 
sioners consider  that  by  this  provision  the  duty  of  satisfying  them  as  to 
his  eligibility  is  thrown  upon  the  candidate,  and  that  unless  he  can  so 
satisfy  them  they  cannot  grant  their  certificate.  The  benefit  of  any 
reasonable  doubt  which  may  exist  must,  they  conceive,  be  given  not  to 
him,  but  to  the  public.  As  long  as  there  is  such  doubt  it  is  impossible 
for  them  to  say  that  they  are  satisfied.  The  question  should  not  be 
looked  at  as  if  the  candidate  had  a  vci^ted  right  to  an  appointment  liable 
only  to  be  divested  on  his  being  proved  unfit.  It  is  in  reality  whether 
he  can  gain  a  title  by  proving  himself  fit,  and  tlie  difierence  is  so  con- 
siderable, that  the  Commissioners  are  anxious  to  keep  it  present  to  the 
minds  of  those  to  whom  they  apply  for  advice." 

With  regard  to  character  we  hold  a  similar  view.  It  rests 
with  the  candidate  to  produce  such  evidence  as  can  reasonably 
be  required  in  his  own  favour,  and  as  long  as  a  reasonable  doubt 
remains  he  cannot  be  considered  eligible  for  the  public  service.

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With  reference  to  the  subjects  of  examination  for  different 
situations,  we  have  to  observe  that  the  table  printed  in  our 
Appendix  shows  a  very  considerable  variety,  greater  we  think 
than  the  different  nature  of  the  situations  renders  necessary. 

The  same  observation  applies  to  the  limits  of  age  at  present 
fixed.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  Order  in  Council  under 
which  we  act,  provides  that  the  rules  applicable  to  each  depart- 
ment under  the  several  heads  which  it  specifies,  (including  both 
limits  of  age  and  subjects  of  examination)  should  be  settled  with 
our  assistance,  at  the  discretion  of  the  chief  authorities  of  the 
department,  and  although  our  suggestions  when  offered  have 
been  received  with  a  courtesy  which  we  have  pleasure  in  ac- 
knowledging we  have  generally  deemed  it  our  duty  to  accept 
without  comment  the  regulations  communicated  to  us. 

Upon  the  performances  of  the  candidates  who  have  come  before 
us,  we  may  remark,  that  we  still  find  it  extremely  difficult  to 
obtain  good  handwriting.  The  accomplishment  is  one  which  we 
have  always  regarded  as  most  important,  but  if  we  had  main- 
tained from  the  commencement  of  our  proceedings  a  standard  as 
high  as  that  which  we  hope  may  ultimately  be  attainable,  we 
should  have  run  the  lisk  of  inconveniencing  the  public  service^ 
by  the  number  of  rejections  which  would  have  been  occasioned. 

With  regard  to  orthography  we  may  mention  that  at  least 
two-thirds  of  the  candidates  (G2  in  number)  who  were  last  year 
examined  for  supplementary  clerkships  in  this  office  would  not 
have  been  rejected  by  us  for  incorrect  spelling  had  they  been 
nominated  to  the  highest  of  the  situations  for  which  we  examine. 
The  same  may  be  said  of  many  of  the  boj^s  examined  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Admiralty  factories  and  dockyards. 

We  print  in  our  Appendix  the  more  important  portions  of 
our  correspondence  with  the  different  public  departments,  and  in 
the  few  remarks  which  we  have  to  make  we  may  conveniently 
follow  the  alphabetical  arrangement  there  adopted. 

Admiralty. — We  mentioned  in  our  Fifth  Report  that  the 
authorities  of  this  department  had  been  pleased  to  request  us  to 
undertake  the  examination  of  candidates  for  admission  as  dock- 
yard apprentices  and  engineer  boys,  and  in  our  last  Report  we 
added  that  these  situations  had  been  thrown  open  to  general 
competition.  The  results  of  the  transfer  were  thus  stated  by 
the  official  Inspector  of  Admiralty  Schools  (the  Rev.  Dr.  WooUey) 
in  his  Report  for  the  year  ending  Midsummer  1860 : — 

"  The  chief  feature  in  this  plan  is  the  entire  rejection  of  all  favouritism 
or  interest,  -which  is  ensured  by  the  examination  being  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  who  forward  their  own  lists 
of  candidates  in  order  of  merit,  and  the  Admiralty  select  those  who  are 
at  the  top  of  the  list. 

"  The  superintendents  at  each  yard  keep  a  list,  on  which  the  name  of 
every  son  or  orphan  of  a  person  in  the  Admiralty  service  is  placed  as  a 
matter  of  right,  and  other  names  are  placed  by  the  superintendent  at 
his  discretion.    The  candidates  whose  names  are  on  this  list  are  first 
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examined  by  the  surgeon,  who  either  rejects  them  at  once  as  physically 
disqualified,  or  on  admitting  them  as  eligible,  places  markfl  opposite 
their  names,  which  are  adddd  in  with  the  others  to  produce  the  sum 
total  on  which  the  final  lists  are  based.  Thus  physical  qualifications 
form  an  integral  element  in  the  final  detern\ination  of  successful  can- 
didates. One  of  the  most  mischievous  results  of  the  former  mode  of 
entry  was  the  wide-spread  belief,  rather  than  existence,  of  the  partiality 
of  the  examiners,  and  of  the  possibility  of  reversing  their  recommenda- 
tions, through  interest,  when  the  election  was  subsequently  made  at  the 
Admiralty.  Hence  many  of  the  dockyard  artizans  were  less  careful  in 
obtaining  a  good  education  for  their  sons  than  they  would  have  been 
had  they  firmly  believed  that  no  considerations  but  that  of  the  fitness  of 
the  candidate  would  affect  the  final  award.  A  most  remarkable  proof 
of  this  has  been  shown  by  the  fact  that  in  most  of  the  dockyards,  and 
notably  at  Portsmouth,  the  number  of  candidates  has  been  greatly 
reduced  since  the  establishment  of  the  principle  of  selection  by  merit 
only.  At  Midsunmier  the  number  of  those  who  presented  themselves 
for  examination  at  Portsmouth  barely  exceeded  30,  while  on  previous 
occasions  it  had  never  of  late  fallen  short  of  100.  This  absence  of  all 
possibility  of  corrupt  influence  cannot  fail  to  exert  a  purifying  efiect  on 
the  minds  of  the  artizan  class  generally."  \ 

In  his  Report  for  the  year  1861,  Ur.  Woolley  states  that —     • 

•*  The  mode  of  admission  of  apprentices  by  competitive  examination 
has  now  been  in  operation  sufiiciently  long  to  enable  us  to  form  some 
judgment  as  to  its  puccess,  and  the  results  fully  warrant  the  expectations 
formed  of  it." 

Census  Office. — The  total  number  of  nominations  for  employ- 
ment on  the  Census  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  to  the  close  of 
last  year  was  707,  the  certiiicates  granted  were  314,  and  the 
failures  on  examination  238.    The  distribution  was  as  follows : —

Chief  Secretary's  Office  (Ireland), — The  Bill  referred  to  in  the 
correspondence  was  subsequently  introduced  and  became  the  Act 
25  &  26  Vict.  c.  106.  The  following  clause  refers  to  the  con- 
templated examination : — 

'*  2.  The  qualifications  of  all  persons  desirous  to  act  as  surveyors  under 
the  Provisions  of  the  said  first-recited  Act,  or  as  district  surveyors  for  the 
county  of  Dublin,  under  the  Provisions  of  the  said  second-recited  Act, 
shall  be  examined  into  and  certified  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners 
for  the  time  being,  appointed  by  Her  Majesty  in  Council  ;  and  whenever 
ft  vacancy  shall  occur  in  any  of  such  offices  an  examination  of  all  persons 
desirous  to  fill  the  same,  shall  be  held  at  such  time  in  Dublin  as  the  said 
Commissioners  shall  appoint,  of  which  examination  due  notice  shall  be 
^ven,  and  one  of  the  persons  who  shall  be  certified  by  the  said  Commis- 
sioners shall  be  appointed  to  the  vacant  office  of  surveyor,  by  the  lord 
lieatenant  or  other  chief  governor  or  governors  of  Ireland,  subject  to  the 
ftpproval  of  the  grand  jury  of  such  county,  or  to  the  vacant  office  of 
district  surveyor  for  the  county  of  Dublin,  by  the  grand  jury  of  the  said 
ooonty,  according  as  such  vacancy  shall  occur.*' 

No  examination  has  yet  been  held. 
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Colonial  Office. — We  may  direct  attention  to  the  changes 
contemplated  in  the  examination,  after  arrival  in  Ceylon,  of 
Civil  Servants  appointed  in  this  country  by  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  the  Colonies,  and  in  that  of  candidates  residing  in  the 
island  and  nominated  by  the  Qovemor.  Owing  to  the  arrange- 
ments which  previously  existed  civil  servants  of  the  former 
class  were  subjected  to  disadvantages  which  it  was  expedient  to 
remove. 

Convict  Service, — In  January  last  arrangements  were  made 
for  the  grant  of  certificates  to  candidates  for  the  situations  of 
warder,  assistant  warder,  &a  in  this  department.  The  educa- 
tional qualifications  required  are,  as  will  be  expected,  very  low, 
but  the  necessity  of  careful  inquiry  as  to  the  physical  competence 
and  the  character  of  candidates  is  shown  by  the  number  of  rejec- 
tions for  want  of  those  qualifications.  It  appears,  moreover, 
from  the  annual  Superannuation  Returns,  that  the  average 
length  of  service  of  officers  who  retire  upon  pensions,  after 
haviug  belonged  to  this  class,  has  been  unusually  short.  This 
is  perhaps  unavoidable,  but  it  shows  the  necessity  of  guarding 
admission  to  the  service  by  proper  precautions. 

Foreign  Office. — It  will  be  seen  from  the  correspondence  that 
an  important  change  has  been  made  in  the  regulations  for  the 
examination  of  candidates  nominated  to  the  Diplomatic  Service- 
Lord  Clarendon,  by  letter  of  17th  December  1855,  thus  stated 
the  qualifications  to  be  required  : — 

"  As  regards  the  diplomatic  service,  Lord  Clarendon,  as  at  present 
advised,  proposes  that  candidates  should  satisfy  the  Commissioners, — 

"  1st.  That  they  can  write  a  good  bold  hand,  with  distinctly  formed 
letters. 

"  2ndly.  That  they  can  write  English  and  French  quickly  and 
correctly  from  dictation. 

"  Srdly.  That  they  understand  French  well,  can  make  an  accurate  and 
good  translation  of  any  French  paper  into  English  and  of  any  English 
paper  into  French,  and  can  speak  French  with  tolerable  ease  and 
correctness. 

"  4thly.  That  they  can  make  an  accurate  and  good  translation  into 
English  of  a  paper  written  either  in  German,  Latin,  Spanish,  or 
Italian. 

"  5thly.  That  they  have  a  general  knowledge  of  geography. 

"  6thly.  That  they  can  make  a  clear  and  connect  precis  or  abstract,  in 
the  form  of  a  narrative  of  any  collection  of  papers  placed  in  their  hands. 

"  7thly.  That  they  have  a  general  knowledge  of  modem  history  since 
the  year  1789,  and  especially  of  the  history  of  the  country  to  which 
they  are  about  to  proceed,  as  regards  its  internal  constitution  and  its 
relations  to  other  powers." 

The  same  letter  established  also  an  examination  to  be  passed 
before  promotion  from  the  position  of  unpaid  to  that  of  paid 
attach^.  In  this  second  examination  candidates  were  to  satisfy 
us  that  they  possessed  *'  a  speaking  and  a  writing  knowledge  " 
of  the  language  of  the  several  countries  iu  which  they  had 
resided  since  their  first  appointment  in  the  service,  and  they 
vrere  also  to  be  required  to  show  an  acquaintance  with   the 
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elements  of  international  law.  Further  they  were  to  send  in 
"  Beports  on  the  general  commercial  and  political  relations  of  the 
*'  the  several  countries  in  which  they  had  resided,  on  their 
''  internal  polity,  their  administrative  and  social  institutions  and 
'*  the  character  of  the  people." 

These  regulations,  after  having  been  somewhat  modified  by 
Lord  Malmesbury  and  restored  to  their  original  form  by  Lord 
Russell,  were  considerably  altered  in  the  autumn  of  last  year. 
Future  candidates  are  to  have  the  option  of  imdergoing  at  once 
or  of  dividing  in  the  manner  specified  an  examination  in  the 
following  subjects : — 

(1.)  Orthography  and  handwriting.  (2.)  Precis.  (3.)  Latin. 
(4.)  French.  (5.)  Grerman.  (6.)  The  history  of  Europe  and  of 
North  and  South  America  from  1660  to  1860.  (7.)  Geography. 
(8.)  Arithmetia  (9.)  The  first  book  of  EucUd,  and  (10.)  Mari- 
time  and  International  Law. 

Further  details  will  be  found  in  our  Appendix. 

Our  letter  of  5th  November  mentions  certain  points,  which 
availing  ourselves  of  the  permission  given  us  by  Lord  Russell,  we 
thought  it  desirable  to  bring  under  his  Lordship's  consideration. 

No  candidate  has  yet  been  examined  on  the  new  scheme.

War  Office. — By  letter  of  15  th  May  we  wei-e  informed  that 
Sir  G.  Lewis  had  decided  that  in  future,  in  the  event  of  can- 
didates nominated  on  two  occasions  by  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  War  failing  on  each  such  occasion  to  qualify  according  to  the 
standard  fixed  for  the  establishment,  they  should,  unless  under 
very  peculiar  circumstances,  be  held  disqualified  for  a  further 
examination  for  permanent  appointment  to  the  establishment  of 
the  office.  It  was  at  the  same  time  added  that  it  was  not 
intended  to  exclude  such  candidates  as  might  be  subjected  to  a 
competitive  examination,  unless  they  should  on  two  occasions 
actually  fail  to  pass  such  an  examination  as  would  enable  them 
to  obtain  a  qualifying  certificate  for  the  establishment. 

Having  in  a  former  Report  observed  that  the  system  previously 
existing  was  not  altogether  satisfactory,  inasmuch  as  the  same 
candidates  came  up  frequently  after  very  short  intervals,  and 
were  as  often  found  not  qualified,  according  to  the  standard  fixed 
for  the  establishment,  we  could  not  doubt  that  the  intended 
change  would  be  advantageous  to  the  public  service,  and  we 
expressed  our  opinion  to  that  eSect  in  our  answer  to  the  War 
Office  letter. 

We  have  appended  to  several  of  our  Beports  examination 
papers  used  by  us  during  the  precedipg  yeaj;     As  those  Reports 
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are,  we  believe,  out  of  print,  we  have  thought  it  desirable  to 
append  to  this  Report  specimens  sufficiently  numerous  and  varied 
to  give  a  correct  idea  of  our  proceedings.

At  the  close  of  last  year  Mr.  Longmore,  who  as  our  assistant  in 
Edinburgh  had  given  us  very  valuable  aid  from  the  commence- 
ment of  our  proceedings,  was  compelled  by  the  pressure  of  his 
other  official  duties  to  relinquish  his  connexion  with  us.  We 
have  been  fortunate  in  obtaining  as  his  successor  Mr.  Seton, 
Secretary  to  the  Registrar-General  of  Scotland,  and  a  member  of 
the  Faculty  of  Advocates.

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And  we  have  been  officially  informed  that  60,  at  least,  will  be 
assigned  in  July  next,  if  a  sufficient  number  of  competent  candi- 
dates should  present  themselves.  The  number  of  candidates  was 
in  1856  only  56,  and  gradually  rose  to  171  in  1861,  at  which  it 
remained  in  1862.  Of  the  candidates  of  1862,  24  came  from  the 
University  of  Oxford,  20  from  Cambridge,  16  from  Scottish 
Universities,  25  from  Trinity  College,  Dublin,  and  eight  from  the 
Queen's  University  in  Ireland. 

Being  under  the  impression  that  the  salaries  attained  by  civil 
servants  in  India  are  little  known  in  this  country,  and  that 
such  knowledge  would  materially  improve  the  quality  and 
increase  the  number  of  the  candidates  for  such  appointments, 
we  applied  to  the  India  Office  for  information.  We  print  in  the 
Appendix  our  letter  and  the  answer  which  we  received.  In 
consequence  of  that  answer  we  have  caused  to  be  extracted 
from  the  Directories  of  the  three  Presidencies  the  salaries  there 
assigned  to  the  several  civil  servants  who  have  entered  on  the 
present  system,  and  we  append  the  list. 

Our  Appendix  contains  also  letters  from  the  authorities  of 
Universities  and  Colleges  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  stating, 
in  compliance  with  a  request  which  we  had  addressed  to  them, 
the  facilities  afforded  to  selected  candidates  preparing  for  their 
ftirther  examination.  The  information  thus  given  wiU,  we  hope, 
be  of  service  to  those  who  may  be  in  doubt  as  to  the  place 
at  which  they  should  pursue  their  studies.  The  extract  which 
we  subjoin  from  a  work  which,  having  been  published  by  the 
Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Examiners  in  Calcutta,  has  almost 
an  official  character,  confirms  us  in  the  belief  that  the  elements 
of  the  oriental  languages  should  be  acquired  in  this  country : — 

*'  Although  circumstance  of  position  is  the  greatest  it  is  not  the  only 
obstacle  the  European  has  to  contend  with.     In  all  civilized  countries 
good  teachers  are  to  be  had,  who,  skilfully  leading  their  pupils  step  by 
step,  soon  give  them  such  a  knowledge  of  the  rudiments,  grammar,  and 
construction  of  the  language  they   wish  to  teach  them  as  enables  the 
latter,  with  the  help  of  a  good  dictionary,  to  make  fair  progress  alone. 
But  where  are  such  to  be  found  in  India  ?     On  a  young  civil  servant 
landing  in  Calcutta  he  is  furnished  with  a  Moonshi  or  Pandit.     He  may 
have  a  taste  for  languages,  perhaps  have  been  a  first  class  man  at  Oxford 
or  Dublin,   and  had   besides  the  benefit  of  a  few  lessons  from  Max 
Miiller  or  Wright.     If  so,  I  am  afraid  his  firm  impression  will  be  that 
his  Moonshi  has  no  system  at  all  ;  in  short,  whatever  his  own  know- 
ledge of  the  language,  that  he  is  no  teacher.     But  the  truth  is  the  native 
has  a  system,  but  it  is  the  very  reverse  of  all  modem  approved  systems. 
It  is,  if  I  may  use  so  common  a  simile,  to  fiing  his  pupil  at  once  into 
deep  water,  and  there  let  him  splash  and  plunge  about  until  he  learns  to 
swim.    On  this  principle  all  native  children  are  taught ;  on  this  principle 
all  Moonshis  and  Pandits   have  themselves  learned,  and  they  have  no 
idea  of  any  other.     The  student  must  therefore  not  be  surprised  if  the 
first  thing  his  teacher  does  is  to  put  one  of  the  test  books  into  his  hands, 
and  tell  him  to  read  it  ;  and  indeed  it  is  usual  for  the  student  to  attempt^ 
with  the  aid  of  his  teacher,  to  pick  out  a  text,  he  (the  teacher)  explain- 
ing the  meaning  as  they  go  along,  but  not  exemplifying  the  gramimar 
or  calling  his  pupil's  attention  to  the  construction  of  the  sentences,  the 
8.  B 
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etpnology  of  the  words,  the  use  of  the  particles,  or  anj  of  those  pecu- 
liaritieB  of  idiom  or  syntax  which  characterize  the  genius  of  the  lan- 
guage. In  looking  over  a  student's  exercises,  moreover,  an  Indian 
teacher  will  generally  correct  errors  in  grammar  and  spelling  ;  but,  if 
he  can  himself  understand  the  meaning,  he  seldom  amends  the  phrase- 
ology, and  often  passes  over  gross  idiomatic  errors.  Hence  it  happens 
that  candidates  who  have  been  assured  by  their  teachers  that  their  per- 
formances contained  but  one  or  two  errors,  are  often  so  grievously  dis- 
appointed on  receipt  of  the  examiner's  reports  to  find  them  designated 
as  *  extremely  defective  in  idiom,'  sometimes  even  '  unintelligible,' "

EVIDENCE    OF   AGE   TO    BE   REQUIRED    FROM    CANDIDATES    FOR 
SITUATIONS  IN  THE  CIVIL  SERVICE  OF  THE  CROWN. 

I.  Every  Candidate  bom  in  England  or  Wales  after  the  SOth  June  1837  should 
produce  a  Certificate  from  the  Registrar  General  of  Births,  Marriages,  and  Deaths,  or 
from  one  of  his  provincial  Officers.  This  Certificate  may  be  obtained  at  Somerset 
House,  or  from  tne  Superintendent  Registrar  of  the  District  in  which  the  Birth  took 
place. 

II.  Every  Candidate  not  producing  the  above  Certificate  must  prove  his  age  by 
Statutory  Declaration,  and  should  also,  if  possible,  produce  a  record  oi  Birth  or  Baptism 
irom  some  official  Register ;  under  which  term  may  be  included  the  Parochial  Registers 
of  Baptisms,  the  non- Parochial  Registers  of  Baptisms  and  Births  deposited  at  Somerset 
House  under  Acts  of  Parliament,  the  Register  kept  at  the  India  Office  of  persons  bom 
in  India,  &c.  &c.    ITiis  regulation  applies — 

1.  To  all  Candidates  not  bom  in  England  or  Wales. 

2.  To  Candidates  bom  in  England  or  Wales  on  or  before  the  30th  June  1837. 

3.  To  Candidates  who,  thougu  bom  in  England  or  Wales  after  the  30th  June  1837^ 

cannot  produce  the  Registrar  General's  Certificate. 

The  Ci\'il  Sen'ice  Commissioners  reserve  to  themselves  the  right  of  deciding,  in  each 
case,  upon  the  sufficiency  of  the  evidence  produced,  but  they  subjoin  the  following 
general  rules  for  the  guidance  of  candidates  : — 

(a.)  ITie  Declaration  should  specify  precisely  the  date  and  place  of  birth,  and  should 
if  possible  be  made  by  the  father  or  mother  of  the  Candidate.  If  made  by 
any  other  person  it  should  state  the  circumstances  which  enable  the  Declarant 
to  speak  to  the  fact.  If  an  entry  in  a  Bible  or  other  family  record  be  referred 
to,  the  Bible  or  other  record  must  be  produced  at  the  time  of  making  the 
Declaration,  and  must  be  mentioned  in  the  Declaration  as  having  been  so 
produced. 

(b.)  If  the  Candidate  was  born  in  England  or  Wales  after  the  30th  June  1837,  the 
Declaration  must  contain  a  statement,  that  after  due  inquiry  no  entry  has 
been  found  in  the  books  of  tlie  Registrar  General ;  or  a  separate  Declaration 
containing  that  statement  must  be  made. 

(o.)  If  no  extract  from  any  Register  is  produced,  the  Declaration  must  contain  a 
statement,  that  after  due  inquiry  no  such  Record  is  believed  to  exist ;  or  a 
separate  Declaration  containing  that  statement  must  be  made. 

(t/.)  Statutor}'  Declarations  must  be  exactly  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Act  of 
5  &  6  Will.  4.  c.  62. 

Clergymen,  as  such,  are  not  qualified  to  take  Declarations. 

N-B. — By  the  Act  23  Vict.  c.  15.,  which  received  the  Royal  Assent  on  the  3d  April 
1860,  it  is  enacted  that  every  "  certified  copy  or  extract  of  or  from  any  Register  of  Births, 
'*  Baptisms,  Marriages,  Deaths,  or  Burials,"  shall  bear  a  stamp  impressed  thereon, 
or  a  proper  adhesive  stamp  affixed  thereto,  the  said  stamp,  if  affixed,  being  cancelled, 
as  provided  bv  the  ninth  section  of  the  Act,  which  (so  far  as  material)  is  as  follows  :— 
Section  fX. — "The  person  who  shall  make,  sign,  or  issue  any  Instrument,  Docu- 
ment, or  Writing  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act  mentioned,  and  chargeable  with  any 
of  the  Duties  of  One  Penny  and  Three-pence,  shall,  before  he  shall  deliver  the 
same  out  of  his  hands,  custody,  or  power,  affix  to  it  the  proper  adhesive  Stamp 
denoting  the  Duty  chargeable  thereon  or  in  respect  of  it,  and  shall  effectually 
cancel  and  obliterate  the  Stamp,  by  writing  upon  it  his  Name,  or  the  Name  ;of 
his  Firm  or  Principal,  or  the  Initials  thereof  respectively,  and  the  Date  of  the  Day 
and  Vear  on  which  he  shall  so  write  the  same ;   and  so  and  in  such  manner  as 
clearly  and  distinctly  to  indicate  that  the  said  Stamp  has  already  been  used,  and 
80  that  it  cannot,  without  fraud,  be  again  made  use  of;  and  if  any  person  who 
ought  so  to  affix  any  such  Stamp  and  to  cancel  and  obliterate  the  same  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  so  to  do  *  ♦  *  every  such  person  shall  for  every  such  ofiBence 
forfeit  the  Sum  of  Twenty  Pounds." 
The  Duty  (One  Penny)  is  to  be  paid  by  the  party  requiring  the  Copy  or  Extract.

Allow  me  to  make  a  few  remarks  on  what  I  feel  to  be  a  most  important  mtCMr 
for  my  department.  1  trust  that  an  appointment  may  soon  be  made  to  it  of  an  assiUsa^ 
and  I  am  very  anxious  to  get  a  person  of  the  highest  special  qualifications.  I  really  do 
not  know  where  to  look  among  our  own  countrymen  for  a  man  so  qualified  wbowonkl 
take  the  position.  Cr\'staIlography  and  physical  optics  are  requisite,  and  familiarity  wilk 
the  science  and  with  the  practice  of  the  former  is  far  more  likely  to  be  found  in  a  studnt 
from  one  of  the  German  rnivcrsities,  wliere  these  subjects  are  much  worked  at,  than  is 
England,  where  they  are  the  occupation  of  two  or  three  professors,  but  are  not  practically 
pursued  by  any  number  of  pupils. 

Should  a  person  be  appomted  of  the  kind  I  have  asked  for,  and  should  he  be,  as  froB 
the  above  reason  he  is  not  unlikely  to  be,  a  foreigner,  I  would  invite  you  to  suggest  lo 
the  I^incipal  Trustees  that  it  would  be  very  desirable  that  the  special  circumstances  of 
such  a  person  should  be  considered.  M'ith  this  in  view,  I  think  the  Civil  Service  Qn- 
missioners  might  be  asked  to  consider  in  their  examination  that  a  thorough  knowM^p 
of  maihematicf,  of  crystallography,  and  of  optical  physics,  is  a  more  important  obieet  to 
be  secured  than  a  complete  knowledge  of  the  English  language  and  literature,  which  ia 
intelligent  foreigner  would  be  sure  to  acquire  by  a  residence  in  this  country,  or  thin  a 
greater  knowledge  of  a  dead  language  than  would  suffice  for  the  etymological  reqolie- 
ments  of  a  classificatory  science. 

I  would  also  remark  that  for  a  transcriber  a  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  clasdfieir 
tion,  and  a  familiarity  with  the  aspect  of  minerals,  might  perhaps  be  looked  on  as  in  sono 
degree  counterbalancing  slight  shortcomings  in  the  knowledge  of  other  languages  than 
English.

the  introduction  into  Parliament  of  a  Bill  requiring  that  in  all  these 
cases  the  candidates  shall  be  examined  under  their  direction. 

The  Grand  Jury  Act,  6  &  7  W.  4.  c.  116.  sec.  39.  empowered  the 
Lord  Lieutenant  to  appoint  an  unpaid  Board  of  three  civil  or  militarj 
engineers  to  examine  and  certify  the  qualifications  of  all  penoni 
desirous  to  act  as  county  surveyors  or  assistant  surveyors,  and  to 
appoint  fbom  time  to  time,  out  of  the  persons  so  certified,  one  or  more 
surveyors  for  each  county,  except  Dublin. 

The  County  of  Dublin  Grand  Jury  Act,  7  &  8  Vict.  c.  106.  contaim 
similar  provisions  (sec.  7.)  as  to  the  examination  of  candidates  for  the 
office  of  district  surveyor,  but  gives  the  power  of  appointment  to  the 
Grand  Jury. 

The  practice  has  been  to  appoint  as  examiners  under  both  Acts 
three  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works.  Their  examinations 
have  not  been  frequent,  and  appointments  have  been  made  from  the 
lists  of  persons  certified  until  they  have  been  exhausted. 

It  is  deemed  advisable  that  a  competitive  examination  should  tako

The  importance  of  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  the  native  langtuif^es  by  the 
tiril  serrants  of  Ceylon  has  been  long  felt  by  me,  and  has  been  impressed  on  this  Govem- 
ment  in  various  despatches  addressed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  to  successive  governors  of 
this  colony.  With  a  view  to  securing  this  end,  various  minutes  and  circulars  have  from 
time  to  time  been  issued  by  the  local  Government,  but  the  reports  annually  transmitted 
to  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  progress  made  by  the  civil  servants  in  the  native  languages 
■how  that  their  instructions  have  not  altogether  succeeded  in  producing  the  desired 
leeult.  This  failure  is,  I  believe,  to  be  attributed  mainly  to  certain  defects  in  the  present 
tftUmn  of  ezaminjUion,  which  is  attended  with  many  disadvantages  to  public  officers,  and 
it  open  to  several  other  objections. 
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CoLOMiAL  2*  ^'^  attention  was  flrat  invited  to  the  subject  in  November  1800  bj  a  letter  addressed

^^^  '        out  the  injurious  effects  upon  himself  of  these  regulations. 
—        .  3.  I  consequently  appointed  a  committee,  consiittinf;  of  the  Auditor«General  and  the 

JKTMnmatlong  p^^  3  Bailey,  Colonial  Chaplain  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Colombo,  who  is  a  thorough 
of  mTU  MrraDts  master  of  the  Singhalese  language,  to  consider  the  whole  question  of  the  present  system 
in  Ceylon.  of  examinations,  and  to  submit  their  recommendations,  with  a  view  to  its  improvement 

4.  These  gentlemen,  having  carefully  considered  the  subject,  submitted  their  report  to 
Government,  in  which  they  pointed  out  the  objections  to  the  present  system,  and 
suggested  various  alterations  and  modifications. 

5.  This  report  was  laid  by  me  before  my  Executive  Council,  by  whom  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  committee  have  been  approved. 

6.  As,  however,  the  proposed  alterations  and  modifications  are  of  an  important  cha- 
racter, and  will,  if  carried  out,  introduce  an  entire  change  of  system,  I  think  it  right 
before  enacting  them  to  submit  them  for  your  Grace's  sanction,  and  with  this  view  I 
forward  herewith  the  draft  of  a  Minute  founded  on  the  recommendations  of  the  com* 
mittee. 

7.  The  leading  provisions  of  this  Minute  are  as  follows : — 

8.  The  first  section  provides  that  gentlemen  appointed  to  writerships  by  the  Governor 
■hall,  from  and  after  the  1st  of  January  186«S,  pass  an  examination  for  the  purpose  of  test- 
ing their  general  attainments  and  their  fitness  for  the  public  service.  The  21st  clause  of 
the  Minute  of  the  14th  February  1845  contained  a  provision  somewhat  similar  to  this.  By 
it,  gentlemen  recommended  by  the  (iovernor  fur  writerships  were  required  to  pass  an 
examination  similar  to  that  to  which  writers  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  w<frt 
subjected.  Rut  this  rule  has  been  rarely  acted  u|)on  hitherto,  and  the  only  ezaminaUon 
which  writers  have  been  practically  required  to  pass  has  been  in  the  native  languages. 
As  writers  ap|x>inted  in  England  are  now  selected  from  candidates  who  have  passed  a 
competitive  examination,  it  seems  to  me  fair  and  right  that  those  nominated  by  the 
Governor  should  also  pass  some  examination  as  to  their  general  attainments.  This 
examination  is  not,  however,  to  be  a  competitive  one,  but  simply  to  test  the  qualifications 
of  the  candidate  when  nominated. 

9.  By  the  Minutes  of  May  27,  1852,  and  15th  August  1853,  civil  servants  are  required 
to  pass  two  examinations  in  the  native  langua^^es  ;  the  first  to  qualify  them  for  a  first 
appointment,  and  the  second  to  qualify  them  for  promotion.  As,  however,  writers  an 
generally  employed  in  public  business  the  whole  or  a  great  part  of  the  day,  and  are 
often,  before  they  have  passed  their  examination,  appointed  to  act  as  police  magistrates, 
or  in  some  such  ca[Hicity,  it  has  been  found  very  difficult  for  them,  and  especially  for 
young  men  born  and  brcKl  in  England,  to  acquire  a  proper  knowledge  of  a  new  language 
within  the  prescribed  period  of  eighteen  months;  and  hence  several  young  men  have 
failed  to  present  themselves  for  the  first  examination  within  that  period  ;  but  the  difficulty 
of  preparing  for  the  second  examination,  which  requires  a  classical  knowledge  of  the 
languages,  are  considerably  greater,  and  no  civil  servant  has  vet  been  able  to  pass  the 
second  examination.  The  necessar}'  study  for  it,  required  as  it  is  at  some  indefinite  tima 
afker  the  first  examination,  the  men  to  be  examined  being  employed  in  the  interval  all 
day  in  public  ofllces,  has  been  found  to  be  utterly  incompatible  with  the  performance  of 
active  duty. 

10.  In  the  enclosed  minute  it  is  proposed  that  the  candidates  shall  be  examined  in 
reading  and  writing  in  the  native  language,  and  as  to  their  knowledge  of  its  grammar, 
and  their  ability  to  translate  and  converse  in  it,  the  object  being  to  test  their  knowledge 
in  plain  Singhalese  and  Tamil,  as  now  written,  and  in  colloquial  Singhalese  and  Tamil 
as  now  spoken.  A  critical  and  classical  knou  ledge  of  these  languages  is  not  necessary 
in  Ceylon,  but  a  familiar  knowledge  of  them  is  essential  to  the  eflicieiicy  of  public  officers 
thrown  into  intercourse  with  the  natives  ;  and  this  end  will,  I  think,  be  attained  by  the 
means  now  recommended  to  be  adopted. 

11.  It  is  proposed  that  a  writer  shall  present  himself  for  examination  after  eighteen 
months  from  the  date  of  his  being  attached  to  a  public  ofilce.  Should  he  then  pass,  the 
period  devoted  to  study  is  to  count  as  an  equal  period  of  active  senice,  and  his  rank 
in  the  service  and  claim  to  pension  are  to  be  regulated  thereby,  and  his  pay  is  to  be 
increased  to  300^  per  annum.  If  he  fails  to  pass  he  must  continue  to  present  himself 
monthly  before  the  examiners  to  be  appointed  by  Government,  and  at  least  once  in  aix 
months  before  the  assembled  Board.  It  be  cannot  pass  within  three  years  his  pay  is  to  be 
withdrawn,  and  a  recommendation  to  be  made  to  the  Secretary  ot  State  to  cancel  his 
appointment. 

12.  With  a  view  to  render  every  facility  to  writers  to  study  the  native  languages,  it  is 
proposed  to  grant  to  them  a  pundit  allowance  of  3l.  a  month  for  a  period  of  eighteen 
months,  and  not  to  require  them  to  attend  the  office  to  which  they  may  be  attached  more 
than  two  hours  daily.  During  these  eighteen  months  tliey  will  also  present  themselves 
monthly  for  examination  before  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for  that  purpose, 
in  order  that  their  progress  may  be  reported  to  Government. 

13.  The  Minute  also  provides  for  a  second  examination  before  the  promotion  of  an 
officer  from  the  third  to  the  second  class  of  the  junior  branch  of  the  Civil  Ser\-ice.  At 
present,  an  officer  is  required  to  pass  only  in  one  of  the  two  native  languages  in  uae  in 
Ceylon.  It  is  now  proposed,  at  the  second  examination,  to  test  the  knowledge  of  the 
ofifcer  in  the  language  in  which  he  had  not  previously  passed.  This  provision  is  necessarr 
in  order  to  remove  the  disadvantage  under  which  Government  is  at  present  placed  in  tho 
selection  of  officers  for  appointment  on  the  occurrence  of  a  vacancy.  As  pointed  out  by 
the  Committee,  a  man  who  is  conversant  with  Singhalese  only  is  comparatively  useless  in 
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m  Tamil  district,  and  vice  versa;  and  in  some  parts  of  the  country  both  languages  arc       CoLOKIAL 
spoken,  and  are  equally  useful.  Omcx. 

14.  Besides  a  knowledge  of  the  native  languages,  the  Minute  provides  for  the  ezami-  ^^^^ 
nation  of  public  officers  on  other  subjects  which  are  connected  with  and  form  part  of  the  ExaminfttiOBf 
cndinary  official  business  of  the  service.                                                                                      -  .  ..  ^^     ^ 

15.  Some  of  the  provisions  of  this  Minute  are  similar  to  the  rules  in  force  in  the  Indian  ?  ^^■**^""** 
presidencies,  and  I  believe  that,  on  the  whole,  it  is  well  calculated  to  ensure  the  desired  ^^  Ceylon, 
result,  viz.,  to  secure  for  this  colony  a  body  of  efficient  public  officers,  who,  from  their 

general  attainments  and  knowledge  of  the  native  languages,  will  be  useful  in  carrying 
on  the  administration  of  the  Government  with  credit  to  themselves  and  advantage  to  the 
people  governed.

SiBy  Colombo,  19th  November  1860. 

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  request  that  you  will  do  me  the  favour  of  laying  before  the 
Governor  the  remarks  which  I  venture  to  submit  with  reference  to  the  effect  upon  myself 
of  the  regulations  laid  down  in  the  Minute  of  July  30th,  1853.  I  make  this  representation, 
not  because  the  regulations  referred  to  affect  mc  injuriously  at  present,  but  because  at 
some  future  time  I  may  feel  their  effect,  and  it  may  then  be  too  late  to  make  any  repre- 
sentation upon  the  subject. 

By  this  Minute  writers  date  the  commencement  of  their  ''civil  service  '*  from  the  period 
at  which  they  pass  an  examination  in  the  native  languages  ;  and  from  the  same  period 
they  date  their  commencement  of  their  claim  to  pension.  By  the  19th  clause  of  the 
Minute  of  the  14th  of  February  1845  (referred  to  m  the  Minute  of  July  30th,  1853)  it 
sppean  that  any  person  appointed  a  writer  who  shall  fail  to  produce  a  certificate  of 
passing  the  examination  in  tne  native  languages  within  18  months  from  his  commencing 
to  draw  his  allowances  in  the  colony  is  liable  to  be  deprived  of  his  appointment;  and  by 
the  20th  clause  of  the  same  Minute,  taken  in  connexion  with  the  Minute  of  3rd  of  March 
185S,  any  writer  is  precluded  from  drawing  a  higher  salary  than  300/.  per  annum. 

These  arc  the  disabilities  to  which  writers  are  subjected  with  the  view  of  encouraging 
them  to  more  speedily  acquiring  the  knowledge  which  is  requisite  to  enable  them  to 
properly  perform  those  duties  which  arc  entrusted  to  the  civil  servants "of  the  colony. 

I  would  venture  to  remind  you  that  the  rules  now  in  force  were  adopted  before  the 
appointment  of  Commissioners  at  home  to  examine  all  candidates  for  civil  appointments, 
consequently,  the  only  test  of  a  writer's  qualifications  was  the  report  of  the  examiners  as 
to  his  **ffenerai attainments**  and  his  knowledge  of  the  native  languages.  I  say  the  only 
test,  under  the  belief  that  the  writers  appointed  from  home  were  not  subjected  to  the 
examination  required  by  clause  17  of  the  Minute  of  14th  February  1845,  nor  writers 
appointed  in  Ceylon  to  any  examination  save  that  in  the  native  languages,  though  they 
are  required  by  the  21st  clause  of  the  same  Minute  to  pass  one  simil^  to  that  required  in 
£nfdand  of  those  appointed  there. 

Snce  the  appointment  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  a  higher  standard  has  been 
fixed,  competition  has  been  introduced,  and  the  maximum  age  has  been  raised  from  21 
to  25  years.  These  alterations  may  possibly  weigh  with  his  Excellency  in  recommending 
to  tlie  Secretanr  of  State  some  moaification  of  the  existing  regulations. 

With  every  desire  to  make  myself  acquainted  with  at  least  one  of  the  native  lanf|^ages, 
I  find  that  the  nature  of  the  public  duties  1  have  to  perform  leaves  me  but  little  time,  in 
Ihct,  on  most  days,  no  time  whatever,  to  devote  to  the  study  of  the  languages  which  it  is 
ao  important  for  me  to  learn.  This,  I  venture  to  submit,  makes  these  rules  press  upon 
with  considerable  hardship. 

I  am  confident  that  you  will  bear  me  out  in  the  statement,  that  my  duties  demand  of 
more  time  than  is  required  of  any  other  writer.  I  am  thus  thrown  into  unequal 
ipetition  with  others,  and  am  liable  to  sec  gentlemen  placed  above  me  who  have 
mastered  the  native  languages  in  apparently  less  time,  while  in  reality  they  have  had  far 
more  time,  or  who  from  birth  or  long  residence  in  this  country  are  tolerably  acquainted 
^th  the  languages  before  they  are  appointed  writers. 

In  India  every  assistance  in  connexion  with  the  native  languages  is  afforded  to  writers. 
A  college  for  instruction,  experienced  professors,  prizes,  and  a  year  of  leisure  to  devote 
to  the  study  of  the  languages.  In  Ceylon  the  Government  gives  no  assistance,  but  the 
^srriters  have  to  provide  themselves,  at  their  own  expense,  with  teachers,  and  these  are 
most  inferior.  I  have  already  stated  that  I  have  no  leisure  time.  I  hope  I  may  be  per- 
mitted to  here  remark  upon  the  impractical  character  of  the  examination  in  Singhalese^ 
irhich  requires  the  candidates  **  to  read  and  explain  the  printed  books  of  the  School  Com- 
mission ;"  books  which  contain  little  worthy  or  perusal,  and  are  written,  as  I  am  informed, 
by  the  best  educated  Singhalese  teachers  in  Colombo  in  so-called  Singhalese,  which  they 
are  utterly  unable  to  understand,  still  less  "  to  read  and  explain." 

With  reference  to  the  second  clause  of  the  Minute  of  Aup^st  15th,  1853, 1  would 
vconest  that  the  examination  held  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  which  I  passed  in 
Fconiary  1859,  may  be  deemed,  under  the  circumstances  I  have  slated,  to  entitle  me  to 
"a  tint  appointment  in  the  Public  Service."  1  would  also  rec|4iest  that  I  may  be  allowed 
to  hold  the  position  which  I  was  informed,  in  the  Colonial  OfBce,  the  Secretary  of  State 
had  assigned  to  me.     With  reference  to  that  examination,  1  am  now  the  second  on  the 

list  of  writers,  and  Mr. ,  who  is  the  first,  has  already  passed  his  examination.

Eziminatioiis    enclosures,  herewith  returned ;  and,  in  obedience  to  the  commands  of  his  EzccUieiiej  tlir 
of  ciTil aerrants  Governor,  we  submit  t^ie  following  report: — 

in  Ceylon.  ^*  '^*  perusal  of  the  papers  lai^  before  us  leads  us  to  the  conclusion  that  what  is 

desired  bv  Government  is  to  obtain,  at  the  earliest  period  possible,  a  body  of  civil  aefraats 
who,  betides  other  attainments,  may,  from  their  proficiency  in  the  native  lan|piaf>cs,  br 
able,  in  all  their  official  intercourse  vrith  the  natives  in  any  part  of  the  ialand,  to  diqwrne, 
when  necessary,  with  the  intervention  of  an  interpreter. 

3.  Assumin|(  that  this  is  the  object  to  be  attAmed,  we  consider  the  present  iyMcm  of 
examination  in  the  native  languages  to  be  open  to  the  following  objections : — 

1st,  and  chiefly,  by  reouiring  a  writer  to  pass  in  one  language  oniv,  it  tends  to  leacB 
the  efficiency  of  the  Civil  Service.  A  man  who  is  conversant  with  Singhalcae  onljrii 
comparatively  useless  in  a  Tamil  district,  and  vice  vend.  In  some  parti  of  the  countiy 
both  languages  are  spoken,  and  are  equally  useful. 

Government  is  thus  exposed  to  the  serious  disadvantage  of  having,  on  the  oeuuifoce 
of  a  vacancy,  a  smaller  number  of  qualified  candidates  to  choose  from. 

2nd.  The  only  examination  now  insisted  on,  being  ori^nally  intended  manly  li  s 
preliminary  one,  is  too  elementary  to  be  a  sufficient  test  ofa  man's  attainments 

Srd.  The  final  examination  is  a  dead  letter.  The  subjects  for  it  being  wrindiiillf 
classical  in  their  character,  it  would  not,  even  if  enforced,  be  of  much  practical  nnliljr 
as  the  colloquial  dialects  differ  considerably  from  the  old  written  language. 

4th.  From  the  mode  in  which  it  is  conducted,  the  present  examination  is  uneertalttin 
its  results.  It  has  no  fixed  standard,  and  one  man  fails  while  another,  apparwrtlyBot 
his  superior  in  knowledge,  passes  easily. 

5th.  Being  the  only  requirement  in  the  colony  for  entrance  into  the  Civil  Sarviok  it 
may  be  the  means  of  much  injustice.  A  man  educated  wholly  or  in  part  in  the  Und 
may  attain,  with  very  little  study,  a  position  which  it  takes  a  European  months  of  hmi 
work  to  qualify  himself  for.  It  has  even  occurred  that  a  man  thus  favouraUy  liiuilBi 
for  the  acquisition  of  the  native  languages,  who  had  failed  in  tlie  preliminary  conptdliit 
examination  at  home,  has,  by  passing  in  Singhalese  here,  become  senior  in  tiia  ssfviee 
to  him  who  was  his  successrul  rival  in  England.  Nay,  it  may  happen,  on  the  appaiit- 
ment,  for  example,  ofa  gentleman  to  a  wntership,  that  the  only  test  of  compctcneyfcr 
the  service  is  the  candi£ite's  familiarity  with  his  mother-tongue.  This,  we  baUefi^  hsi 
actually  been  the  case. 

6th.  It  also  appears  from  the  papers  submitted  to  us  that  of  those  who  have  passed  the 
examination  here,  few,  if  any,  take  pains  to  keep  up  their  knowledge  of  the  langnsge 
after  receiving  permanent  appointments  in  the  service.  None  apparently  try  to  improve 
The  object  oAhe  examination  is  thus  frustrated. 

4.  It  is  true  that  the  Secretary  of  Sute  has,  from  time  to  time,  declared  profideBcy 
in  the  native  language  to  be  indispensable  for  promotion,  but  in  practice  we  believe  we 
may  safely  say  that  such  a  qualification  has  been  very  generally  disregarded. 

5.  We  proceed  then  to  show  what,  in  our  opinion,  would  lead  to  a  more  practically 
useful  study  of  the  native  lan^ages,  and  at  tne  same  time  equalise  more  nearly  the 
position  of  writers  who  have  gamed  their  appointments  by  competitive  examination  with 
that  of  those  nominated  by  the  Governor  here. 

We  propose  that  all  gentlemen  who  shall,  after  January  186S,  be  so  nominated  by  the 
Governor,  should  be  obliged  to  pass  an  examination  in  the  following  subjects  :<i— 
I.  English  composition,  to  test  accuracy  and  purity  of  style. 
II.  Accounts  and  book-keeping  ;  arithmetic  in  all  its  branches. 
III.  Euclid,  books  I.>VI. ;  algebra,  as  far  as  quadradic  equations,  inclusive. 
And  in  anv  three  of  the  subjoined  branches  which  he  may  select. 

o.  A  European  language;  Greek,  Latin,  French,  or  German,  at  his  choice ;  or 
Sanscrit  if  he  prefer  it. 

b.  Modem  History,  including  that  of  the  British  colonies  and  dependcodcfl,  and 

India. 

c.  Elements  of  constitutional  and  international  law. 

d.  Elements  of  Political  economy. 

e.  Mathematics,  pure  and  mixed,  not  including  the  difflsrential  and  intagnl 

calculus. 

7.  This  examination  would,  of  course,  not  be  competitive,  but  a  standard  of  pio8cicMy 
should  be  laid  down  by  fixed  marks,  which  the  candidate  would  be  expected  to  reach. 
The  examiners  should  be  appointed  by  Government  from  time  to  time,  when  tomad 
necessary. 

8.  With  a  view  to  facilitate  the  study  of  the  language,  we  suegest  that  all  writcn 
appointed  henceforward,  whether  from  England  or  by  the  Governor  here,  should  ftom  Ite 
date  of  their  being  attached  to  the  Colonial  Secretary's  office  or  a  cutcherry,  recrive  a 
pundit  allowance  of  3^  a  month  during  18  months ;  such  allowance  to  be  drawn  by  the 
writer  only  on  his  certificate  that  the  teacher  had  been  actually  and  bond  Jidie  emploved. 
During  these  18  months  of  study  the  writer  should  not  be  required  to  aitend  at  the  oflce 
more  than  two  hours  daily,  a  period  sufficient  to  give  him  an  opportunity  of  leaminff  the 
details  of  public  business  without  interfering  ^ith  his  reading.  To  ensure  a  better  class 
of  instruction  than  is  now  ordinarily  attainable  by  a  writer,  we  propose  that  the  pundit 
allowance  should  be  payable  only  to  masters  holding  certificates  from  the  Board  of 
Examiners  of  their  competency  to  act  in  that  capacity.

giuceiL  During  this  time  their  progress  is  inquired  into  every  month,  and  their  proficiency  in  Ceylon, 
pmodically  tested.  On  passing  an  examination  at  the  expiration  of  the  18  months  their 
pay  if  increased,  and  they  are  uirther  examined  at  intervals  of  six  months  until  they  are 
pronounced  to  be  qualified  in  all  respects  to  act  as  civil  servants  of  the  Crown.  It  will 
be  borne  in  mind  that  on  the  mainland  business  is  chiefly  transacted  in  the  vernacular 
tongue,  whereas  in  Ceylon  English  is  established  as  the  official  langua^.  Greater 
importance  is,  therefore,  naturally  attached  in  India  to  proficiency  in  this  branch  of 
knowledge  than  here,  and  a  complex  system  of  repeated  examinations  has  been  adopted 
which  we  consider  would  be  unnecessary  in  this  island. 

11.  We  think  it,  however,  desirable  that  an  examination  should  be  held  quarterly  by 
#  Boeid  of  Examiners  in  the  subjects  to  be  hereafter  specified,  which  examination  should 
be  conducted  on  a  system  of  fixed  marks,  and,  so  far  as  possible,  by  printed  papers. 
Fluency  in  conversation  can  of  course  only  be  tested  by  a  viva  voce  examination.  We

thorough  and  detailed  examination  in  its  grammar,  translation  from  English 
into  the  same  language,  and  viva  voce.  The  proficiency  of  the  candidate  in 
conversation  to  be  tested  by  viva  voce  examination. 

The  Board  of  Examiners  should  give  six  months  notice  of  the  books  and  documents 
tbey  intend  to  use  during  each  ensuinj^  vear. 

Tbe  examination  thus  prescribed  will,  we  conceive,  require  such  preparation  on  the 
pert  of  tbe  candidates  as  will  include  aill  that  is  necessary  to  render  them  thoroughly 
conversant  with  one  language.  Combined  with  that  recommended  in  a  subsequent 
peragraph,  it  will,  we  imagine,  enable  Government  to  avail  itself  of  their  services  in  anv 
pert  of  the  island  without  finding  their  efficiency  impaired  by  anv  difficulty  in  communi- 
cation with  the  inhabitants,  or  carrying  on  business,  when  desirable,  in  the  native 
Innguage.

22.  Gentlemen  in  class  Sd  who  have  never  passed  an  examination  in  the  native 
languages  should  remain  subject  to  the  decision  of  the  Secretary  of  State  that  their 
promotion  will  be  liable  to  be  suspended  until  their  proficiency  in  conversation  and 
reading  one  language  be  ascertained. 

23.  We  recommend  that  when  a  writer,  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  aAcr  s 
competitive  examination  held  previously  to  January  1861,  has  held  an  appointment 
(whether  acting  or  substantive^  on  the  fixed  establishment  during  his  writership,  or  any 
part  of  it,  such  service  may  oe  reckoned  in  determining  his  rank  and  his  claim  to 
pension ;  provided  always,  that  such  service  shall  have  been  continuous  up  to  the  dtfe 
of  his  passuig  the  examination  in  the  native  languages,  and  that  if  he  have  not  yet  passed, 
he  should  pass  that  prescribed  in  paragraph  14  before  1st  1863. 

24.  In  submitting  the  foregoing  recommendations,  wc  wish  to  remark  that  though  we 

S've  the  writers  very  substantial  advantages,  wc  anticipate  that  the  benefits  accruing  to 
e  public  service  will  more  than  compensate  for  the  small  pecuniary  burden  to  be  thrown 
upon  the  colony,  while  the  mass  of  the  people  will  profit  directly  by  the  increased  Adlity 
of  communicating  with  those  in  authority  over  them.

I  BEG  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  2nd  ultimo^ 
enclosing  the  copj  of  a  letter  from  the  Managers  of  the  Prison  Board 
in  Scotland,  relative  to  the  examination  of  candidates  for  emplojmeot 
on  the  staff  of  the  General  Prison  at  Perth  ;  and  stating  that  no  ar- 
rangements have  jet  been  made  for  the  examination  of  applicants  for 
Jiituations  in  the  discipline  department  of  the  Convict  Prisons  in 
England. 

I  beg  to  state  that  the  qualifications  required  for  the  discipline  officers 
't^f  this  department  are  of  so  peculiar  a  character,  that  I  have  had  some 
difficulty  in  fixing  a  standard  which  will  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
service.  I  therefore  propose,  for  the  information  of  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioners,  that  candidates  to  be  qualified  for  the  office  of  assistant 
warder  under  this  department,  should  be  able  to  work  sums  in  simple 
addition  and  subtraction,  and  to  read  and  write  tolerably  well. 

Candidates  for  civil  guard  to  be  able  to  read  and  write  simple 
words. 

With  regard  to  the  limits  of  age,  as  a  general  rule,  applicants  should 
not  be  under  25^  and  not  more  than  40  years. 

I  herewith  enclose  a  form  which  I  propose  to  have  printed  for  the 
use  of  applicants  ;  but  l)eforo  doing  so,  I  should  be  glad  of  the  opinion 
-of  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  or  of  any  suggestions  which  they 
anight  wish  to  make.

Candidates  for  the  situation  of  assistant  warder  roust  be  able  to  work  sums  in  simple 
addition  and  subtraction,  and  to  read  and  write  tolerably  well.

With  reference  to  the  forms  which  you  have  been  good  enough  to 
send,  the  Commissioners  would  suggest  that  they  should  be  used  either 
as  now  framed,  or  with  any  amendment  which  may  occur  to  you,  that 
candidates  should  also  be  required  to  fill  up  the  form  in  ordinary  use 
at  this  office,  copies  of  which  can  at  any  time  be  sent  to  you.

1.  With  reference  to  the  limits  of  age,  in  suggesting,  as  a  general 
ruUy  that  the  limits  should  be  between  25  and  40,  I  did  not  intend 
that  limit  to  be  in  all  cases  adhered  to.  Experience  in  the  army  and 
in  hospital,  and  office  duties  of  a  special  character,  is  of  so  much  val«e 
in  the  administration  of  the  Convict  Service,  that  it  would  be  of  ad- 
vantage, in  some  cases,  to  extend  the  limits  of  age  to  45  ;  and  I  should 
propose  then  occasionally  to  recommend  such  exceptional  cases. 

2.  The  form  which  I  submitted  to  the  Commissioners  was  intended 
to  embrace  all  the  points  on  which  information  appeared  to  be  neces- 
sary ;  and  in  respect  to  soldiers,  many  of  whom  may  have  been  on 
foreign  service  for  years  previous  to  discharge,  it  would  be  difficult  for 
them  to  obtain  the  precise  information  laid  down  on  the  Civil  Service 
form. 

The  discharge  of  a  corporal  or  Serjeant  from  the  service  with  the 
record  on  his  parchment  certificate,  and  the  recommendations  he  oc- 
casionally has  from  his  officers,  combined  with  the  tests  we  have 
hitherto  required  of  his  handwriting,  &c.,  together  with  his  being 
appointed  on  probation  for  a  month  or  more,  so  that  the  governor  of 
a  prison  can  obtain  a  thorough  knowledge  of  his  competency  to  execute 
the  duties  he  will  have  to  perform,  and  recommend  the  confirmation 
of  his  appointment,  or  otherwise,  have  proved  sufficient  to  secure  the 
services  of  competent  men  ;  and  we  have  at  present  a  very  valuable 
body,  of  officers.  I  should  look,  however,  with  much  confidence  to  any 
additional  test  which  would,  in  the  first  assistance,  affi^rd  a  better 
means  of  judging.

That  he  had  given  iudi 
entire  satisfaction  during  that  period  to  all  the  parties  concerned,  is  of  itself  a  testimoniil 
in  his  favour.

Teachers 
who  leave  in  the  middle  of  a  school  year  inflict  serious  inconvenience 
upon  their  employers  and  pupil- teachers,  and  the  forfeiture  of  augmen* 
tation  is  intended  to  discourage  the  practice.  A  claim  is  not  discharge^ 
by  incurring  a  penalty  for  something  else.

And  in  reply  I  am  to  refer  to  a  letter  from  this  office,  dated  29th 
January  1859,  as  explaining  the  view  then  taken  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioners  with  regard  to  cases  such  as  that  under  consideration. 
It  will  be  in  your  recoUection  that  by  your  answer  of  16th  February, 
the  Lord  President  requested  that  on  objections  from  the  Education 
Department  the  Commissioners  would  suspend  the  admission  of  candi- 
dates to  examination,  and  would  at  the  same  time  cause  the  authorities 
by  whom  the  nominations  h^A  been  made  to  be  informed  of  the  reason 
of  the  suspension,  in  order  that,  if  necessary,  they  might  communicate 
with  my  Lords  on  the  subject.  In  reply  the  Commissioners  stated, 
that  they  could  not  in  all  cases  when  the  objection  was  made  suspend 
the  admission  of  candidates  to  examination,  but  that  they  would  defer 
the  issue  of  certificates  until  the  final  decision  of  the  nominating 
departments  after  consideration  of  the  view  entertained  by  the  Com- 
mittee of  Privy  Council  should  have  been  communicated  to  them. 

This  arrangement  has  since  been  acted  on,  and,  as  you  will  be  aware, 
the  Treasury  when  informed  of  the  objections  withdraw  the  nomina- 
tions which  have  been  given.  It  is  open  to  other  departments  to 
pursue  the  same  course,  and  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  will 
afford  them  an  opportunity  of  doing  so.  In  the  present  case  the  Senate 
has  had  an  opportunity  of  considering  the  objections  which  were 
raised.  By  their  resolution  of  the  16th  inst.,  they  have  decided  that 
the  nominations  should  not  be  withdrawn,  and  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
missioners, retaining  the  view  expressed  in  the  letter  of  the  29th 
January  1859,  have  felt  that  they  could  not  withhold  their  certificate 
of  qualification,  which  has  therefore  been  sent  to  the  secretary  of  the 
University.  The  same  course  had  been,  as  you  will  be  aware,  adopted 
before  the  letter  of  the  29th  f fanuary  1 859  was  written,  in  the  cases  of 
two  post  office  candidates,  the  Duke  of  Argyll  in  one  case  and  Lord 
Colchester  in  the  other  having  declined  to  withdraw  the  nominations.

tation of  age  for  candidates  for  fishery  officerships  made  by  them  by 
minute  of  17th  July  1850,  which  fixes  the  maximum  age  at  30,  and 
having  now  had  eleven  years'  experience  of  this  limitation,  and  of  its 
efiects  upon  the  list  of  candidates,  the  Board  are  satisfied  that  not  only 
does  it  keep  the  list  too  low  in  numbers  to  secure  a  sufficient  selection, 
of  men  of  the  first  class  for  vacancies,  but  that  looking  to  the  special 
character  of  the  duty  of  branding   barrels   of  herrings   required  oC 
officers,  the  knowledge  and  experience  in  curing  which  are  essential  tor 
the  proper  performance  of  this  duty,  the  increased  responsibility  whicla- 
is  incurred  by  the  collection  of  fees  upon  the  brand  under  the  Act  o€^ 
1858,  and  the  advantage  which  would  be  derived  from  being  able  tor 
take  into  the  service  men  who  either  are  or  have  been  head  coopers  in- 
large  establishments,  a  position  not  often  reached  at  so  early  an  age  as

The  minute  has  therefore  been  revised,  and  the  Board  have  now,  by    (ScomL^). 
minute  dated  5th  instant,  appointed  that  candidates  shall  be  admissible  Alteration  of 
or  allowed  to  remain  upon  the  list  up  to  the  age  of  35.  limits  of  age. 

They  have  come  to  this  resolution,  not  only  from  the  considerations 
above  stated,  but  because  being  obliged  by  Act  of  Parliament  to  make 
selection  for  fishery  officers  exclusively  from  coopers,  and  not  from  the 
whole  trade,  but  from  those  only  who  have  been  trained  in  the  par- 
ticolar  business  of  curing  herrings,  the  sphere  of  choice  is  necessarily 
extremely  limited,  and  when  to  this  is  added  that  a  long  apprentice- 
ship must  be  served,  that  many  are  disqualified  from  being  unsteady  in 
character,  weak  in  health,  of  deficient  education,  or  incapable  from 
other  causes  of  taking  the  situation,  the  Board  can  practically  not 
afibrd  to  lose,  as  they  have  been  doing,  some  of  the  best  and  most 
■suitable  men  for  the  service  by  keeping  the  age  of  admission  at  the 
low  point  at  which  it  had  been  fixed. 

In  giving  five  additional  years  to  candidates,  they  anticipate  that  the 
list  for  choice  of  officers  will  only  be  brought  to  contain  such  number 
of  superior  men  as  will  secure  to  the  trade,  in  their  appointment  to  be 
fishery  officers,  that  guarantee  of  knowledge  of  the  fisheries  and  ex- 
perience in  curing,  which  the  trade,  who  pay  the  branding  fee,  have  a 
right  to  expect ;  and  that  on  the  other  hand  the  age  of  35,  treated  as  a 
maximum,  is  not  at  all  too  old  for  the  Government  to  obtain  from 
persons  appointed  at  that  age  full  value  for  their  appointment  after  it 
has  been  conferred. 

I  am  therefore  to  request  that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  will  be 
pleased  to  give  effect  to  this  minute,  and  recognize  the  modification 
which  it  has  introduced  upon  the  age  of  candidates.

8.  Provision  for  the  transfer  of  the  Junior  Members  of  the  Dq}hmatic  Service  from  em 
post  to  another f  and  payment  of  their  expenses  of  removal. — Second  or  third  secretaries  aod 
attaches,  as  a  general  rule,  Mill  not  be  employed  for  more  than  two  years  consecutivelyi 
irrespective  of  the  (Periods  during  which  they  may  have  been  absent  on  leave  in  the  same 
embassy  or  mission,  unless  for  special  public  reasons.  Secretaries  of  embassy  or  l^ption, 
second  and  third  secretaries,  and  attaches  will,  on  their  first  appointment,  or  on  un 
subsequent  removal  by  reason  of  promotion  or  otherwise  on  public  rounds,  receive  tack 
an  allowance  as  shall  be  sufiUcient  to  cover  the  actual  expense  of  their  personal  joumey 
by  land,  or  the  actual  amount  paid  for  their  personal  passage  by  sea,  either  from  Enj^land 
to  their  post,  or  from  one  foreign  post  to  another ;  and  in  the  case  of  secretanes  of 
embassy  or  legation,  and  of  second  secretaries,  a  similar  allowance  for  one  servant,  if 
they  have  one  ;  but  no  allowance  will  be  made  under  the  head  of  subsistence  during  s 
journey  by  land  ;  neither  M-ili  any  allowance  be  made  for  the  expense  of  the  ioum^or 
subsistence  of  the  families  of  any  such  secretaries  or  attaches.  In  the  event  or  a  pasage 
being  afforded  to  secretaries  or  attaches  on  board  of  one  of  Her  Majesty's  ships  of  war, 
the  allowance  made  will  be  in  conformity  with  the  Admiralty  regulations. 

No  allowance  will  be  made  to  the  junior  members  of  the  Diplomatic  Service  for 
journeys  undertaken  for  their  own  convenience,  in  pursuance  of  leave  of  absence;  but  in 
idl  such  cases  the  expense  of  the  journeys  from  and  on  returning  to  their  post  will  be 
exclusively  at  their  own  charge. 

It  is  understood,  moreover,  that  in  the  case  of  any « oumey  of  which  the  expense  is  to 
be  allowed,  secretaries  or  attaches,  unless  specially  excused  from  doine  so,  will  be 
bound  to  take  charge  of  despatches,  if  required ;  and  in  that  case,  they  wiU  be  expected 
to  perfonn  the  journey  without  delaying  on  the  road. 

9.  Intert  hanae  of  employment  between  Second  and  Third  Secretaries  and  Junior  Clerks  in 
the  Foreign  Office. — The  Secretary  of  State  will,  should  he  see  occasion,  for  the  advantjtfe 
of  the  public  service,  allow  second  and  third  secretaries  and  attaches  to  interchange  tor 
a  time  their  duties  with  clerks  of  the  three  junior  classes  in  the  Foreign  Office;  the 
several  parties  being  bound  for  the  whole  period  through  which  the  intercban^  extends 
in  every  respect  to  perform  the  duties  and  to  submit  to  the  obligations  attaching  to  tiie 
situation  which  they  may  temporarily  occupy. 

The  Secretary  of  State  will,  moreover,  if  he  sees  reason  to  do  so,  direct  such  temponury 
interchange  of'^  duties  to  be  made,  irrespective  of  the  wishes  of  the  parties,  between 
second  or  third  secretaries  or  attaches  and  clerks  in  the  Foreign  Office ;  or  he  will  direct 
such  persons  to  be  employed  for  a  time,  at  home  or  abroad,  without  any  interchangei 
making  in  either  case  such  an  allowance  to  the  parties  as  he  may  consider  just  aod 
reasonable.  In  the  event  of  any  attache  being  so  employed  in  the  Foreign  Ot&ctt  the 
period,  over  and  above  the  six  months  which  are  obligatory,  as  stated  in  section  2,  durii^ 
which  he  shall  be  actually  employed  in  the  Foreign  Ofuce,  shall  reckon  towards  the 
three  years  during  which  he  is  by  these  regulations  to  reside  at  an  embassy  or  mission 
abroad. 

In  the  case  of  temporary  interchanges  between  secretaries  and  clerks,  they  will  respec- 
tively rank  during  the  period  for  which  the  interchange  shall  last  af^er  the  junior  in  the 
classes  of  secretaries  or  clerks  to  which  each  of  them  belongs,  the  clerk  receiving  an 
acting  appointment  as  secretary  of  such  class.  The  same  principle  will  apply  in  cases 
of  permanent  interchange. 

If  a  clerk  in  the  Foreign  Office  should  be  permanently  transferred  to  the  diplomatic 
service,  or  should  be  temporarily  employed  with  a  special  or  with  an  ordinar}*  embassy 
or  mission,  he  will  receive  a  commission  or  an  acting  appointment,  as  the  case  may  be, 
as  secretary  of  the  second  or  third  class,  according  to  the  length  of  his  service  in  the 
Foreign  Office;  but  he  will,  as  regards  others  then  in  the  same  class,  enter  it  as  the 
junior.

We  have  the  honour  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Lord- 
ship's letter  of  the  23rd  ultimo,  transmitting  certain  regulations  in 
regard  to  the  nomination,  qualification,  and  examination  of  candidates 
for  unpaid  attacheships  in  Her  Majesty's  Diplomatic  Service,  which 
on  consideration  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Diplomatic  Committee, 
your  Lordship  has  seen  reason  to  substitute  in  the  place  of  those 
hitherto  in  force. 

As  we  did  not  receive  these  regulations  officially  before  their  adoption, 
we  had  no  opportunity  of  offering,  in  a  formal  shape,  any  suggestions 
in  relation  to  them,  although  the  details  of  the  examination  were  framed 
some  months  ago,  in  communication  with  Sir  J.  Lefevre.  If,  however, 
your  Lordship  should  still  desire  to  have  our  opinion  upon  some  of  the 
difficulties  that  may  arise  in  carrying  these  regulations  into  effect,  we 
shall  be  happy  to  communicate  our  views  on  the  subject  to  your 
Lordship.

Referring  to  your  letter  of  the  9th  ultimo,  which  communicated 
to  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  the  willingness  of  Earl  Russell  to 
receive  from  them  any  observations  which  they  might  desire  to  offer 
on  the  new  system  of  examination  for  candidates  for  Her  Majesty's 
Diplomatic  Service,  as  set  forth  in  the  Regulations  enclosed  in  his 
Lordship's  letter  of  23rd  September  ; 

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  state  that  thej 
will  be  much  obliged  if  you  will  submit,  for  the  consideration  of  Loid 
Russell,  the  following  questions  which  have  suggested  themselves  to 
the  Commissioners,  and  as  to  which  it  appears  desirable  that  all  doubt 
should  be  removed  before  the  Regulations  are  brought  into  actual 
operation  : — 

1.  The  Commissioners  understand  that  the  maximum  limit  of  age  is 
hereafter  to  be  26.  They  mention  the  point  only  because  the  limit  was 
previously  25,  and  they  wish  to  be  certain  whether  a  change  is  intended. 

2.  The  Commissioners  will  be  glad  to  know  whether  under  requisi- 
tion {d)  the  choice  of  a  Latin  author  is  left  to  them,  or  is  to  be  exer- 
cised by  the  candidate.  The  rule  of  the  Commissioners  in  other  cases 
has  been  not  to  allow  the  candidate  to  choose,  and  they  could  not, 
without  some  reluctance,  depart  from  this  rule  ;  but  they  will  of  course 
act  as  Lord  Russell  may  wish. 

3.  The  Commissioners  have  hitherto  permitted  candidates  to  offer 
for  examination  any  subjects  not  required  by  the  nominating  depart- 
ments, but  which  appeared  likely  to  be  of  service  to  them  in  their 
official  career.  Unless  informed  to  the  contrary,  the  Commissioners 
will  understand  that  this  practice  is  not  intended  to  be  interfered  with 
by  paragraph  (/),  which  specifics  as  subjects  of  voluntary  examination 
the  Spanish  and  Italian  languages. 

4.  With  reference  to  the  exemption  from  examination  in  Latin  con- 
ceded to  candidates  who  may  have  passed  the  '*  first  public  examination 
*'  in  classics  at  one  of  the  universities  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland,** 
the  Commissioners  have  to  request  that  they  may  be  officially  informed 
in  each  case,  whether  the  candidate  nominated  is  considered  to  be 
entitled  to  the  exemption.  The  Commissioners  have,  on  one  or  two 
former  occasions,  had  to  consider  whether  exceptions  similar  to  that 
now  made  were  desirable  ;  and  the  result  has  been  that  no  exception 
of  the  kind  has  hitherto  been  introduced  into  their  examinations. 

They  are  not  able  to  say  that  they  have  changed  their  opinion  ;  but 
they  will  have  no  difficulty  in  carrying  out  the  Regulations,  if  you  will 
be  good  enough  to  give  them,  from  time  to  time,  the  information  above 
requested.  It  would  otherwise  be  necessary  for  them  to  ascertain  at 
the  outset  what  examinations  in  the  different  universities  are  considered 
as  satisfying  the  description  given. 

5.  The  Commissioners  observe  that  when  the  candidate  elects  to  be 
examined  twice,  he  is,  on  the  first  occasion,  to  be  required  to  show  an 
accurate  knowledge  of  German  granmiar,  and  that  he  will  consequently 
have  to  show,  in  addition,  when  examined  for  a  second  time,  **  a 
"  tolerable  degree  of  fluency  in  German  conversation  and  correctness 
^*  of  translation  from  German  into  English,   and  from  English  into 
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•*  German."    It  has  occuired  to  the  Commissioners  that  a  candidate      Foreign 
who  has  so  divided  his  examination  may  possibly  have  to  spend  the       Ofticb. 
interval  between  the  first  and  second  part  in  a  country  where  fluency  ^ew  refnli- 
in  German  conversation  cannot  easily  be  acquired )  or  where,  to  say  tioDB  for  exa- 
the  least,  a  knowledge  of  some  other  language  might  be  more  easily  mination  of 
acquired.     If,  as  is  probable,  this  possibility  has  not  been  overlooked,  candidates* for 
the  Commissioners  will  have  pleasure  in  carrying  out  Lord  Russell's  ?®  l^iplomatic 
wii»li  ;  but  they  think  it  desirable  to  mention  the  point,  in  order  that 
all  doubt  may  be  removed. 

6.  The  Commissioners  observe  that  Regulation  9.  provides  for 
'•interchange  of  employment  between  second  and  third  secretaries  and 
**  junior  clerks  in  the  Foreign  Office."  They  do  not  know  whether 
the  great  disparity  between  the  present  examination  of  candidates  for 
clerkships  in  the  Foreign  Office,  and  the  examination  to  which  candi- 
dates for  appointments  in  the  Diplomatic  Service  will  hereafter  be 
sabjected,  was  present  to  Lord  RusselFs  mind  at  the  time  when  this 
Begnlation  was  framed.  They  think  that  this  disparity  may  deserve, 
if  it  has  not  already  received,  his  Lordship's  consideration  in  connexion 
with  the  contemplated  system  of  interchange.

2.  That  Lord  Russell  has  no  wish  to  interfere  with  their  practice  in 
regard  to  the  choice  of  a  Latin  author  in  which  candidates  are  to  be 
examined. 

3.  That  his  Lordship  has  no  wish  to  interfere  with  their  practice  in 
regard  to  the  voluntary  examination  of  candidates  in  non- enumerated 
subjects. 

4.  That  Lord  Russell  does  not  desire  to  enter  into  the  question  of 
what  may  be  held  in  each  university  to  be  the  first  public  examination 
in  classics.  It  will  fully  meet  his  Lordship's  intentions  if  a  certificate 
is  exhibited  by  the  candidate  to  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  from 
the  duly  constituted  authorities,  examiners,  or  others,  as  the  case  may 
be,  in  each  university,  that  he  has  passed  the  first  public  examination 
in  classics,  in  whatever  manner  that  examination  may  have  been  con- 
ducted, and  to  whatever  points  it  may  have  been  directed. 

5.  That  Lord  Russell  is  willing  that  if  a  candidate  going  up  for  his 
second  examination  should  not*  in  the  interval  between  the  two  exami- 
nations, have  resided  a  reasonable  time,  twelve  months,  for  instance, 
in  Germany,  he  should  be  at  liberty,  if  he  should  so  desire  it,  to  sub- 
stitute for  conversation  in  German,  conversation  in  some  other  foreign 
IsQgvsgc  besides  French  ;  and  a  notice  to  that  efiect  will  be  appended 
to  the  subjects  of  examination  in  the  paper  which  will  be  delivered  to 
esch  candidate  on  his  first  nomination. 

6.  That  Lord  Russell  considers  the  experience  which  a  clerk  trans-

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primarj  importance  it  seems  desirable  that  such  superior  fitness  should  Home  Oivzgb.

I  SEIZE  a  brief  opportunity  of  apologizing  to  you  for  the  trouble  which,  to  my  great 
regret,  I  am  the  cause  of  your  being  put  to,  and  at  the  same  time  of  making  a  few 
additional  remarks  on  my  relations  to  the  Privy  Council  Office. 

I  need  not  re-assert  that  on  entering  a  normal  colleffe  I  was  quite  unaware  that  any 
public  money  would  be  spent  on  my  training,  for  it  is  self  evident  that  the  authorities  of 
a  public  society  would  never  have  ventured  to  issue  such  an  advertisement  as  the  one  I 
recently  had  the  honour  to  lay  before  you  had  they  for  a  moment  thought  that  the 
students  they  hoped  to  attract  were  informed  of  their  private  arrangements  with  the 
Committee  of  Council  on  Education. 

I  say  nothing  about  the  rule  which  the  Privy  Council  Office  seeks  to  apply  in  my  case, 
except  that,  unless  I  am  misinformed,  it  is  of  comparatively  recent  adoption,  and  therefore 
retrospective  in  its  operation  ;  and  that,  to  be  strictly  just,  it  should  not  only  be  universal 
in  its  application,  i.e.,  not  enforced  upon  such  persons  alone  as  wish  to  enter  the  Civil  Ser- 
vice, but  should  also  be  clearly  stated  to  students  on  their  entrance  into  a  normal  college. 

One  thing  that  I  wish  more  particularly  to  say  is,  that  the  Privy  Council  Office  is  already 
the  gainer  (and  I,  of  course,  the  loser)  to  the  amount  of  above  20^  by  my  *^*  change  of 
profession."  The  Council  Office  accounts  with  me  were  made  up  annually  to  November  Ist, 
and  my  claim  upon  the  office  amounted  to  39/. ;  but  leaving  Dukintieid,  as  I  did,  when 
nearly  s€>ven  months  of  our  year  had  elapsed,  I  was  compelled  to  relinquish  my  right  to 
the  proportion  of  the  Government  grant  due  for  that  period. 

I  should  not  have  mentioned  this  but  for  the  persistency  of  the  Privy  Council  Office. 
I  fear,  as  it  is,  lest  I  may  be  thought  to  parade  whatever  temporary  sacrifices  I  may  have 
made  in  entering  on  my  present  engagement,  all  which,  of  course,  need  concern  no  one 
but  myself.  But  still,  such  a  loss  is  to  me  a  serious  one ;  and  when  I  add  my  very  heavy 
expenses  in  removing  to  so  ^eat  a  distance  and  re-settling  in  London,  to  say  nothing  of 
current  expenses  and  diminished  resources,  you  will  believe  me  when  I  say  that  I  dm 
scarcely  prepared  to  meet  the  later  demand  of  the  Council  Office.

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  I7th  instant,  enquiring  whether, 
under  the  circumstances  which  you  mention,  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sioners will  be  prepared  to  grant  certificates  for  postmasters  on  official 
reports,  and  stating  that  the  persons  in  whose  behalf  application  is  made, 
have  proved  themselves  to  be  competent  to  perform  the  duties  assigned 
to  them  ; 

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  acquaint  you, 
for  the  information  of  the  Postmaster- Genera],  that  the  statement  re- 
ferred to  in  your  letter  as  having  recently  been  made  in  the  House  of 
Commons  if  accurately  reported  in  the  public  journals,  did  not  fully 
explain  the  practice  of  the  Commissioners.  It  is  true  that  certificates 
have  in  a  considerable  number  of  cases  been  granted  upon  reports  from 
heads  of  the  public  departments  without  actual  examination  of  the 
candidates,  but  it  is  believed  that  this  course  has  been  adopted  only 
where  the  candidate  was  nominated  to  a  junior  situation  recognized  as 
within  the  Order  in  Council  of  21st  May  1855,  after  having  served 
continuously  in  the  department  from  a  date  preceding  that  of  the 
Order. 

The  following  figures,  which  give  the  number  of  such  certificates 
granted  in  difierent  years,  show  that  as  the  cases  of  this  description 
have  diminished  in  number,  the  practice  has  been  gradually  disused.

It  must  be  added  in  order  to  prevent  misapprehension  that  the  class 
of  cases  in  which  certificates  have  been  granted  without  examination 
is  also  limited  in  other  ways,  and  especially  by  a  rule  requiring  that 
the  subjects  of  examination  prescribed  for  the  situation  which  the 
candidate  seeks,  and  those  for  the  situation  which  he  is  holding,  should 
have  been  the  same  at  the  time  of  his  entrance  into  the  service. 

With  reference  to  postmasterships,  it  will  be  remembered  that  in  1856 
the  Postmaster- General  expressed  an  opinion  that  they  are  not  junior 
situations,  and  that  consequently  no  rules  as  to  age,  health,  character,  or 
knowledge  and  ability,  (the  four  points  specified  in  the  Order  in 
Council,)  have  been  established. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  Commissioners  do  not  at  present  see

They  are  appointed  upon  the  terms  described  in  my  letter  of  the  7th 
of  May  1866^  the  situation  of  their  house  being  an  important  conside- 
ratioD,  and  the  reasons  then  urged  for  not  subjecting  them  to  exami- 
nation, and  which  were  admitted  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissionen^ 
still  hold  good. 

No  change  as  regards  the  qualifications  of  a  postmaster  has  since 
been  made,  but  under  the  Su|)eraynuation  Act  of  the  19th  April  1859, 
such  postmasters  whose  salaries  are  above  a  certain  amount,  are  con- 
sidered to  be  entitled  to  be  pensioned  on  the  ground  that  their  whole 
time  is  given  up  to  the  service. 

It  occasionally,  though  rarely,  happens,  owing  to  an  increase  in 
postal  business  in  a  town,  that  a  postmaster  has  his  salary  raised,  and 
is  then  brought  within  this  class,  but  the  Act,  as  you  are  aware,  re- 
quires that  he  shall  have  a  Civil  Service  certificate  for  the  purpose  of 
superannuation. 

The  duties  of  the  two  classes  of  postmasters  are  precisely  similar 
except  in  magnitude,  and  it  would  obviously  be  impossible  to  cancel 
the  appointment  of  an  efficient  postmaster  whose  income  is  adranoed 
because  he  did  not  happen  to  come  up  to  some  particular  standard  of 
health  or  education. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  appeared  to  the  Postmaster- General 
that  the  course  which  he  suggested,  was  the  only  one  which  could  bo 
adopted.

The  only  remark  they  have  to  make  refers  to  the  proposed  limits  of 
age  for  mide  warders.  They  are  of  opinion  that  instead  of  being  **  a 
"  general  rule,"  the  limits  should  be  absolutely  fixed,  but  that  there 
should  be  an  exception  in  favour  of  persons  who  have  been  employed  on 
certain  duties,  on  which  they  have  entered  within  the  limited  age. 
They  propose  that  this  exception  should  comprehend, — 

1.  Prison  officers, 
-*  2.  Constables  or  policemen, 

3.  Military  non-commissioned  officers. 
The  Managers  arc  not  inclined  to  press  this  pointy  and  desire,  for 
the  sake  of  uniformity,  to  concur  in  the  arrangement  for  England, 
stipulating  probably  for  some  relaxation  in  favour  of  officers  who  have 
already  entered  on  their  duties  under  the  nomination  of  the  Secretary 
of  State. 

If  then  they  arc  informed  that  arrangements  on  the  basis  referred  to 
are  to  be  adopted  for  the  English  convict  prisons,  they  will  suggest  to 
the  Secretary  of  State  the  propriety  of  extending  them  to  Scotland,  at 
tlie  same  time  laying  before  him  a  scheme  for  raising  the  remuneration 
of  Government  prison  officers  in  Scotland,  so  as  to  bring  it  nearer  to 
the  scale  adopted  in  England,  as  there  would  be  little  chance  of  persons 
who  must  obtain  a  civil  service  certificate  accepting  offices  so  slenderlj, 
remunerated  as  those  in  the  General  Prison  at  Perth.

A  person 
appointed  at  the  age  of  45  will  not  acquire  this  claim  unless  his  life 
should  be  unusually  prolonged  ;  and  there  will  in  all  probability  be  a 
very  considerable  period  during  which  he  is,  on  the  one  hand,  becoming  ' 

less  and  less  efficient,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  he  is  annually  gaining 
a  title  to  increased  superannuation.  Under  these  circumstances  it  will 
be  difficult  to  press  his  retirement,  and  it  will  be  still  more  difficult  to 
do  so  if,  as  is  not  very  unusual,  the  failure  of  strength  should  begin 
at  60,  when  the  superannuation  allowance  will  be  only  one-fourth,  or 
at  6oy  when  it  will  be  only  one-third  of  the  salary  which  he  has  been 
enjoying.  Of  course  the  risk  of  premature  failure  of  strength  cannot  bo 
altogether  avoided ;  but  the  inconvenience  is  less  likely  to  occur  in  tho 
ease  of  a  public  servant  who  enters  at  an  early  age.

following  observations  on  the  War  Office  letter  of  19th  September  1862, 
and  its  enclosure,  referred  by  indorsement  of  the  22nd  ultimo,  to  the 
Civil  Service  Commissioners. 

The  Order  in  Council  under  which  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners 
act  requires  them,  before  granting  any  certificate,  to  ascertain  (inter 
alia)  that  the  candidate  is  within  the  limits  of  age  prescribed  in  the 
department  to  which  he  desires  to  be  admitted.  The  Superannuation 
Act  1859  refers  to  the  certificate  of  the  Civil  Service  Commissionera^ 
and  makes  it,  except  in  certain  cases,  a  requisite  for  superannuation, 
but  does  not  alter  the  terms  on  which  it  is  to  be  granted. 

The  Commissioners  have  always  considered  that  the  language  of 
the  Order  in  Council  requires  that  some  limits  of  age  should  be  fixed 
for  permanent  appointments,  and  this  construction  has  been,  thej 
believe,  generally  adopted  by  the  public  departments.  On  the  other 
hand  it  is  clear  that  the  limits  arc  to  be  fixed  at  the  discretion  of  the 
chief  authorities  of  the  public  departments,  and  with  that  discretion  the 
Commissioners  have  not  interfered  further  than  by  suggesting  that 
with  reference  to  the  Superannuation  Act,  as  well  as  on  other  grounds, 
it  is  important  that  the  maximum  should  not  be  unnecessarily  high. 

The  Commissioners  are  in  the  present  case  perfectly  willing  to 
recognize  any  limits  which  the  peculiar  duties  of  the  situation  may  be 
considered  to  render  expedient  ;  but  'they  submit  to  their  Lordships 
that  the  proposal  contained  in  the  War  Office  letter,  which  in  fact  dis- 
penses with  limits  altogether,  could  hardly  be  adopted  consistently  with 
the  Order  in  Council  under  which  their  certificates  are  granted.*

The  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majcsty*s  Treasury  having  had  under  their  con- 
sideration the  regulations  which  should  be  adopted  to  give  effect  to  the  SuperannuatioD 
Act  of  19th  April  1 859,  in  rt'£;ard  to  the  allowances  to  be  issued  to  such  artificers,  labourers, 
and  others  in  the  receipt  o(  wages,  as  have  been  appointed  since  the  date  of  the  Act  io 
question ;  and  having  further  considered  **  the  proper  manner  of  applying  the  provisions 
'*  of  the  Act "  in  question,  with  reference  to  the  nature  of  the  remuneration  given,  either 
by  means  of  a  total  compensation  for  service  in  the  grant  of  a  market  rate  of  wages,  or 
by  a  rate  inferior  thereto,  which  in  the  course  of  years  is  made  up  by  **  steady  employ- 
•*  ment,"  and  the  prospect  of  superannuation,  have  determined — 

I.  That  no  persons  are  entitled  to  superannuation  who  are  in  receipt  of  the  full  Twarlr^t 
rate  of  wages. 

II.  That  persons  receiving  less  than  the  full  market  rate  of  wages  may  be  admitted 
to  the  service  in  an  established  capacity!  and  become  entitled  to  superannuation  on  the 
following  terms : — 

III.  That  the  maximum  age  of  admission  to  the  service  in  an  established  capacity  shal 
not  exceed  35,  except  in  special  cases,  in  which  the  Secretary  of  State  may,  with  the 
concurrence  of  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  consent  to  make  an 
exception. 

IV.  The  17th  Section  of  the  Act  requires  that  all  persons  not  appointed  directly  by  the 
Crown,  shall  before  appointment  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioners,  and  receive  a  certificate  of  competency.  The  service  of  such  persons  will 
reckon  towards  superannuation  from  the  date  of  the  certificate  of  the  Commissioners,  er 
from  the  date  (when  a  subsequent  one)  of  the  commencement  of  their  duties. 

V.  With  a  view  to  give  effect  to  the  4th  item  of  these  regulations.  Sir  G.  C.  Lewis  fats

With  reference  to  Clause  Iljf.  of  Regulations  relative  to  Superannuation  Allow- 
ances, embodied  in  Circular  709, 1  am  directed  by  Secretary  Sir  Geor|;e  C.  Lewis  to  state 
that,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  the 
maximum  age  for  office  keepers,  foremen,  labourers,  &c.,  who  have  been  appointed  on 
the  permanent  establishment  since  the  19th  April  1859,  and  subsequently  to  their  dis- 
charge to  pension  from  the  army,  has  been  raised,  so  far  as  the  Military  Store  Department 
is  concerned,  to  an  age  not  exceeding  42,  and  the  Royal  Engineer  and  Barrack  Depart- 
ments to  an  age  not  exceeding  45. 

I  am,  however,  to  state,  with  reference  to  Clause  I.  of  the  regulations  which  are 
attached  to  the  circular,  tliat  the  rate  of  wages  paid  at  a  station  at  which  men  are  found 
wiUing  to  engage  themselves  for  employment  must  be  taken  to  be  the  **full  market  rate/' 
it  being  optional  with  the  men  to  accept  or  refuse  such  wages. 

Should  there,  however,  be  any  men  at  your  station  engaged  since  the  passing  of  the 
Act  (1^  April  1859),  who  have  really  entered  the  department  on  a  clear  understanding, 
or  with  a  well-grounded  expectation,  that  they  would,  if  they  conducted  themselves  well

1.  FoREMKNi  viewers,  master  artificers,  labourers,  &c.  appointed  on  the  establishment 
prior  to  the  ISMh  April  1859,  will  upon  retirement,  reduction,  or  being  disabled  for  further 
service  by  injuries  received  whilst  engaged  on  public  duty,  be  recommended  to  the  Lords 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty *s  Treasury  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  for  the  grant 
of  a  superannuation  allowance,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Regulations  of  1818  and  1832, 
and  the  Superannuation  Act  of  1859,  '2.2  Vict.  cap.

2.  Mechanics  and  labourers  appointed  since  the  19th  April  1859,  have  no  claim  to  super-

take  dedan-     **  rities,  as  well  in  respect  of  administering  oaths  as  otherwise,  which 

"  any  inspector,  visiting  justice,  or  governor  of  a  county  gaol  or  house 
"  of  correction  may  respectively  exercise  as  such."  It  would  therefore 
seem  that  the  governor  of  a  military  prison  cannot,  under  this  Act, 
take  a  declaration  unless  the  governor  of  a  county  gaol  or  house  of 
correction  possesses  that  power.  The  Civil  Service  Commissioners 
are  not  aware  that  this  is  the  case,  but  they  do  not  venture  a  positive 
opinion. 

Perhaps  the  question  may  not  be  altogether  unimportant  as  affecting 
the  administration  of  the  military  prisons  in  other  ways,  and  if  so^  it 
will  be  desirable  that  it  should  be  settled  upon  sufficient  authority.

5.  The  officers  of  the  department  will  also  become  entitled  to  pensions  for  wounds,  and 
in  case  of  death  pensions  will  be  gt anted  to  their  widows,  and  compassionate  allowances 
to  their  children,  agreeably  to  the  scales  laid  down  for  the  families  of  other  officers  of 
the  same  relative  rank  in  Royal  Warrants  of  15th  June  1855,  and  18th  July  1857. 

6.  Upon  an  officer  completing  a  period  of  service  entitling  him,  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Warrant,  to  an  increase  of  pay,  application  for  such  additional  pay  should  be  addressed 
to  the  Under  Secreury  of  State  for  War. 

7.  As  clause  No.  16  of  the  Warrant  permits  officers,  not  being  below  the  rank  of  deputy

10.  It  is  expected  that  all  military  store  officers  will  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages 
proposed  to  be  given  them  under  the  provisions  of  clause  19  of  the  Warrant,  and  that  they 
will,  by  sedulous  attention  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  acquire  a  full  and  practical 
knowledge,  not  only  of  the  various  descriptions  and  proportions  of  military  stores  and 
munitions  of  war  re(iuired  for  the  several  services,  but  also  of  the  nature  and  qualities  of 
the  materials  of  whicn  such  stores  and  munitions  are  composed.  It  is  only  by  these  means 
that  an  efficient  and  intelligent  body  of  officers  can  be  formed ;  and  it  is  desired  that 
officers  in  charge  will,  so  far  as  is  consistent  with  tlie  discharge  of  the  current  duties  of 
the  department,  afford  those  serving  under  them  all  the  opiMrtunitics  in  their  power  for 
acquinng  this  knowledge,  and  also  encourage  them  in  its  pursuit  With  reference  to  this 
subject,  particular  attention  is  directed  to  the  following  extract  from  Circular  No.  499: — 

**  2.  I  am  to  refer  in  particular  to  the  18th  clause  of  the  *  Regulations '  for  the  inspectors 
of  warlike  stores  and  Hremasters,  relative  to  the  series  of  patterns  and  drawings  of  new 
and  altered  stores,  which  from  time  to  time  will  be  placed  in  your  charge ;  and  to  desire 
that  the  military  store  officers  and  clerks  belonging  to  the  de]Nirtment  under  your  chai^ 
will  make  themselves  thoroughly  acquainted  with  all  changes  in  these  and  other  descrip- 
tions of  stores,  especially  such  as  constitute  the  munitions  of  war,  so  as  to  be  perfectly 
familiar  with  the  latest  patterns. 

**  3.  It  is  to  be  understood  that  this  knowledge  must  not  be  superflcial,  but  of  that 
practical  and  minute  character  which  will  enable  them  to  give  the  fullest  detail  of  the 
different  uses  and  services  to  which  the  various  kinds  of  stores  may  be  applied,  and  to 
distinguish  clearly  such  as  have  become  obsolete  from  those  which  are  still  current  in  the 
service. 

**  4.  The  Secretar)'  of  State  for  War  desires  that  you  will  impress  upon  the  officers  serving 
under  you  that,  as  military  store  officers,  their  future  advancement  will  much  depend  upon 
the  extent  and  accuracy  of  their  acquaintance  with  these  important  particulars,  and  their 
general  knowledge  of  the  regulations  which  govern  the  duties  of  their  department. 

**  5.  This  practical  knowledge  is  the  more  imperative  as  the  officers  of  the  Military 
Store  Service  will  in  future  accompany  the  army  to  the  field,  in  the  place  of  the  com- 
missaries of  the  Field  Train  Department." 

11.  A  note  and  remark  book  is  to  be  kept,  recording  in  detail  the  information  referred 
to  in  paragraph  10,  which  book  the  Director  of  Stores  will  periodically  call  for  and 
examine. 

12.  All  deputy  assistant  superintendents  of  stores  are  to  undergo  an  examination 
touching  their  practical  knowledge  previously  to  being  reported  fit  for  promotion. 

13.  Officers  in  charge  of  departments  abroad  where  temporary  clerks  are  now  em- 
ployed, will,  with  the  sanction  of  the  general  or  other  officer  commanding  the  troops, 
communicate  with  commanding  officers  of  regiments  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
whether  there  are  any  non-commissioned  officers  or  soldiers  who  have  completed  thdr 
period  of  service  entitling  them  to  a  pension,  and  who  can  be  recommended  as  in  aU 
respects  fit  for  a  military  store  clerkship.  If  such  be  found,  they  should  be  required  to 
pass  the  examination  prescribed  for  military  staff*  clerks  in  Circular  Na  321,  and  the 
result,  together  with  the  examination  papers,  forwarded  for  the  consideration  and  orden 
of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

14.  Lord  Herbert,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury,  relying  on  tM 
zeal  and  integrity  of  the  officers  of  the  department,  has  been  pleased  to  dispense  in 
future  with  the  security  bonds  heretofore  given  by  officers  in  charge,  except  in  the  case 
of  any  officers  who,  under  clause  16  of  the  Warrant,  may  decline  to  accept  commissiooi. 
The  bonds  entered  into  on  behalf  of  officers  by  the  British  Guarantee  Society  will  be 
allowed  to  expire,  but  the  officers  will  be  required  to  repay  premiums  which  may  have 
been  advanced  by  the  department  in  renewal  of  such  bonds. 

15.  In  the  case  of  the  death  of  any  of  the  officers  of  the  department,  either  at  home  or 
abroad,  the  settlement  of  their  effbcts  and  credits  wiU  be  governed  by  the  regulationi 
prescribed  by  Article  31  of  the  Articles  of  War. 

16.  Confidential  reports,  in  the  annexed  forms,  are  to  be  transmitted  half  yearly.

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  slat«  that  in 
order  to  prevent  the  risk  of  misapprehension  with  regard  to  the  neces- 
sity of  certificates  in  such  cases,  they  will  be  much  obliged  if  you  will 
bring  under  the  consideration  of  Secretary  Sir  George  Lewis  the  ob- 
servations which  follow. 

The  Order  in  Council  of  2l8t  May  1855,  applies  to  all  junior  situa- 
tions in  the  Civil  Establishments  of  the  Crown,  and  requires  that  each 
person  proposed  to  be  appointed  to  any  junior  situation  should  receive 
a  certificate  of  qualification  "  for  such  situation,"  that  is,  for  the  situation 
to  which  he  is  at  the  time  nominated.  It  appears  clear,  from  the 
language  of  the  Order,  that  previous  public  service  does  not  render  it 
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unnecessary  that  a  certiRcato  should  bo  obtained,  and  this  construction,  War  Onioi. 

which  was  early  adopted  by  the  Treasury,  has  been  generally  accepted         

by  the  public  departments.  L****"*"-  '^  ^ 

The  Superannuation  Act,  18o9,  docs  not,  by  its  1 7th  section,  in  any  ^jj^n  miAe 
way  alter  or  enlarge  the  functions  of  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  storeholden. 
although  it  imposes  a  species  of  forfeiture  on  those  who,  not  being  within 
its  exception,  enter  the  service  without  certificates.  In  the  present 
case  it  seems  clear  that  the  candidates  are  nominated  to  appointments 
in  the  Civil  Service,  as  they  could  not  otherwise  acquire  a  claim  to 
pension  under  the  General  Superannuation  Act  ;  and  if  this  be  so,  the 
Order  in  Council  appears  to  render  certificates  necessary  ;  but  it  is  of 
course  possible  that  circumstances  not  known  to  the  Commissioners, 
may  have  induced  Sir  George  Lewis  to  arrive  at  the  conclusion  notified 
in  your  letter.  Their  object  is,  as  has  been  stated,  to  prevent  the  risk 
of  misapprehension  in  future.

I  AM  directed  by  the  Secretary  Sir  George  C.  Lewis,  to  acquaint 
you,  for  the  information  of  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  with 
reference  to  your  letter  dated  the  10th  instant,  on  the  subject  of  the 
examination  of  persons  appointed  storeholders,  that  their  position  is 
simply  that  of  a  superior  chiss  of  foremen  with  an  annual  salary  instead 
of  a  daily  wage,  and  the  appointment  is  strictly  speaking  nothing  more 
than  a  promotion  from  one  class  of  foremen  to  another,  but  with  a 
different  title  ;  indeed  the  storeholders  who  have  recently  been  ap- 
pointed entered  the  service  prior  to  the  Superannuation  Act  of  1859, 
and  have  gradually  risen,  owing  to  the  zealous  and  efficijent  perform- 
ance of  their  duties,  from  the  iwsition  of  lal)Ourers  or  foremen,  to  their 
present  rank,  and  moreover  by  a  communication  from  the  Treasury  of 
6th  April  1861,  their  Lordships  decided  that  where  a  previous 
claim  to  superannuation  existed  (as  in  these  cases)  the  examination  in 
order  to  obtain  a  certificate  under  the  17tli  clause  of  the  Super- 
annuation Act  was  unnecessary  to  substantiate  a  claim  to  future  super- 
annuation. 

Under  these  circumstances  Sir  George  C.  Lewis  is  of  opinion  that 
in  cases  of  this  description  the  examination  need  not  be  proceeded 
with. 

I  am,  however,  to  add  that  in  the  event  of  a  man  not  promoted  from 
the  rank  of  foreman  being  appointed  storeholder,  or  who  entered  the 
service  subsequently  to  the  Act  of  1859,  he  would  of  course  be  liable 
to  undergo  the  examination  prescribed  l)efore  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
missioners with  a  view  of  obtaining  the  requisite  certificate.

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  state  that  they 
will  examine  candidates  in  the  subjects  which  you  have  specified,  and 
that  they  will  comply  with  your  wish  by  requiring,  as  in  other  exami* 
nations  of  the  same  description,  only  a  veiy  moderate  degree  of  pro- 
ficiency. 

With  reference  to  the  proposed  limits  of  age  (30  and  50),  I  am  to 
observe  that  they  differ  very  much  from  those  of  other  public  depart- 
ments. Many,  among  which  the  War  Office  is  included,  have  named 
20  and  35  ;  and  in  no  case  has  a  higher  maximum  than  40  been 
adopted. 

This  l)eing  the  case,  and  there  being  reasons  which  will  no  doubt 
suggest  themselves  to  you,  for  preferring  the  ordinary  limits,  the  Com- 
missioners would  submit,  for  your  consideration,  the  question  whether

I  feel  obliged  for  the  observations  made  on  the  part  of  the  CivU  ^f^  J^^^*" 
Service  Commissioners,  and  I  entirely  agree  that  it  will  be  well  to  fix  ^ier^^ 
the  ages  of  the  candidates  for  these  situations  between  20  and  35, 
making  an  exception  in  the  instance  of  discharged  soldiers  whose  age 
may  range  within  the. limit  of  50. 

I  have  fixed  this  advanced  age,  assuming  that  the  rule  will  be 
administered  with  discretion,  as  it  will  meet  cases  where  there  is  much 
to  recommend  a  candidate  of  good  military  service. 

The  class  of  men  who  best  probably  perform  what  is  commonly 
required  of  a  messenger  are  soldiers  of  good  conduct  (non-commissioned 
officers  and  privates),  arising  from  their  habit  of  regularity,  punctuality, 
obedience,  and  general  discipline,  and  the  salary  which  is  tenable  with 
the  militaiy  pension  renders  the  post  really  valuable  to  such  men. 

One  of  the  present  candidates  is  in  the  48th  year  of  his  age,  and, 
taking  him  as  a  fair  specimen  of  the  chiss,  I  am  induced  to  believe  that, 
by  fixing  the  age  of  military  candidates  at  50,  a  sufficient  margin  will 
be  obtained  in  the  choice  of  a  suitable  candidate  for  the  future.

According!  to  tlie  returns  of  live  stock,  there  were  600,693  horses  in 
Ireland  in  1SJ7,  being  an  increase  over  the  number  enumerated  in  the 
previous  year  of  27,28o ;  of  which,  1G,6C6  were  horses  used  for  agri- 
cultural purposes,  2,466  for  traftic  and  manufactui-es,  2,469  for  amuse- 
ment or  recreation  ;  1,779  were  yearlings,  and  3,956  under  one  year 
old.  Cattle  increased  by  30,686  between  1856  and  1S57  ;  the  number 
relurncd  in  the  latter  year  being  3,618,544  :  of  these,  1,602,908  were 
milch  cow^>,  801,87o  two  years  old  and  upwards,  616,015  were  under 
one  yesr  old,  and  597,746  wore  one  year  old  and  under  two  years. 
These  last  decreased  in  1857  by  23,361  compared  with  the  same  class 
in  1856.  Pigs  iuereascd  333,627  since  1856;  the  number  for  that 
year  having  been  918,525,  and  for  1857,  1,252,152.  The  increase  is 
made  up  of  34,037  one  year  old  and  upwards,  and  299,590  under  one 
year.  Sheep  show  a  decrease  of  245,618  in  1857,  of  which,  119,391 
were  ewes,  41,714  tups  and  wethers,  and  84,513  lambs.  The  decrease 
in  sheep  may,  I  conceive,  bo  attributed  to  a  satisfactory  cause — their 
inci-eased  exportation,  wliieh  'm  low  bo  uiitcli  facilitated  by  railway 
communication.

The  following  tabularized  account  of  the  admissions  to  the  work- 
house  during  the  lust  year,  in  comparison  with  those  of  the  two  pre- 
ceding years,  shows  that  the  recent  increase  in  the  proportion  of  cases 
admitted  in  sickness  is  still  kept  up,  and  that  the  usefulness  of  the 
workhouses  in  their  chiiracter  of  hospitals,  both  for  acute  and  chronic' 
disease,  continues  to  be  recognized  by  the  poorer  part  of  the  popo- 
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With  regard  to  tliose  poor  persons  who,  having  become  destitute 
through  sickness,  or  who,  having  contracted  dangerous  contagious 
disease,  either  resort  to  the  workhouse  for  curative  treatment,  or  enter 
it  as  a  permanent  asylum,  it  has  always  been  the  desire  of  the  Com- 
missioners to  remove,  as  far  as  practicable,  every  prejudice  against  this 
form  of  relief  which  may  exist,  from  any  cause,  in  tlie  minds  of  the 
lower  classes.

tuating  what  they  have  written.     Buied  lines  should  not  be  allowed,"] 

(1)  If  the  importance  of  the  subjects  of  which  it  treats  be  any  test  of 
the  interest  of  a  science,  Political  Economy  will  be  found  to  have  the 
strongest  claims  on  the  public  attention.  It  points  out  the  means  by 
which  the  necessaries,  comforts,  and  enjoyments  that  constitute  wealth 
may  be  most  easily  and  cheaply  produced  ;  it  ascertains  the  laws  by 
which  they  are  divided  among  the  different  classes  of  the  community, 
and  the  mode  in  whioh  they  may  be  most  advantageously^  consumed. 
Its  intimate  connexion  with  all  the  best  interests  of  mankind  is  con- 
sequently obvious.  No  other  science  comes  so  directly  home  to  our 
every-day  occupations  and  business.  The  consumption  of  wealth  is 
indispensable  to  existence,  but  the  eternal  law  of  Providence  has 
decreed  that  it  can  only  be  procured  by  industry ; — that  man  must 
earn  his  bread  in  the  sweat  of  his  brow.  This  two-fold  necessity 
renders  the  attainment  of  wealth  the  principal  object  of  the  exertions 
of  the  vast  majority  of  the  human  race ;  it  has  subdued  the  natural 
aversion  of  man  from  labour,  giving  activity  to  indolence,  and  armed 
the  patient  hand  of  industry  with  zeal  to  undertake,  and  perseverance 
to  overcome,  the  most  irksome  and  disagreeable  tasks. 

Such  being  the  circumstances  under  which  society  is  placed,  the 
science  which  teaches  how  the  production  of  wealth  may  be  most 
effectually  promoted,  and  which  also  unfolds  the  principles  that  govern 
its  distribution,  must  certainly  deserve  to  be  carefully  studied  and 
meditated.  There  are  none  to  whom  it  can  be  considered  extrinsic  or 
superfluous.  Even  the  few  who,  having  inherited  ample  fortunes,  are 
exempted  from  any  necessity  of  attending  to  the  means  by  which  they 
may  be  further  augmented,  must  notwithstanding  feel  interested  in 
many  of  the  inquiries  pertaining  to  this  science.  All  of  them  involve 
considerations  deeply  affecting  the  well-being  of  numerous  individuals 
or  of  the  public. 


(2)  Throughout  this  memorable  day  Napoleon's  tactics,  which  had  so 
often  proved  terribly  effective  against  second-rate  troops,  were  foiled 
by  the  matchless  skill  of  Wellington,  and  the  heroic  steadiness  of  a 
part  of  his  army.  His  method  of  charging  in  dense  masses,  and  of 
launching  cavalry  to  seize  a  point  in  the  enemy's  centre,  was  useless 
against  the  British  and  Germans,  whose  deadly  fire  tore  columns  to 
pieces,  and  whose  serried  squares  defied  alike  lancer  and  cuirassier. 
8.  Q 
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On  tlic  other  hand,  the  tactics  of  Wellington,  and  the  heroism  of  a  part 

of  his  troops,  never  shone  with  more  conspicuous  lustre.     For  a  space 

of  nearly  six  hours  he  baffled  all  Napoleon's  attacks  without  the  aid  of 

a  single  Prussian,  and  with  not  more  than  one  half  of  his  army. 

Though  the  arrivskl  of  part  of  the  allied  force  gave  him  relief,  the  long 

delay  of  the  rest  of  the  Prussians,  and  the  desperate  energy  of  the 

French  commander,  exposed  him  to  a  tremendous  pressure  ;  yet  his 

squares  emerged  from  the  fiery  trial,  and  even  after  the  repulse  of  the 

Old  Guard  his  reserves  were  far  from  being  exhausted,  as  was  shown 

by  the  magnificent  advance  of  the  British  army  to  close  the  battle.    In 

fact,  though  he  never  would  have  risked  the  encounter  unless  assured 

of  the  support  of  the  Prussians,  and  though  no  one  can  doubt  that  the 

ruin  of  Napoleon  was  caused  by  their  co-operation,  it  is  very  probable 

that,  even  unaided,  the  Duke  would  have  kept  his  enemy  at  bay, 

notwithstanding  his  great  inferiority  in  strength  ;  and  it  is  certain 

that  the  skilfulness  of  his  manoeuvres,  and  the  wonderful  steadiness  of 

two  thirds  of  his  troops,  redressed  the  balance  which  wavered  for  a 

time  on  account  of  the    non-arrival  of  the  Prussians*      Napoleon 

himself,  though  hating  him  bitterly,  could  not  help  bearing  reluctant 

testimony  to  the  **  extraordinary  firmness  and  coolness  "  of  the  Duke, 

and  to  the  *'  unconquerable  tenacity  "  of  his  infantry.

The  partishion  of  there 
vallueble  bootey  razed  a  quarrell  among  them  ;  and  while  there  aten- 
shion  was  thus  ingaged,  she  seazed  the  opurtunity  of  makeing  her 
iscape  with  her  son  into  the  depths  of  the  forrist,  where  she  romed  for 
sura  tyrae,  exausted  with  fateag  and  hungar,  and  ovarwelmed  with 
tcrrour  86  aflicktion.  Wile  in  this  wretchid  condishion,  she  saw  a 
robar  aproche  with  his  nakid  sorde  ;  &  findeing  that  she  had  no  meens 
of  iscape,  she  suddanley  imbraiced  the  ressolution  of  trusteing  intyrely 
for  protccktion  to  his  gennarossity.  She  advanced  towords  him,  & 
prisenting  to  him  the  yuthfull  prinse,  exsclamed — "  Here,  my  friend,  I 
"  comitt  to  your  caire  the  saftey  of  your  king's  son."  The  man,  whos 
umnneity  <fe  gennarous  spirret  had  bin  obskured,  but  not  wholey  ex- 
stingueshcd,  struck  by  the  singalarrity  of  the  sercomstence,  &  cluunned 
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by  the  c.onfedanse  riposed  in  him,  vowed  not  only  to  abstane  from  all 
injerry  agenst  the  prinsess,  but  to  divote  hisself  intyrely  to  her  survice. 
By  his  ayde  she  rimaned  sum  tyme  consoeled  in  the  forrist,  and  was 
at  last  conduckted  to  the  see-coste,  whence  she  affected  her  flite 
into  Flandars.  She  past  thence  into  her  farther's  coart,  where  she 
livved  sevarel  yeeres  in  privesy  &  rityremant.  Her  husbend  was  not 
so  fortunet  or  not  so  dexstarous.  Sum  of  his  freinds  conyayed  him 
saifely  into  Lancasshire,  but  he  was  at  last  ditected,  deliyyared  up  to 
Edward,  &  throne  into  the  To  war.  The  saftey  of  his  purson  was 
oweing  less  to  the  magnannimaty  of  his  ennimys^  than  to  the  contemt 
they  entirtaned  for  his  curreje  &  his  carecktar. 


(2)  Gebralter  is  a  forteress  bilonging  to  Great  Britton,  in  the  suthern 
part  of  the  Spanish  pcnninsular,  ajoining  the  narowest  part  of  the 
straight  which  seperates  Urup  from  Affrika  and  coneckts  the  Atlantic 
with  the  Meddetirranian.  The  sittadel  stands  on  the  westarn  syde  of  a 
mountanous  prommontary,  which  progects  about  three  myles  into  the 
see.  The  nothem  exstrematy  of  this  rock,  frunting  the  low  narow  ismus 
which  coneckts  it  with  the  maneland,  is  perpindiculer,  and  wholely 
unaccessable.  The  eestam  and  suthern  sydes  are  steap  and  xuggid^ 
and  exstreamly  difucult  of  acsess,  so  as  to  rendar  any  atack  upon  them^ 
eyan  if  they  were  not  fortefyed,  next  to  impossable  ;  it  is  therfor  onely 
on  the  western  side,  where  the  rock  diclines  towards  the  see,  that  it 
can  eyyar  be  assay  led  with  the  sleigh  test  prospickt  of  sucsess.  Here 
howevar  the  strenth  of  the  artefishial  forteficashions  is  such,  that  the 
forteress  is  comonly  deamed  impregnible,  eyan  though  atacked  by  an 
ennimy  having  the  comand  of  the  see.  Vast  galerys  have  been  ex- 
scavvaited  in  the  sollid  rock,  and  mounted  with  hevvy  canon  :  &  com- 
lanecations  have  been  estabbleshed  bitween  the  differant  baterys  by 
passiges  cut  in  the  rock,  to  screan  the  difenders  from  the  fire  of  their 
asaylents.  In  fact  the  hole  surface  is  lyned  with  the  most  formedible 
baterys,  from  the  baise  to  the  summet ;  so  that,  if  proparly  vitalled 
and  garisoned,  the  plaice  may  be  said  to  be  impregnible. 

As  a  comurciel  station  Gebralter  is  of  considdareble  importence. 
Having  been  made  a  free  port  at  the  biginning  of  the  last  sentuary, 
subject  to  no  dutys  nor  restrictions,  it  surves  as  a  convenient  deppot 
for  Inglish  &  forrin  artecals  destyned  to  supply  the  naboring  provences. 
But  the  advantege  which  Great  Britton  derives  from  the  possession  of 
this  cellebratcd  forteress  is  almost  wholly  of  a  polliticle  carecktar.  It 
is,  as  it  were,  the  quay  of  the  Meddetirranean  ;  and  whyle  its  occu- 
pation gives  us  the  miens  of  efecktuelly  anoying  our  ennimys  in  war,  it 
afoards  equel  fecilaties  for  the  protecktion  of  our  comarce  and  shiping 
in  tyme  of  piece.

-  Antiochus  fled  to  Sardcs,  and  thence  to  Apamea,  the  same  night, 
hearing  that  Scleucus  had  gone  thither  before.  He  left  the  custody  of 
Sardes  and  the  castle  there  to  one  whom  he  thought  faithful ;  but  the 
townsmen  and  soldiers  were  so  dismayed  with  the  greatness  of  the 
overthrow,  that  one  roan's  faith  was  worth  nothing.  All  the  towns  in 
those  parts,  without  expecting  summons,  yielded  up  themselves  by 
ambassadors,  whom  they  sent  to  the  Romans  while  they  were  still  on 
the  way.  Neither  were  many  days  spent  ere  Antiochus'  ambassador 
was  in  the  camp  ;  having  none  other  errand  than  to  know  what  it 
would  please  the  Romans  to  impose  upon  the  King  his  master.  They 
required  no  more  than  they  had  lately  done,  which  was  that  he  should 
quite  abandon  his  dominions  on  this  side  of  Taurus.  For  their  charges 
in  this  war  they  required  fifteen  thousand  talents  ;  five  hundred  in 
hand,  two  thousand  and  five  hundred  when  the  Senate  and  people  of 
Rome  should  have  confirmed  the  peace,  and  the  other  twelve  thousand 
in  twelve  years  next  ensuing  by  even  portions.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  state,  for  the  information  of  the  Lords 
Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty,  that  an  application  has  been  made  to 
me,  as  Her  Majesty's  Procurator  General,  to  apply  to  the  Judge  of  the 
Court  of  Admiralty  to  condemn  a  latge  quantity  of  stores  captured  at 
Kertch  and  Yenikale  by  the  combined  forces  in  1855,  but  before  so 
doing  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  call  their  Lordships'  attention  to  the  subject 

The  follo\ving  extracts  from  a  Despatch  of  the  late  Admiral  Lyons, 
Commander-in-Chief,  detail  the  circumstances  of  the  operations  ;  dated, 
"Royal  Albert,"  Straits  of  Kertch,  26  May  1855  :— 

"  The  fleet,  which  consisted  of  Her  Majesty's  ships  named  in  the 
margin,  with  a  French  fleet  of  nearly  equal  force,  under  the  command 
of  my  very  gallant  and  energetic  collegue  Admiral  Bruat,  assembled 
off  the  Straits  of  Kertch,  at  early  dawn,  on  the  birthday  of  Her  most 
gracious  Majesty  the  Queen  ;  and  both  armies  and  navies  confidently 
anticipated  a  succesful  celebration  of  that  auspicious  day." 

"  The  fleets  steamed  rapidly  up  to  Kamiesh,  where  the  army  landed 
under  cover  of  the  guns  of  the  steam  frigates,  and  immediately  ascended 
the  heights  without  opposition  ;  whilst  the  steamers  of  light  draught 
^  pushed  on  towards  Kertch  and  Yenikale  ;  and  the  enemy,  apparently 
'  taken  by  surprise  at  the  rapidity  of  these  movements,  and  at  the 
imposing  appearance  of  the  expedition,  blew  up  their  fortifications  on 
both  sides  of  the  Straits,  mounting  not  less  than  50  guns  (new  and  of 
heavy  calibre),  which  have  fallen  into  our  possession  ;  and  retired  after 
having  destroyed  three  steamers  and  several  other  heavy  armed  vessels, 
as  well  as  a  large  quantity  of  provisions,  amunition,  and  stores,  thus 
leaving  us  masters  of  the  entrance  of  the  Sea  of  Azof,  without  having 
sustained  any  loss  whatsoever." 

"  Of  the  40  vessels  sunk  last  year  some  still  remain,  and  a  French 
steamer  touched  upon  one  of  them  yesterday.  It  appears  the  enemy 
did  not  succeed  in  destroying  all  the  coals,  either  at  Kertch  or  Yeni- 
kale, so  that  about  17,000  tons  remain,  which  will  be  available  for  our 
steamers." 

It  will  be  observed,  that  it  is  a  considerable  time  since  the  stores 
were  captured,  but  the  delay  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  supposition 
that  Her  Majesty's  Government  would  make  a  grant  in  lieu  of  prize 
money,  and  by  the  absence  of  some  of  the  officers  on  distant  stations, 
whose  evidence  it  was  necessary  to  obtain. 
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I  beg  to  suggest  that,  after  the  lapse  of  so  much  time,  the  most 
conveoient  mode  of  preceding  would  be  by  way  of  grant  from  the 
Crown,  instead  of  by  application  to  the  Prize  Court,  for  a  sentence  of 
condemnation  of  the  above  stores,  as  the  stores  thcmselyes  have  been 
aplied  to  the  public  service.

I  HATE  the  honour  to  state,  for  the  information  of  the  Lords  Com- 
missioners of  the  Admiralty,  that  an  application  has  been  made  to  me, 
as  Her  Majesty's  Procurator  General,  to  apply  to  the  Judge  of  the 
High  Court  of  Admiralty,  to  condemn  a  large  quantity  of  stores 
captured  at  Kertch  and  Yenikale  by  the  combined  forces  in  1855  ;  but 
before  so  doing,  I  feel  it  to  be  my  duty  to  call  their  Lordships*  attention 
to  the  subject. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  despatch  of  the  late  Admiral  Lyons, 
Commander-in-Chief,  detail  the  circumstances  of  the  operations,  dated 
"Royal  Albert"  Straits  of  Kertch,  26th  May  1855  :— 

'*  The  fleet,  which  consisted  of  Her  Majesty's  ships  named  in  the 
margin,  and  a  French  fleet  of  nearly  equal  force,  under  the  command  of 
my  very  gallant  and  energetic  colleague  Vice- Admiral  Bruat,  assembled 
off  the  Straits  of  Kertch,  at  early  dawn,  on  the  birthday  of  Her  most 
gracious  Majesty  the  Queen,  and  both  armies  and  navies  confidently 
anticipated  a  successful  celebration  of  that  auspicious  day." 

^'  The  fleets  steamed  rapidly  up  to  Kameish,  where  the  army  landed 
under  cover  of  the  guns  of  the  steam  frigates,  and  immediately  ascended 
the  heights  without  opposition,  whilst  the  steamers  of  light  draught  of 
water  pushed  on  towards  Kertch  and  Yenikale ;  and  the  enemy,  ap- 
parently taken  by  surprise  at  the  rapidity  of  these  movements,  and  at 
the  imposing  appearance  of  the  expedition,  blew  up  his  fortifications  on 
both  sides  of  the  Straits,  mounting  not  less  than  50  guns  (new  and  of 
heavy  calibre),  which  have  fallen  into  our  possession  ;  and  returned 
after  having  destroyed  three  steamers  and  several  other  heavily  armed 
vessels,  as  well  as  large  quantities  of  provisions,  ammunition,  and  stores, 
thus  leaving  us  masters  of  the  entrance  into  the  sea  of  Azo^  vnthont 
our  having  sustained  any  loss  whatever." 

'*  Of  the  40  vessels  sunk  last  year  some  still  remain,  and  a  French 
steamer  touched  upon  one  of  them  yesterday.  It  appears  the  enemy 
did  not  succeed  in  destroying  the  coals,  either  at  Kertch  or  Yenikale, 
so  that  about  17,000  tons  remain,  which  will  be  available  for  our 
steamers." 

It  will  be  observed,  that  a  considerable  time  since,  the  stores  were 
captured,  but  the  delay  is  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  supposition  that 
Her  Majesty's  Grovernment  would  make  a  grant  in  lieu  of  prize  money, 
and  the  absence  of  some  of  the  officers  on  distant  stations,  whose 
evidence  it  was  necessary  to  obtain. 
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I  beg  to  suggest  that,  after  the  lapse  of  so  much  tune,  the  most  con- 
yenient  mode  of  proceeding  would  be  by  way  of  grant  from  the  Crown, 
instead  of  by  application  to  the  Prize  Court  for  a  sentence  Of  condem- 
nation of  the  above  stores,  as  the  stores  themselves  have  been  applied 
to  the  public  service.

The  anxiety 
which  he  endured  during  his  long  pursuit  of  the  enemy  was  rather 
changed  in  its  direction,  than  diminished  by  their  defeat,  and  this 
constant  excitement,  added  to  the  effect  of  his  wound,  and  the  exertions 
which  he  made,  nearly  proved  fatal.  On  his  way  back  to  Italy  he  was 
seized  with  a  fever.  For  eighteen  hours  his  life  was  despaired  of; 
and  even  when  the  disorder  took  a  favourable  turn,  and  he  was  so  far 
restored  as  to  appear  again  on  deck,  he  himself  thought  that  his  end 
was  approaching  ;  such  was  the  weakness  to  which  the  fever  and 
coujzh  had  reduced  him.

This  good  man  had  a  great  desire  to  teach  his  neighbours  a  better 
system  of  gardening.  But  for  a  long  time  his  efforts  were  unsuccess- 
ful, because  the  people  showed  a  great  dislike  to  be  taught  in  such 
things  by  a  clergyman,  whose  life  had  been  spent  in  a  town  till  his 
arrival  among  them.

To  complete  their  misfortune,  our  gunner  let  fly  two  guns  at  them 
again  ;  where  he  hit  them  we  could  not  tell,  but  we  found  the  boat 
sinking,  and  some  men  already  in  the  water.  Upon  this,  I  immediatelj 
manned  out  our  boat  which  we  had  kept  close  by  our  side,  with  orders 
to  pick  up  some  of  the  men,  if  they  could,  and  save  them  from  drowning, 
and  immediately  to  come  on  board  with  them,  because  we  saw  that  tl^ 
rest  of  the  boats  began  to  come  up.

My  object  in  troubling  you  with  these  questions  is  to  ascertain  how  far  preparation  for 
these  examinations  can  be  combined  with  residence  at  Oxford,  and  the  attainment  of  a 
d^p'ee  at  the  University.  For  I  apprehend  that  in  many  cases  the  completion  of  the 
Oxford  course  will  be  or  great  advantage,  both  to  the  selected  candidates  themselves  and 
to  the  Civil  Service  of  India.

I  AM  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  thank  you  for  the  trouble  which 
jou  have  taken  in  distributing  the  r^pilations.    In  reply  to  your  questions  I  am  to  state — 

(1.)  That  all  candidates  selected  in  1861  are  required  to  attend  the  further  examination 
(if  next  year. 

(8.)  That  it  rests  with  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India  in  Council  to  decide  bow  long 
certificated  candidates  should  be  allowed  to  remain  in  this  dountry,  but  that  the  exigencies 
of  the  public  service  in  India  are  understood  to  be  so  great  as  to  render  it  important  that 
the  interval  should  be  as  short  as  possible.  The  candidates  for  whom  certificates  were 
|P«nted  this  year  were  intended  to  leave  "on  or  before  the  departure  of  the  second 
*'  steamer  in  September."  The  Commissioners  hope  that  in  returning  this  answer  they 
will  not  be  supposed  to  undervalue  the  advantages  which,  as  you  observe,  might  be 
expected  from  the  completion  of  the  Oxford  course  of  education.

I  OUGHT  long  ago  to  have  returned  my  best  thanks  to  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sioners, and  to  yourself,  for  vour  very  obliging  answers  to  my  inquiries  respecting  the 
time  at  which  candidates  for  India  selected  in  1861  must  pass  their  second  examination, 
and,  if  then  approved,  proceed  to  India.  But  I  wished  first  to  show  your  letter  to  some 
other  persons  in  Oxford,  anxious,  like  myself,  that  India  should  be  supplied  with  as 
many  civil  servants  as  possible  who  shall  have  received  the  best  education  which  the 
Universi^  can  give  them. 

This  will  of^en  be  defeated  by  your  present  regulations,  not,  indeed,  necessarily  of 
themselves,  but  because  candidates  will  be  anxious  to  pass  their  first  examination  at  a 
very  early  opportunity ;  and,  if  then  selected,  they  will  be  forced  prematureW  to  their 
second  examination,  and  their  consequent  departure  from  Bngland  presently  afterwards. 
They  will  have  acquired  some  knowledg^e,  no  doubt,  but  they  will  not  have  been  educated. 

Toe  exigencies  of  the  public  service  in  India  being  such  as  you  describe,  we  can,  of 
course,  say  nothing  against  the  present  system  now.  But  hereafter,  perhaps,  the  time 
may  come  when  you  may  probably  extend  the  limits  within  which  candidates  from  the 
unnrenities  may  be  admitted  both  to  the  first  and  to  the  second  examinations,  to  their 
own  benefit,  and  to  the  benefit  of  India.

sanction  any  general  extension  of  the  period  within  which  the  newly 
admitted  members  of  the  Indian  Civil  Service  must  proceed  to  their 
destination  ;  and  that  the  rule  under  which  they  are  required  to  leave 
this  country  within  three  months  from  the  date  of  their  certificates, 
will  accordingly  continue  in  force. 

With  regard  to  the  questions  raised  in  the  letters  of  Dr.  Hawkins, 
I  am  directed  to  observe  that  the  limit  of  age  within  which  candidates 
may  come  up  to  the  competitive  examination  was  fixed  with  the  objeet 
of  enabling  young  men  who  had  graduated  at  Oxford  and  Cambridge 
to  enter  into  the  competition  ;  and  the  Commissioners  will  remember 
that  the  rule  received  their  concurrence,  as  being  sufficient  for  the 
desired  end.  Sir  C.  Wood  sees  no  sufficient  reason  for  altering  the 
standard  of  age,  for  the  sake  of  meeting  the  case  of  those  young  men 
from  the  above  universities  who  may  wish  to  present  themselves  fiur 
examination,  before  they  have  obtained  their  degree  of  B.A.,  at  least 
without  a  more  lengthened  experience  of  the  arrangement,  as  it  now 
stands  ;  and  if,  as  appears  to  be  the  case,  from  the  concluding  para- 
graph of  your  letter,  any  difficulty  arises  from  the  particular  periods 
of  the  year  at  which  university  examinations  for  degrees,  and  the  exa- 
minations for  the  Indian  Civil  Service  respectively  are  held,  it  may  be 
a  subject  for  consideration,  whether  the  Civil  Service  examinatians 
might  not  be  held  at  a  season  which  would  be  more  free  from  objection.

8.  In  the  concluding  paragraph  of  the  same  letter  Mr.  Arbuthnot  has  suggested  that 
pr^is  writing  might  be  usefully  adopted  in  the  case  of  covenanted  as  well  as  of  uncote- 
nanted  civil  servants,  and  that  it  might  with  advantage  be  added  to  the  list  of  subjects 
prescribed  for  the  further  examination  in  which  the  successful  candidates  at  the  com- 
petitive examinations  for  appointment  to  the  Indian  Civil  Service  are  required  to  ps«/ 
before  leaving  England.  Tnis  suggestion  seems  deserving  of  attention,  and  we  beg  to 
recommend  it  for  your  consideration.  In  respect,  however,  to  those  who  have  already 
joined  the  service,  or  who  may  hereafter  join  it,  without  having  passed  an  examination  io 
precis  writing  in  England,  the  test  may  best  be  enforced  by  making  it  a  part  of  the  cov^ 
nanted  assistants'  examination  by  the  second  or  higher  standard.  The  Board  of  Examineis 
have  been  requested  to  arrange  accordingljr,  and  to  cause  due  notice  of  this  additionsi 
subject  of  examination  to  be  given  to  all  junior  civil  servants  who  have  not  yet  passed  by 
the  second  standard.

The  Commissioners  take  the  opportunity  of  adding,  with  reference 
to  their  letter  of  the  7th  ultimo,  that  although  the  selected  candidates 
have  not  been  formally  examined  in  precis  writing,  the  object  has  per- 
haps been  in  some  measure  attained  by  the  requirement  of  notes  of

"  charged,  and  how  these  facts  were  proved,  and  in  civil  cases  the 
'*  exact  points  in  issue,  with  the  bearing  of  the  evidence  upon  them.** 
Each  case  well  reported  and  analysed  may  be  considered  as  constitatiiig 
a  sort  of  precis,  and  the  number  required  (20)  may  perhaps  render  the 
exercise  a  sufficient  test  of  the  analytical  power  and  art  of  arrangement 
possessed  by  the  candidate.

neglect  of  these  gentlemen  in  not  properly  preparing  themselves  for 
their  examination,  by  not  allowing  them  the  grant  of  100/.  which 
is  given  to  the  selected  candidates  after  passing  the  further  exami- 
nation.   At  the  same  time,  Sir  Charles  Wood  would  be  glad  to  learn 
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the  opinion  of  the  Civil  Serrice  Commissioners  as  to  the  advisabilitj 
of  allowing  the  re-examination  of  candidates  who  may  be  rejected  at 
the  next  further  examination.

I  AM  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  acknowledge  a  second  trial 
the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  yesterday's  date  referring  to  questions  at  the  "fbrthei 
which  have  arisen  upon  the  recent  examination  of  candidates  selected  examinatioii" 
for  the  Civil  Service  of  India,  and  requesting  the  opinion  of  the  Civil  ^*  ^ti\g. 
Service  Commissioners  as  to  the  advisability  of  allowing  the  re-ex-  g^lected  candi- 
amination    of   candidates  who  may  be  rejected  at  the  next  further  (Utes. 
examination ;  and,  in  reply,  I   am   to  state  that  the  Civil   Service 
Commissioners  will  communicate  to  the  three  candidates  who  do  not 
show  marks  of  successful  vaccination  Sir  Charles  Wood's  desire  that 
they  should  be  vaccinated,  and  will  report  the  result. 

With  regard  to  the  candidates  who  have  failed  in  the  further  exami- 
nation of  diis  year,  I  am  to  state  that  the  Commissioners  propose,  in 
conformity  with  your  letter,  to  give  to  all  who  are  so  situated  the 
indulgence  of  a  second  trial,  requiring  them,  of  course,  to  comply  with 
the  instructions  issued  for  the  guidance  of  the  selected  candidates  of 
this  year.  They  will,  at  the  same  time,  communicate  Sir  C.  Wood's 
decision  as  to  the  100/.  conditionally  promised  to  selected  candidates. 

With  reference  to  the  concluding  portion  of  your  letter,  I  am'  to  state 
that,  taking  into  consideration  the  inconvenience  to  the  public  service 
occasioned  by  the  failure  of  selected  candidates,  the  Commissioners 
think  that  it  will  be  desirable  to  lay  down  a  general  rule  that  a  second 
trial  shall  not  in  future  be  allowed.  It  may  be  in  your  recollection,  that 
the  draft  regulations  sent  from  this  office  in  1858  were  framed  in  this 
sense,  but  subsequently  so  modified  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India 
as  to  allow  of  the  indulgence  hitherto  afforded. 

If  Sir  C.  Wood  should  approve  of  the  rule  now  proposed,  it  will  be 
desirable  that  the  earliest  notice  should  be  given  to  the  candidates  just 
selected,  and  the  Commissioners  will  communicate  with  them  accord- 
ingly.

In  reply  to  your  letter  dat^d  16th  August,  I  am  directed  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  India  in  Council  to  state,  for  the  information  of 
the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  that  it  is  not  intended  to  make  any 
alteration  in  the  existing  regulations  for  the  admission  of  candidatei 
into  the  Civil  Service  of  India  ;  but  with  reference  to  his  recent 
decision  on  the  subject  of  a  re-examination  of  the  ^*  selected  candidates" 
who  may  fail  to  pass  the  prescribed  ''  further  examination,**  he  thinks 
it  desirable,  in  order  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  misunderstanding, 
that  a  note,  in  the  following  words,  should  be  added  at  the  foot  of  the 
Paper : — 

**(4.)  Candidates  rejected  at  the  'further  examination'  of  1864  will 
'^  in  no  case  be  allowed  to  present  themselves  for  re-examination  in 
««  1865." 

Sir  Charles  Wood  will  not,  however,  be  in  a  position  to  state  the 
number  of  candidates  to  l)o  selected  in  July  1863  till  he  shall  have 
received  from  India  the  requisite  information  as  to  the  probable  reqoire- 
mcnts  of  the  several  presidencies.*

They 
presume  that  the  genuineness  of  the  document  is  not  doubtful,  ana 
although  they  do  not  know  whether  the  regulations  previously  existing 
arc  materially  altered  by  it,  they  take  advantage  of  its  appearance 
to  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the  Secretary  of  State  in  Council  the 
question  whether  any  modification  could  with  advantage  bo  made  in  the 
regulations  relating  to  the  examination  of  selected  candidates  in  Oriental 
languages  as  now  conducted  in  this  country. 

The  6th  of  the  rules  above  referred  to  states  that "  the  newly  appointed 
"  civil  servants  will  be  allotted  to  the  different  divisions  of  the  Presi- 
dency, in  such  pi*oportions  as  may  be  determined  from  time  to  time 
by  the  Government  of  India."

*  The  regolationi  for  1863,  as  here  settled,  are  printed  at  p.  382. 
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The  7th  provides  that  every  civil  servant  must  qualify  himself  for  Exanunttionof 
ibe  public  service  by  a  knowledge  of  two  languages,  according  to  the  •^l®^^  ctadi- 
prescribed  test ;  that  those  allotted  to  the  Lower  Provinces  must  qualify  ^*2«^  onen- 
in  Bengali  and  Oordoo ;  and  that  those  allotted  to  the  North-west  S^H^^ 

Provinces,  the  Punjaub,  and  Oude,  must  qualify  in  Persian  and  Hindi. 

Subsequent  rules  state  that  each  civil  servant  is  expected  to  pass 
the  test  of  qualification  in  one  language,  at  or  before  the  seventh 
general  monthly  examination,  and  in  a  second  language  at  or  before  the 
thirteenth  general  monthly  examination  after  his  arrival  in  India.  It  is 
fbrther  provided  that  a  civil  servant  failing  to  pass  the  test  in  two 
languages  within  18  months  from  the  date  of  the  first  monthly  examina- 
tion after  his  arrival  in  India,  allowance  being  made  for  duly  certified 
sickness,  will,  on  the  expiration  of  that  period,  be  finally  removed  from 
the  service. 

A  later  rule  (the  16th)  slates  that  the  first  language  in  which  a  civil 
servant  will  be  permitted  to  study  for  honours  is  the  vernacular  lan- 
guage of  the  greater  part  of  that  division  of  the  Presidency  to  which  he 
18  allotted  ;  that  is  to  say,  Bengali  for  the  Lower  Provinces,  and  Hindi 
or  Oordoo  for  the  North-west  Provinces,  the  Punjaub,  and  Oude. 

Such  being  the  rules  of  the  Indian  Grovemment,  as  far  as  it  is  neces- 
Miy  to  quote  them,  the  Commissioners  have  next  to  state  what  is  at 
present  done  to  prepare  the  candidates  in  this  country,  with  a  view  to 
diminishing  the  period  which  elapses  before  they  can  be  pronounced 
qualified  for  the  public  service  in  India. 

The  regulations  now  in  force  as  to  the  further  examination  of  selected 
candidates  were,  as  Sir  Charles  Wood  will  be  aware,  framed  shortly 
after  the  passing  of  the  Act  for  the  better  government  of  India.  In  the 
correspondence  which  then  passed,  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners 
referred  to  the  report  of  Lord  Macaulay's  Committee,  which  recom- 
mended that  every  probationer  should  acquire  in  this  country  an  ele- 
mentary knowledge  of  at  least  one  Indian  language,  and  they  were  also 
able  to  give  the  opinions  of  Sir  Charles  Trevelyan,  Professor  Max 
HtUler,  and  the  late  Professor  H.  H.  Wilson  to  the  same  effect. 

The  9th  regulation,  framed  in  accordance  with  these  opinions,  pro- 
vides that  '*  each  selected  candidate  may  take  up  for  examination  one  or 
**  two  of  the  languages  of  India,  and  that  if  he  names  one  only  he  must 
**  name  either  Sanskrit  or  a  vernacular  language  current  in  the  Presi- 
**  dency  which  he  has  selected."  Under  this  regulation,  the  vernacular 
languages  admissible  for  the  Bengal  Presidency  have  been  considered 
to  be  Hindustani  and  Bengali,  being  the  two  specified  in  Lord  Macaulay's 
report. 

These,  as  will  be  recollected,  are  the  languages  required  in  India  for 
the  Lower  Provinces,  and  a  candidate  allotted  to  t)ie  North-west  has  to 
acquire  two  others  (Hindi  and  Persian)  before  he  is  qualified  for  the 
public  service.  In  the  case,  therefore,  of  candidates  who,  after  passing 
in  Hindustani  or  Bengali,  are  allotted  to  the  North-west  Provinces,  it 
would  seem  that  a  certain  amount  of  labour,  though  not  thrown  away, 
has  been  employed  with  less  immediate  return  than  that  which  might 
have  been  obtained  if  it  had  been  otherwise  directed.  With  regard  to 
Hindi,  indeed,  the  Commissioners  believe,  on  the  authority  of  Professor 
Wilson,  who  was  good  enough  to  write  to  them  on  the  subject,  that  it 
bears  a  close  resemblance  to  Hindustani,  and  that  by  requiring,  as  they 
do,  a  knowledge  of  the  Nagari  character,  as  well  as  of  the  Talik  and 
Naskh,  they  in  fact  ensure  the  acquisition  of  a  good  deal  of  Hindi  by 
those  who  are  learning  Hindustani.  They  have  not  hitherto  required 
a  knowledge  of  the  distinguishing  peculiarities  of  Hindi. 

It  is  presumed,  however,  that  although  the  knowledge  of  Hindustani

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SsABiiiiation  of  must  be  so  great  an  assistance  to  those  who  are  to  be  examined  in 
■dMtod  etndi-  Hindi,  the  knowledge  of  Bengali  is  not  equally  useful  as  a  pdrepandioa 
^H^^j^'  either  for  Hindi  or  for  Persian.     Yet  from  the  16th  rule  above  quoted 
«»aga«g«'    j|.  ^ould  seem  that  for  the  Lower  Provinces  Bengali  is  considered  u 
even  more  important  than  Hindustani,  and  this  being  so,  it  would  of 
course  be  undesirable  to  exclude  it.     The  Commissioners  observe  that 
the  same  rule  places  Hindustani  on  a  level  with  Hindi  for  the  North- 
west Provinces. 

Assuming  tluit  the  allotment  of  candidates  must  remain  as  at  preaoit, 
and  that  the  languages  for  the  two  divisions  must  also  remain  the  aune. 
various  modifications  might  be  made  in  the  further  examination  to 
which  candidates  are  subjected  in  this  country,  in  order  to  make  it  cor- 
respond more  nearly  with  that  which  they  will  have  to  undergo  inln^ 
Thus,  for  example,  Persian  might  be  admitted ;  Hindi  might  be  reoog* 
nixed  as  a  distinct  language,  or  candidates  naming  two  languages  might 
be  required  to  take  Hindustani  or  Hindi  with  BcngalL  The  last-men- 
tioned alteration,  however,  would  tend  to  discourage  the  study  of 
Sanskrit,  and  it  would  bo  difficult,  by  any  alteration  which  can  be  made 
in  the  examination  here,  to  meet  the  uncertainty  which  at  present  exiBto 
as  to  the  destiuation  of  the  candidate  and  the  languages  in  which  he 
must  pass. 

The  Commissioners  submit  the  question  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  in  Council,  and  they  take  the  opportunity  of  inquiring 
whether  tlu>y  may  be  {KTmiited  to  reprint  the  rules  which  have  beet 
quotiKl,  and  to  circulate  them  for  the  information  of  candidates.  Thej 
])OHsest4,  of  course,  great  interest  for  the  selected  candidates,  who  are 
at  present  studying  in  this  country,  and  might  also  bo  read  with  advaa* 
tage  by  those  who  are  intending  to  become  candidates  hereafter.

Referring  to  my  letter  of  the  10th  ultimo,  relative  to  the  exuni- 
nation  of  candidates  selected  for  the  Civil  Service  of  India^  in  Qrientd 
languages  ; 

I  am  directed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  state  that  sinee 
their  letter  was  written,  a  book  published  in  1860  by  Dr.  Lees,  Secre- 
tary to  the  Board  of  Examiners  at  Fort  William,  has  been  brou^t  to 
their  notice.  The  book,  which  is  entitled  "  A  Guide  to  the  Exami- 
"  nations  at  the  College  of  Fort  William,"  contains  an  "  extract  £poa 
**  the  proceedings  of  the  Right  Honourable  the  Governor  General  of 
"  India  in  Council,  under  date  the  5th  April  1857  ;"  but  it  would 
appear  that  the  last  figure  is  a  misprint,  and  that  the  correct  date  is 
1859.  As  it  was  ordered  that  the  resolution  given  in  the  extract 
should  l)e  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India,  the  Commis- 
sioners do  not  state  at  length  the  rule  which  it  established  for  the 
allotment  of  Civil  Servants  to  the  two  divisions  of  the  Presidency. 
They  think  it  worth  referring  to,  l>ecause  it  had  been  supposed  thst 
the  allotment  was  left  to  the  Government  of  India,  to  be  exercised  at 
their  discretion,  and  with  special  regard  to  the  fitness,  &c.,  of  individual 
candidates  ;  whereas  from  the  Resolution  it  would  ap|>ear  that  the 
object  of  the  Indian  Government  was  to  effect  tlie  allotmeot 
"  mechanically." 

It  is  of  course  possible  that  the  rule  may  have  been  abandoned  ;  bnt 
if  the  feeling  of  the  Indian  Government  be  the  same  as  in  185^  it

would  seem  that  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  permitting  candidates  Ezaminatiiatf 
k>  choose  between  the  divisions  of  the  presidency  of  Bengal  according  Jf**®*?^  Sjf" 
to  their  order  in  the  first  examination,  as  they  at  present  choose  be-  SjUw^*!^* 
tween  the  Presidencies  of  India.     The  question  is  of  importance,  so  '^'" 

tar  as  the  examinations  conducted  at  this  office  arc  concerned,  if  it  be 
thought  right,  as  at  present,  to  require  for  the  North-west  Provinces, 
&C.9  languages  diffi^rent  from  those  required  for  the  Lower  Provinces. 
It  most,  in  that  case,  be  desirable  to  give  a  different  direction  to  the 
studies  of  candidates  from  the  beginning.

I  AX  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India  in  Council  to 
acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  dated  10th  ultimo,  relative  to 
the  languages  in  which,  under  existing  rules,  the  junior  civil  servants 
are  required  to  pass  before  entering  on  the  discharge  of  official  duties, 
and  to  the  question  whether  any  alteration  should  be  made  in  the  lan- 
guages studied  in  this  country,  under  the  regulations  of  the  Civil 
Service  Commissioners,  in  order  to  bring  the  system  more  into  harmony 
with  the  arrangements  in  Bengal. 

In  reply  I  am  to  state,  for  the  information  of  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
missioners, that  the  rules  relating  to  the  examination  of  the  junior 
ciril  servants  in  Bengal,  recently  republished  under  the  authority  of 
the  Gk>vernment  of  India,  are  substantially  the  same  as  have  been  in 
operation  for  several  years  past,  and  that  no  alteration  whatever  has 
been  made  as  respects  the  languages  of  study. 

Sir  Charles  Wood  is  led  to  infer,  from  the  absence  of  any  representa- 
tion on  the  subject  from  the  Grovernment  of  India,  that  little  practical 
inconvenience  has  resulted  from  the  discrepancy  pointed  out  by  the 
Commissioners  between  the  languages  prescribed  in  this  country  for 
the  selected  candidates  destined  for  Bengal,  and  those  in  wliich  the 
**  Toong  Bengal "  civilians  are  required  to  pass  for  service  iu  the 
sereral  divisions  of  territory  among  which  they  are  apportioned  in 
India ;  and  this  inference  is  confirmed  by  the  fact  that,  taking  the 
arerage  of  the  years  I808,  1859,  and  1861,  the  period  occupied  by  the 
elTilians  assigned  to  the  North-west  Provinces,  the  Punjaub,  and  Oude 
in  passing  in  Persian  and  Hindi,  very  little  exceeds  that  in  which  the 
Bttigal  civilians  passed  their  examinations  in  Oordoo  and  Bengali,  in 
one  at  least  of  which  languages  the  great  proportion  of  them  had 
received  some  instruction  in  this  country. 

It  is,  however,  undoubtedly  desirable  to  facilitate  as  much  as  possible 
the  acquisition  by  the  young  civilians  of  the  languages  in  which  they 
will  have  to  pass  previous  to  their  admission  to  public  duties  in  India, 
and  with  this  view  Sir  Charles  Wood  has  caused  a  copy  of  your  letter 
to  he  forwarded  to  the  Government  of  India,  for  their  opinion  as  to  the 
steps  which  should  be  taken  in  furtherance  of  the  object  proposed  by 
the  Commissioners  to  bring  more  into  harmony  the  arrangements  under 
which  the  study  of  the  native  languages  is  pursued  by  the  Bengal 
ciTilians  in  this  country  and  in  India. 

Sir  Charles  Wood  has  suggested,  for  the  consideration  of  the  Go- 
Tomment  of  India,  whether  any  change  is  desirable  in  the  languages 
prescribed  for  the  young  civil  servants  in  India,  and  cspeciully  whether 
it  is  advisable  still  to  require  a  knowledge  of  Persian  from  the  civilians 
assigned  to  the  several  divisions  of  territory  in  Upper  India.  He 
hopes  that  no  long  time  will- elapse  before  he  is  able  to  communicate  to

This  despatch  has  not  yet  been  published,  but,  as  it  contuned 
definite  instructions  to  the  Government  of  India,  Sir  Charles  Wood 
considers  that  it  would  be  desirable  that  the  new  arrangement  should 
be  made  known  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners. 

The  same  despatch  transmitted  to  India  a  revised  set  of  rules  for 
furlough  and  leave  of  absence  on  medical  certificate,  but  as  the  opinioii 
of  the  Government  of  India  was  invited  on  the  proposed  alterations,  it 
would  perhaps  be  most  expedient  only  to  state  that  the  rules  in  qnee* 
tion  are  under  revision.*

When  Caesar  was  passing  through  a  little  obscure  town  on  the  Alps, 
one  of  his  friends  laughed  and  said,  that  surely  in  such  a  very  sniall 
village  no  one  would  be  caring  in  the  least  degree  about  rank  or  great- 
ness ;  but  Caesar  replied,  '*  I  would  much  ratiber  be  the  greatest  man 
'<  in  this  little  place,  than  the  second  man  in  Rome  I" 

Caesar  sometimes  sacrificed  his  own  comforts  for  other  people.  On 
one  occasion  when  an  attendant  of  his  was  taken  ill,  he  ordered  him  to 
be  put  in  the  only  bed  which  the  house  afforded,  so  that  there  was  none 
left  for  him  to  sleep  on  that  night.  On  another  day  ho  showed  great 
attention  to  the  feelings  of  others  ;  for  he  was  dining  at  a  house,  and 
the  servants  had  put  lamp  oil  instead  of  sweet  oil  into  the  dishes  ;  but 
he  forbade  his  friends  to  mention  the  mistake  to  the  master  of  the 
house^  because  it  would  have  distressed  their  host  very  much.— - 
Catherine  Sinclair's  Lives  of  the  Cmsars. 

The  state  of  affairs  which  ensued  upon  the  French  victory  at 
Wandiwash,  in  September  1768,  was  on  the  whole  unfavourable  to 
France.  A  signal  victory  was  gained  without  producing  any  moral 
influence  among  the  natives  in  favour  of  the  French,  for  it  was  mainly 
to  the  valour  of  Lally's  corps  that  the  triumph  was  attributable,  and 
the  natives  could  not  see  any  difference  between  Irishmen  and  English- 
men, and  supposed  that  Lally's  people  were  influenced  by  no  principle 
in  serving  the  French,  but  were  mere  mercenary  soldiers  who  ought  to 
have  been  on  the  other  side.  The  natives  did  not  fail  to  observe  that, 
whenever  the  French  and  English  met,  unless  the  soldiers  of  Lally  bore 
the  brunt  of  the  battle,  the  French  were  beaten;  so  that  the  English  got 
the  moral  credit  of  the  heroism  of  Lally's  soldiers,  and  although  they 
were  defeated,  still  it  was  a  battle  lost  to  their  own  countrymen,  and 
in  the  opinion  of  the  natives  redounded  to  English  honour.  The  feeling 
became  general  throughout  the  Camatic,  and  in  other  portions  of  the 
Deccan  was  rapidly  making  progress,  that  the  French,  however  in- 
vincible to  natives,  were  not  as  good  soldiers  as  the  British,  and  must 
finally  give  place  to  them.  In  various  ways  such  a  feeling  proved  dis- 
advantf^eons  to  the  French,  depriving  them  of  native  support  K  the 
French  lost  a  battle,  the  English  of  course  got  the  glory;  if  the  French 
won  one  where  the  Irish  brigade  formed  part  of  their  army,  the  victory 
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icu  attributed  to  the  brigade,  and  the  Bdtish 
although  they  experienced  repulse.  The  B'rem 
and  lost  moral  power  day  by  day.

We  will  speak  of  nobility,  first  as  a  portion  of  an  estate,  then,  as  a 
condition  of  particular  persons.  As  to  nobility  in  particular  persons  : 
it  is  a  reverend  thing  to  sec  an  ancient  castle  or  building  not  in  decay  ; 
or  to  see  a  fair  timber  tree  sound  and  perfect ;  how  much  more  to 
behold  an  ancient  noble  family,  which  hath  stood  against  the  waves 
and  weathers  of  time  ?  For  new  nobility  is  but  the  act  of  power,  but 
ancient  nobility  is  the  act  of  time.  Those  that  are  first  raised  to 
nobility  are  commonly  more  virtuous,  but  less  innocent,  than  their 
descendants,  for  there  is  rarely  any  rising  but  by  a  commixture  of 
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good  and  evil  arts.  But  it  is  reason^  the  memory  of  their  virtues 
remain  to  their  posterity,  and  their  faults  die  with  themselves. 
Nobility  of  birth  commonly  abateth  industry  ;  and  he  that  is  not 
industriou-s  envicth  him  that  is.  Besides,  noble  persons  cannot  go 
much  higher,  and  he  that  standeth  at  a  stay  when  others  rise  can  hardly 
avoid  motives  of  envy.  On  the  other  side,  nobility  extinguisheth  the 
passive  envy  from  others  towards  them,  because  they  are  in  possession 
of  honour.  Certainly,  kings  that  have  able  men  of  their  nobility  shall 
find  ease  in  employing  them,  and  a  better  slide  into  their  business  ;  for 
people  naturally  bend  to  them,  as  born  in  some  sort  to  command.

We  declare  it  to  be  our  Royal  will  and  pleasure  that  none  be  in  any- 
wise favoured,  none  molested  or  disquieted,  by  reason  of  their  religious 
faith  or  observances,  but  that  all  shall  alike  enjoy  the  equal  and 
impartial  protection  of  the  law  ;  and  we  do  strictly  charge  and  enjoin 
all  those  who  may  be  in  authority  under  us,  that  they  abstain  from  all 
interference  with  the  religious  belief  or  worship  of  any  of  our  subjects, 
on  pain  of  our  highest  displeasure. 

''And  it  is  our  further  will,  that,  so  far  as  may  be,  our  subjects,  of 
whatever  race  or  creed,  be  freely  and  impartially  admitted  to  offices 
in  our  service,  the  duties  of  which  they  may  be  qualified,  by  their 
education,  ability,  and  integrity,  duly  to  (Hscharge."

Now  one  of  them  went  and  brought 
him  a  platter  of  honey  and  two  barley  cakes,  and  he  ate  a  little  ;  so 
they  sat  about  him  until  the  sun  rose,  and  they  departed  to  their 
employments,  and  he  ceased  not  to  be  in  this  state  for  a  whole  month. 
Now  they  wept  over  him,  and  took  counsel  upon  his  matter  among 
themselves,  so  they  settled  that  they  should  remove  him  to  the  lazar 
house  which  is  in  Baghdad.  While  he  was  in  this  state,  behold,  two 
women,  wretched  beggars,  came  in  to  him,  and  these  were  his  mother 
and  sister,  but  he  knew  them  not^  and  yet  he  gave  them  the  bread 
which  was  in  his  hand.

4.  Sift  carefully  the  following  assertions,  explaining  the  errors  (if  any) 

involved  in  them  : — 

(a)  Without  consiimers  there  would  be  no  producers,  therefore 

the  spending  classes  are  as  important  to  the  wealth  of  a  country 

as  the  producing  classes. 
(Jb)  Cost  does  not  depend  on  rent,  except  in  case  of  monopolies  ; 

hence,  if  rent  rises  rapidly,  it  does  not  follow  that  the  cost  of 

labour  is  increased, 
(c)  As  the  foreign  merchants  divide  the  profit  of  our  foreign 

trade,  the  gain  of  a  free-trade  policy  goes  to  the  exporters,  not 

to  the  people.

1 1 .  Explain  the  general  advantages  of  division  of  labour  in  tbe  widest 

sense,  and  its  bearing  on  the  economy  of  capital. 

12.  Why  is  it  better  for  England  to  tax  the  import  of  tea  and  sugar 

and  wine  than  of  grain  or  iron  or  cotton  manufactures  ?  What 
is  the  economical  objection  to  differential  duties  ?

EXTRACT  FROM  ACT  op  21  &  22  Vict.  c.  106.    (An  Act  fob  the 

BETTER  Government  of  India.) 

Section  XXXII.  With  all  convenient  speed  after  the  passing  of  this 
Act,  regulations  shall  be  made  by  the  Secretary  of  State  in  Council,  with 
the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  Commissioners  for  the  time  being 
acting  in  execution  of  Her  Majesty's  Order  in  Council  of  21  st  May 
1855,  "  for  regulating  the  admission  of  persons  to  the  Civil  Service  of 
"  the  Crown,"  for  admitting  all  persons  being  natural-bom  subjects  of 
Her  Majesty  (and  of  such  age  and  qualification  as  may  be  prescribed  in 
this  behalf)  who  may  be  desirous  of  becoming  candidates  for  appoint- 
ment to  the  Civil  Service  of  India  to  be  examined  as  candidates  accord- 
ingly, and  for  prescribing  the  branches  of  knowledge  in  which  such 
candidates  shall  be  examined,  and  generally  for  regulating  and  con- 
ducting such  examinations  under  the  superintendence  of  the  said  last- 
mentioned  Commissioners,  or  of  the  persons  for  the  time  being  entrusted 
with  the  carrying  out  of  such  regulations  as  may  be  from  time  to  time 
established  by  Her  Majesty  for  examination,  certificate,  or  other  test  of 
fitness  in  relation  to  appointments  to  junior  situations  in  the  Civil 
Service  of  the  Crown,  and  the  candidates  who  may  be  certified  by  the 
said  Commissioners  or  other  persons  as  aforesaid  to  be  entitled  under 
such  regulations  shall  be  recommended  for  appointment  according  to 
the  order  of  their  proficiency,  as  shown  by  such  examinations,  and  such 
persons  only  as  shall  have  been  so  certified  as  aforesaid  shall  be  appointed 
or  admitted  to  the  Civil  Service  of  India  by  the  Secretary  of  State  in 
Council :  Provided  always,  that  all  regulations  to  be  made  by  the  said 
Secretary  of  State  in  Council  under  this  Act  shall  be  laid  before  Par- 
liament within  fourteen  days  after  the  making  thereof,  if  Parliament  be 
sitting,  and  if  Parliament  be  not  sitting,  then  within  fourteen  days  after 
the  next  meeting  thereof. 


II. 
REGULATIONS. 

1.  In  June  or  July  1863,  an  examination  of  candidates  will  be  held  in 

London.  Not  less  than  sixty  Candidates  will  be  selected,  if  so 
many  shall  be  found  duly  qualified.     Of  these,  will  be  se- 

lected for  the  Presidency  of  Bengal,  for  that  of  Madras, 

and  for  that  of  Bombay.*     Notice  will  hereafter  be  given 

of  the  days  and  place  of  examination. 

2.  Any  natural-born  subject  of  Her  Majesty,  who  shall  be  desirous  of 

entering  the  Civil  Service  of  India,  will  be  entitled  to  be  exa- 
mined at  such  examination,  provided  he  shall,  on  or  before  the  Ist 
May  1863,  have  transmitted  to  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners, 
Dean's  Yard,  London,  S.W. — 

(a)  A  certificate  of  his  birth,  showing  that  his  age  on 
the  1st  May  1863  will  be  above  eighteen  years  and  under 
twenty- two  years  ; 

(b)  A  certificate  signed  by  a  physician  or  surgeon,  of 
his  having  no  disease,  constitutional  afiection,  or  bodily 
infirmity,  unfitting  him  for  the  Civil  Service  of  India; 

(c)  Satisfactory  proof  of  good  iftoral  character ; 

♦  The  exact  number  of  appointments  to  be  made,  and  the  number  in  each  l^resi- 
dency,  v  ill  be  announced  hereafter. 
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(<f)  A  statement  of  those  of  the  branches  of  knowledge 
herein-after  enumerated  in  which  he  desires  to  bo 
examined. 

3.  In  an  J  case  in  which  a  doubt  may  arise  as  to  the  eligibility  of  a 

candidate  in  respect  of  age,  health,  or  character,  such  inquiries 
as  may  be  necessary  will  be  instituted  by  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
missioners. 

4.  The  examination  will  take  place  only  in  the  following  branches  of

12.  The  seniority  in  the  Civil  Service  of  India  of  the  selected  candi- 
dates shall  be  determined  according  to  the  order  in  which  tbey 
stand  on  the  list  resulting  from  the  further  examination. 

13.  No  person  will,  even  after  passing  the  further  examination,  be 

allowed  to  proceed  to  India  unless  he  shall  comply  with  the 
regulations  in  force  at  the  time  for  the  Civil  Service  of  India, 
and  shall  be  of  sound  bodily  health  and  good  moral  character. — 
The  Civil  Service  Commissioners  will  require  such  further 
evidence  on  these  points  as  they  may  deem  necessary  before 
granting  their  Certificate  of  Qualification. 

14.  Applications  from  persons  desirous  to  be  admitted  as  candidates 
are  to  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary  to  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
missioners, Dean's  Yard,  London,  S.W. 


Note. — (1.)  All  persons  appointed  to  the  Civil  Service  will  be 
required  to  attend  at  the  India  Office,  to  make  the  necessary 
arrangements  for  entering  into  covenant,  and  for  giving  a  bond 
for  1,0001.,  jointly  with  two  sureties,  for  the  due  fulfilment  of  the 
same.  The  stamps  payable  by  civilians  on  their  appointment 
amount  to  3/.  lOs. 

(2.)  The  Secretary  of  State  for  India  in  Council  has 
authorized  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  to  state  that,  with 
the  view  of  meeting  the  expenses  to  be  incurred  by  selected 
candidates  during  the  interval  which  must  elapse  before  they 
can  proceed  to  India,  it  is  his  intention  to  allow  the  sum  oflQOh 
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to  each  selected  candidate  who  shall  have  passed  the  further 
examination  in  1864  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioners^ 
and  shall  have  complied  with  such  rules  as  may  he  laid  down  for 
the  guidance  of  selected  candidates, 

(3.)  Candidates  are  at  liberty  to  send  in  their  names  and  evi" 
dence  of  age  as  soon  as  they  thinh  fit  to  do  so;  hut  evidence  of 
health  and  character  must  bear  date  not  earlier  than  the  Isi 
March  1863. 

(4.)  Candidates  rejected  at  the  further  examination  of  1864 
will  in  no  case  be  allowed  to  present  themselves  for  re-examina' 
Hon  in  1865.

Regulation  1 1  provides  that  a  competent  knowledge  of  the  subject 
specified  in  Regulation  9  shall  be  required. 

It  is  expected  that  the  selected  candidates  will  at  once  begin  to  pre- 
pare for  their  further  examination.  They  will  remember  that  fliey 
have  been  selected  on  the  ground  of  superior  proficiency  in  subjects 
which  (with  the  exception  of  Arabic  and  Sanskrit)  are  included  within 
the  ordinary  range  of  English  education.  The  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sioners believe  that  no  better  presumptive  evidence  of  fitness  can  be 
obtained  ;  but  it  must  rest  with  the  candidates  themselves  to  give  more 
conclusive  evidence,  by  showing  aptitude  for  acquiring  the  special 
knowledge  necessary  for  them  in  the  positions  which  they  hope  to  gain. 
It  is  not  improbable  that  they  will  in  some  cases  be  reluctant  to  give 
up  the  pursuit  of  university  distinction,  but,  if  well  advised,  they  will 
at  once  lay  aside  other  subjects  in  order  that  they  may  devote  them- 
selves the  more  assiduously  to  those  in  which  they  wUl  be  examined.

It  should  be  distinctly  understood  that  in  the  farther  exammation  the 
requirements  of  universities  or  colleges  will  not  be  regarded  as  afibrd- 
iug  an  excuse  for  imperfect  preparation.  Each  candidate,  in  choosing 
his  place  of  residence  for  the  year,  should  carefully  consider  what  facili- 
ties will  be  afforded  him  for  the  prosecution  of  his  studies. 

The  following  instructions  relate  to  the  several  subjects  of  the  further 
examination.  Of  these,  the  tirst  and  third  (Language  and  Law)  are 
regarded  as  the  most  important. 

L  Language. 

The  Vernacular  languages  considered  admissible  for  the  several  Pre- 
sidencies (Sanskrit  being  admissible  for  all)  are  the  following  : —

Ever}'  selected  candidate  must  pass  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commis- 
sioners in  Sanskrit^  or  in  a  Vernacular  of  his  Presidency,  but,  subject  to 
this  requirement,  he  may  obtain  marks  for  any  one,  or  any  two,  of  the 
above-mentioned  languages.  Other  Oriental  languages  may,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  be  taken  up  as  extra  sub- 
jects, but  no  marks  will  be  given  in  respect  of  them. 

Candidates  selecting  Hindustani  will  be  expected  to  be  able  to  read 
l)0th  the  Talik  or  written  character,  and  the  Naskh  or  printed  character, 
and  also  the  Devanagari  character,  but  they  will  not  be  further  ex- 
amined in  the  distinguishing  peculiarities  of  Hindi. 

It  is  probable  that  in  the  course  of  the  examination  candidates 
will  be  required  to  read  original  letters  or  oiRcial  papers  in  the  written 
character,  and  it  is  considered  most  important  that  they  should  be  able 
to  do  so  with  facility. 

Whatever  may  be  the  language  selected,  candidates  will  be  required 
to  be  able  to  translate  passages  of  moderate  difficulty,  and  to  answer 
grammatical  questions. 

2.  History  and  Geography  of  India. 

Candidates  well  acquainted  with  the  outlines  of  the  History  of  India, 
will  be  considered  as  having  reached  the  minimum  ;  but  those  who  wish 
to  attain  a  good  knowledge  of  the  subject  should  study  "  Mill's  History 
of  British  India,"  edited  and  continued  by  Professor  Wilson  ;  Orme's 
and  Eli)hin8tone's  Histories,  and  Kaye's  "Afghan  War." 

For  the  Geography  of  India,  Thornton's  Gazetteer  may  be  used, 
with  good  maps. 

3.  Law, 

(a)  In  order  to  prepare  themselves  for  examination  in  "  The 
General  Principles  of  Jurisprudence,"  candidates  should 
study  the  following  works  : — 

(1.)  "The  Institutes  of  Justinian,"  edited  by  Mr.  Sandars. 
(2.)  Traites  de  Legislation,  Civile  et  P^nale  ;  ouvrage 
extrait  des  manuscrits  de  M.^J^remie  Bentham, 
par  fit.  Dumont.  (Londres,  Taylor  et  Francis, 
Red  Lion-court,  Fleet-street.) 
(3.)  Blackstone's  Commentaries,  Vol.  L,  containing  the 
"  Introduction  "  and  the  "  Rights  of  Persons." 
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(b)  The   elements  of  Hindu  and  Mohamedan  law  may  be  learned 

from  Professor  Wilson's  edition  of  M*Naghten's  lYeatises. 
(London,  Williams  and  Norgate,  Henrietta  Street,  Covent 
Garden.) 

(c)  It  is  required  that  each  candidate  shall,  before   the  end  of 

January  next,  send  in  notes  of  at  least  ten  cases  heard  by 
himself  in  a  court  of  justice,  and  that  the  same  number  be 
again  sent  in  at  the  close  of  April.  The  following  instruc- 
tions should  be  attended  to  : 

(1.)  Candidates  are  to  select  exclusively  cases  tried 
before  juries,  or  in  courts  presided  over  by  bar- 
risters : 

(2.)  The  notes  should  contain  the  title  of  the  court,  the 
names  of  the  judge  and  of  the  parties,  and  the 
place  and  time  of  trial.  They  should  also  state 
clearly  and  concisely  the  substance  of  the  evidence 
given,  the  objections  made  to  evidence,  whether 
oral  or  documentary,  the  points,  if  any,  on  which 
a  conflict  of  evidence  has  arisen,  the  arguments 
of  counsel,  the  view  taken  by  the  judge,  and  the 
ultimate  result,  with  any  other  details  which  may 
appear  worthy  of  notice  : 

(3.)  In  addition  to  the  more  extended  report  a  very 
short  analytical  statement  of  each  case  is  to  be 
given,  showing,  in  criminal  cases  the  facts  neces- 
sary to  constitute  the  offence  charged,  and  how 
those  facts  were  proved,  and,  in  civil  cases,  the 
exact  points  in  issue,  with  the  beariug  of  the 
evidence  upon  them  : 

(4.)  Each  candidate  is  to  append  to  his  notes  a  declara- 
tion that  they  are  bona  fide  his  own  composition, 
and  have  been  derived  from  personal  at  tendance 
in  court : 

(5.)  Foolscap  paper  is  to  be  used,  with  a  margin  ;  and 
attention  must  be  paid  to  handwriting,  which 
should  be  clear  and  large : 

(6.)  Questions  upon  the  notes  sent  in  will  be  asked  in  the 
viva  voce  portion  of  the  examination  of  July, 
and  such  proportion  of  the  marks  assigned  by  the 
regulations  to  legal  subjects  as  may  be  thought 
adequate  will  be  allotted  to  them. 

With  reference  to  the  preceding  instructions,  the  Civil  Service 
Commissioners  wish  to  state  explicity  that  they  do  not  expect 
that  candidates  will  obtain  by  an  attendance  on  courts  of  justice 
such  as  that  required,  any  great  knowledge  of  law,  or  of  the 
technicalities  of  legal  practice.  Candidates  will,  therefore,  do 
well  to  avoid,  rather  than  to  select,  cases  which  involve  abstruse 
legal  questions,  difficulties  on  the  coneJtruction  of  statutes,  &c.  ; 
cases  of  assault,  debt,  theft,  &c.  are  most  likely  (at  least  until 
some  familiarity  with  legal  proceedings  has  been  acquired)  to 
give  clear  ideas  as  to  the  way  in  which  a  trial  is  con«lucted  ; 
and  this,  it  should  be  understood,  is  the  real  object  in  vit-w. 

The  Commissioners  will,  if  applied  to,  endeavour  to  facili- 
tate the  admission  of  candidates  to  those  courts  of  justice  in 
which  any  special  arrangement  for  their  accommodation  can  be 
made. 
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(d)  The  Commissioners  consider  it  also  important  that  candidates 
should  acquire  in  this  country  an  elementarj  acqaaintance 
with  the  mode  in  which  law  is  administered  in  India. 
The  following  books,  &c.,  are  to  be  studied  :— * 

(1.)  Certain  portions  of  the  "  First  Report  of  Commis- 
sioners on  Indian   Law   Reform,**  presented  in 
1856.     These  have  been  reprinted  and  will  be 
delivered  to  candidates. 
(2.)  The  Royal  Charter,  granted  under  the  Act  24  &  25 
Vict.   c.    104.,  for   establishing   High   Courts  of 
Judicature  in  India,  with  the  despatch  from  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  India  relating  to  it.     Copies 
will  be  delivered  to  candidates. 
(3.)  "  The  new  Procedure  of  the  Civil  Courts  in  India 
not  established  by  Royal  Charter,"    by  William 
Macpherson,  Esq.  (London,  R.  C.  Le  Page  &  Co., 
1,  Whitefriars-street,  Fleetstreet)      By  §  37.  of 
the  above-mentioned  Charter  this  Code  of  Pro- 
cedure  has   been   extended  to   the  High  Court. 
Mr.  Macpherson  permits  candidates  to  purchase 
this  work  at  the  trade  price,  but  those  who  desire 
to  avail  themselves  of  this  privilege  must  make 
a  direct  application  to  the  publishers. 
(4.)  "  The  Indian  Penal  Code,  with  Notes,  by  Messrs. 
Morgan    and    A.    G.    Macpherson,"     (London, 
G.  C.  Hay  &  Co.,  2,  Crescent  Place,  Blackftiars.) 
Messrs.  Morgan  and  A.  G.  Macpherson  give  the 
permission  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section. 
(5.)  The  Act  of  the  Indian  Legislature  "For  simplifying 
the  Procedure  of  the  Courts  of  Criminal  Judi- 
cature   not     established     by     Royal     Charter.** 
This  may  be  obtained  from  Messrs.  Allen  (13, 
Waterloo  Place,  London). 
Candidates  will  be  examined  in  the  several  books,  &c.  men- 
tioned under  this  head,  and  such  marks  as  may  be  given  will  be 
included  in  the  general  total. 

It  is  not  to  Ik?  doubted  that  in  preparing  for  the  further 
examination  candidates  who  have  obtained  the  assistance  of 
qualified  instructors  will  have  a  great  advantage  over  those  who 
have  studied  alone,  but  the  Commissioners  do  not  lay  dojvn  any 
positive  Rule  upon  the  subject.  They  content  themselves  with 
pressing  upon  the  attention  of  candidates  the  judgment  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  India,  who  has  said,  when  speaking  of 
the  attainments  which  Indian  Civil  Servants  should  possess, — 
"No  qualification  is  so  necessary  to  them,  whether  they  be 
"  employed  in  the  judicial  branch  of  the  service,  or  in  the 
"  combined  duties  of  collector  and  magistrate,  as  a  thorough 
"  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  law  combined  with  practical 
"  acquaintance  with  the  mode  of  conducting  civil  and  criminal 
"  suits:' 

4.  Political  Economy.

EXTRACTS  FROM  LETTERS  RECEIVED  FROM  THE 

VARIOUS  UNIVERSITIES,  &c. 

Cambridge. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  assistance  afforded  by  the  Uni- 
versity of  Cambridge,  and  the  colleges  in  the  same,  to  candidates 
selected  for  the  Civil  Service  of  India  in  preparing  for  their  further 
examination. 

Indian  Languages. 

Sanskrit. — Professor  Jarrett,  Regius  Professor  of  Hebrew,  gives, 
both  in  the  Michaelmas  and  Easter  Terms  of  each  year,  two  courses  of 
lectures  in  Sanskrit,  one  course  adapted  for  those  who  are  commencing 
the  study  and  another  for  more  advanced  students.  There  is  no  fee 
charged  for  attending  these  lectures. 

Hindustani, — The  University  in  1860  appointed  a  teacher  of  Hin- 
dustani, who  is  paid  in  part  by  a  salary  from  the  University  chest,  and 
in  part  by  the  fees  of  the  students.  Pupils  attending  three  times  a 
week  pay  3/.,  and  those  attending  six  times  a  week  pay  51.  a  term. 

Major  Stephen  is  the  teacher  of  Hindustani.  He  gives  lectures 
during  every  term.  Arrangements  have  been  made  by  Major  Stephen 
to  obtain  assistance  for  those  candidates  who,  having  been  selected  for 
the  service  of  Madras,  require  to  be  taught  the  languages  of  Southern 
India. 

History  and  Geography  of  India. 

Dr.  Waraker,  the  Law  Lecturer  of  Trinity  Hall,  gives  a  course  of 
instruction  and  examinations  in  these  subjects.  His  lectures  may  be 
attended  by  persons  who  are  not  members  of  Trinity  Hall  upon  paying 
a  fee. 

Law. 

The  Regius  Professor  of  Laws  delivers  lectures,  in  general,  during 
every  term,  on  the  subjects  for  the  Law  Tripos,  one  of  which  is 
"  Institutes  of  Justinian.'* 

He  has  for  the  last  two  years  given  special  courses  of  lectures  on 
Hindu  and  Mohamedan  Law  for  the  advantage  of  the  candidates  se- 
lected for  the  Indian  Civil  Service. 

It  should  be  stated  that  the  University  allows  candidates  for  degrees 
in  law  the  option  of  taking  up  Hindu  and  Mohamedan  Law,  as  learned 
from  Professor  Wilson's  edition  of  MacNaghten's  Treatises,  in  place  of 
English  history  in  the  examination  of  the  ordinary  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Law  ;  upon  this  substitution  being  made,  the  subjects  for  the  above 
examination  are  almost  entirely  comprised  in  those  for  the  further 
examination. 

The  Law  Lecturer  at  Trinity  Hall  gives  a  special  course  of  instruc- 
tion to  the  candidates  for  the  further  examination,  which  includes  all 
the  branches  of  legal  study  specified  in  the  papers  of  instructions 
issued  by  the  Government. 

Members  of  other  colleges  than  Trinity  Hall  are  at  liberty  to  attend 
this  course  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  61.  per  term,  while  for  members  of 
the  College  it  stands  in  the  place  of  the  ordinary  college  lectures. 

Political  Economy, 

Professor  Pryme  gives  a  course  of  lectures  on  this  subject  in  every 
year.  The  fee  for  attendance  is  two  guineas  per  term.  Politick 
Economy  is  one  of  the  subjects  of  the  Moral  Sciences  Tripos,  lately 
established.  A  course  of  instruction  in  Political  Economy  is  given  at 
St.  John's  College  by  the  lecturer  who  takes  the  Moral  Science 
Department. 
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The  subject  is  so  treated  as  to  meet  all  the  requirements  of  can- 
didates for  the  further  examination.  Members  of  St.  John*s  College 
can  attend  these  lectures  in  the  place  of  the  ordinary  college  lectures. 
Members  of  other  colleges  are  allowed  to  attend  upon  payment  of  3/. 
per  term. 


Oxford. 

In  addition  to  the  instruction  afforded  by  the  University  to  its 
students  generally,  special  provision  has  been  made  for  the  aid  of  such 
of  its  members  as  have  been  selected  after  competitive  examination  for 
the  service  of  the  Crown  in  India  by  the  appointment  of  a  teacher  of 
Hindustani,  who  also  lectures  in  other  Oriental  languages,  and  by  the 
further  appointment  of  a  teacher  of  the  general  principles  of  juris- 
prudence and  the  elements  of  Hindu  and  Mohamedan  law. 

The  council  of  this  University  has  also  recommended  that  a  change 
should  be  made  in  the  final  examination  in  the  law  and  history  schools. 
Should  this  recommendation  be  adopted,  the  history  of  British  India 
will  be  one  of  the  subjects  of  examination  in  these  schools,  and  the 
selected  candidates  will  thus  have  greater  facility  in  obtaining  their 
degrees. 

Trinity  College,  Dublin. 
Extract  from  Letter  of  the  Rev.  the  Provost. 

Trinity  College,  though  it  has  not  undertaken  to  provide  spe- 
cial instruction  for  the  second  East  India  Civil  Service  Examination, 
nevertheless  affords  them  great  facilities  in  carrying  on  the  prescribed 
studies.  Our  Professor  of  Arabic  and  Ilindust-ani,  Meer  Owlad  AH, 
gives  efficient  instruction  in  both  those  languages.  Dr.  Lottner,  who 
now  lectures  in  Sanskrit, '  has  been  strongly  recommended  to  us  by 
Professor  Max  Miiller,  and  it  is  hoped  "will  be  a  worthy  successor  to 
Professor  Siegfried. 

Professor  Houston,  our  Professor  of  Political  Economy,  has  orga- 
nized a  class  for  the  purpose  of  giving  instruction  in  that  department, 
in  Jurisprudence  and  in  all  the  branches  of  Law,  Roman,  English, 
Hindu,  and  Mohamedan. 

The  police  magistrates,  the  Recorder  of  the  City  of  Dublin,  and  the 
judges  of  all  the  superior  courts  of  law  and  equity,  have  most  con- 
siderately directed  accommodation  to  be  provided  for  those  of  our 
students  who  attend  for  the  purpose  of  reporting  criminal  and  civil  cases. 

There  are  also  available  for  the  benefit  of  the  East  India  Civil 
Service  cimdidates  courses  of  lectures  delivered  in  our  own  law  school 
and  in  that  of  the  Queen's  Inn. 


Edinburgh. 

Extract  from  Minutes  of  the  Senatus  Academicus  of  the 
University  of  Edinbl^gh,  of  date  31st  January  1863. 

In  reply  to  the  letter  of  inquiry,  of  date  December  1862,  addressed 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  in  their  name,  to 
the  Vice-Chaucellor  of  this  University,  and  by  him  laid  before  the 
Senatus  Academicus,  the  Secretary  of  Senatus  is  directed  to  state,  that 
the  following  are  the  facilities  afforded  by  the  University  to  candidates 
selected  for  the  Civil  Service  of  India  in  preparing  for  their  further  or 
second  examination.     As  regards — 

1.  Sajiskrit.  —  A  chair  of  "Sanskrit  Language,  Literature,  and 
Philosophy,  and  of  Comparative  Philology,"  has  recently  been  instituted 
in  the  University,  and  brought  into  operation  this  winter.  The  Pro- 
fessor forms^  during  the  winter  session,  a  class  for  instruction  in  the

Sanskrit  language  and  literature,  which  meets  from  four  to  six  times 
weekly,  and  prepares  for  both  the  Indian  Civil  Service  examinations. 
Accordingly,  a  large  proportion  of  the  members  of  the  present  class 
have  those  examinations  in  view.  To  afibrd  the  students  a  knowledge 
of  Hindu  law,  the  Professor  reads  and  explains  the  original  Sanskrit 
texts  which  form  the  basis  of  legal  proceedings  in  the  Hindu  Law 
Ck)urts.  He  is  ready  to  continue  his  instructions  in  summer  up  to  the 
1st  July,  if  required.  In  15  public  lectures  he  gives  an  outline  of 
ancient  Hindu  literature,  mythology,  and  philosophy. 

2.  The  Vernacular  Languages  of  India, — The  Professor  of  Hebrew 
and  Oriental  languages  gives  instruction,  during  the  winter  session,  in 
Hindustani,  Bengali,  and  Arabic  (besides  Persian)  to  the  students, 
either  in  classes  or  singly,  as  may  be  preferred,  and  will  continue  the 
same  in  sunmier  also,  if  desired. 

3.  General  Jurisprudence. — The  Professorship  of  Public  Law  and 
of  the  Law  of  Nature  and  Nations,  lately  revived  and  brought  anew  into 
operation  this  winter,  embraces  general  jurisprudence  or  natural  law. 
The  Professor  lectui'es  during  the  winter  session,  and  treats  of  general 
jurisprudence  as  the  first  great  depai*tment  of  his  subject.  The  lectures 
in  tbis  part  of  the  course  have  for  their  object  to  exhibit  the  law  of 
nature  as  the  general  basis  of  all  the  special  departments  of  jurispru- 
dence, and  to  explain  and  illustrate  its  relations  to  ethics  on  the  one 
hand,  and  to  positive  law  on  the  other.  The  rest  of  the  course  is 
divided  into  two  branches  ;  the^r*^  embraces  public  international  law, 
or  jus  iiiter  gentes  :  the  second^  private  international  law,  or  the  conflict 
of  laws.  Under  each  of  these  heads  the  principles  of  general  jurispru- 
dence formerly  discussed  are  referred  to  and  illustrated  in  their  concrete 
manifestations. 

4.  Civil  Law, — The  Professor  of  Civil  Law  delivers  a  course  of  about 
80  lectures  in  winter  and  40  in  summer  on  the  history  and  principles  of 
the  Roman  Law.  The  winter  division  of  the  course  embraces  a  sketch 
of  the  external  history  of  the  law,  a  generalization  of  the  system,  and  a 
detailed  examination  of  the  internal  history  and  principles  of  the  law  of 
things  and  of  the  law  of  obligations.  The  summer  division  is  devoted 
to  an  examination  of  the  internal  history  and  principles  of  the  law  of 
the  family  relationships  and  the  law  of  inheritance.  The  text  book  is 
6neist*s  edition  (Syntagma)  of  the  Institutes  of  Gains  and  Justinian, 
with  subsidiary  reference  to  the  Corpus  Juris,  Sandars'  translation  of 
the  Institutes,  Oudlan's  Treatise,  Puchta's  Institutionen,  and  Lord 
Mackenzie's  studies  in  Roman  Law. 

5.  Political  Economy, — The  Professor  of  Moral  Philosophy  proposes 
to  give  lectures  next  winter  session  upon  this  subject. 


Aberdeen. 

Extract  from  Letters  of  the  Rev.  the  Vice-Cuaxcellor. 

Your  letter  of  the  13th  December  last  having  been  laid  before 
the  Senatus  Academicus  of  this  University  and  duly  considered,  I  beg 
leave,  in  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  Senatus,  to  state  in  reply 
to  the  inquiry  contained  in  it : — 

1.  That  the  course  of  instruction  in  this  University  affords  to  candi- 
dates for  the  Civil  Service  of  India  the  means  of  preparing  themselves 
for  the  competitive  examinations,  and  that  several  candidates  whose 
studies  were  pursued  exclusively  in  this  University  have  obtained  high 
places  in  the  lists  of  successful  competitors. 

2.  That  as  regards  the  subjects  enumerated  in  the  papers  of  instruc- 
tions which  accompanied  your  letter,  as  embraced  in  the  "  Further 
'*  Examination  of   the    Candidates  selected  after  Competition/'  the 
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Professor  of  Oriental  languages  in  this  University  is  prepared  to  give 
courses  of  instruction  in  Arabic  and  Hindustani,  and  the  Professor  of 
Moral  Philosophy  in  Political  Economy  during  the  winter  session.

St.  Andbews. 

Extract  from  Letter  of  the  Rev.  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

In  reference  to  your  letters  of  13th  December  and  9th  February,  I 
have  to  state  that  no  special  arrangements  have  been  made  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  St.  Andrews  for  the  benefit  of  candidates  for  the  Civil  Service. 


Belfast. 
Extract  from  Letter  of  the  Registrar. 

I  AM  directed  to  inform  you,  in  reply  to  your  letter  to  Mr.  Stoney 
of  the  13th  ult.,  that  the  President  and  Council  of  this  College  sanc- 
tioned some  years  back  the  establishment  of  special  courses  for  students 
intending  to  become  candidates  for  appointments  in  the  Civil  Service 
of  India,  the  Public  Service  at  home,  and  for  commissions  in  the  Royal 
Artillery  and  Engineers. 

Of  these  proposed  courses  a  detailed  account  will  be  found  in  the 
accompanying  paper,  No.  1,  pp.  1  to  4. 

Shortly  after  these  courses  were  sanctioned,  the  Queen's  University  in 
Ireland,  where  the  students  of  this  College  proceed  to  graduate^  recom- 
mended the  delivery  of  honour  or  higher  courses  of  lectures  by  the 
professors  in  the  several  subjects  which  are  taught  in  the  undergraduate 
course  ;  and  tliese  honour  courses  in  conjunction  with  the  ordinary 
lectures  and  practical  coursse  of  instruction  in  the  College  have  been 
found  to  embrace  all  that  is  required  by  candidates  for  the  Civil  En- 
gineering and  Military  Services.  A  summary  of  the  subjects  taught 
in  the  College,  accompanied  by  other  details,  wiU  be  found  in  the 
pamphlet  marked  No.  2,  pp.  52  to  59. 

Of  these  courses  two  only  can  be  said  to  have  been  specially  founded 
with  a  view  to  the  competitive  examinations  ;  namely,  Sanskrit  and 
Hindustani,  lectures  in  which  have  been  regularly  delivered  for  the 
last  four  years.     See  p.  52  of  pamphlet  marked  No.  2. 

The  Commissioners  will  find  that  with  this  addition  our  curriculum 
is  so  complete  in  its  character  and  comprehensive  in  its  details  as  to 
embrace  fully  all  the  requirements  of  the  public  examinations. 

The  success  of  the  candidates  from  this  College  has  been  a  source 
of  great  gratification  to  the  President  and  Professors,  the  more  especially 
as  it  has  been  attained  as  the  result  of  a  system  of  general  education, 
without  the  least  attempt  in  any  single  case  to  cram  the  candidates 
before  going  up  for  examination.

RULES  FOR  THE  EXAMINATION  AND  CONTROL  OF  THE 
NEWLY-APPOINTED  MEMBERS  OF  THE  BENGAL 
CIVIL  SERVICE  AFTER  ARRIVAL  IN  INDIA. 

The  following  rules  are  prescribed  for  the  examination  of  the  newly- 
appointed  members  of  the  Bengal  Civil  Service  in  the  langoagea  of 
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India  prevailing  in  the  presidency  of  Fort  William,  for  their  guidance 
and  control,  until  qualified  for  the  public  service  by  knowledge  of 
those  languages,  and  for  the  discharge  of  other  duties  formerly 
performed  by  the  secretary  and  examiners  of  the  College  of  Fort 
William  :— 

I.  There  shall  -be  a  Board  of  Examiners  in  Calcutta,  consisting  of  a 
President  and  as  many  members,  ex  officio  or  otherwise,  as  the  Govern- 
ment may  from  time  to  time  appoint,  with  a  secretary  who  may  be  also 
a  member  of  the  Board. 

II.  For  the  more  convenient  despatch  of  business,  the  Board  may 
form  itself  into  sub-committees,  each  consisting  of  two  or  moi*e  of  its 
members,  and  the  President  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  to  each  Sub- 
Committee  from  among  the  members  of  the  Board  and  its  Secretary. 
There  shall  be  one  Sub-Committee  for  the  examination  of  civil 
servants  by  the  qualification  test  and  for  honours,  and  for  the  per- 
formance of  the  other  duties  formerly  discharged  by  the  examiners  of 
the  College  of  Fort  William  ;  and  another  Sub-Committee  for  the 
examination  of  assistants.  The  correspondence  and  miscellaneous 
executive  business  of  the  Board  shall  be  conducted  by  the  Secretary 
acting  under  the  orders  of  the  President. 

III.  The  President  of  the  Board  shall  be  the  President  of  each 
Sub-Committee,  and  the  act  of  each  Sub-Committee  shall  be,  and  be 
described  to  be,  the  act  of  the  Board. 

IV.  Every  person  appointed  a  member  of  Her  Majesty's  Civil 
Service  on  the  Bengal  Establishment  shall,  immediately  on  his  arrival 
in  Calcutta,  report  himself  in  person  to  the  Secretary  to  the  Board. 

V.  Every  such  civil  servant  on  his  arrival  in  Calcutta,  and  until  ho 
is  either  attached  to  the  public  service  or  directed  or  permitted  to 
proceed  into  the  interior,  is  under  the  orders  and  authority  of  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  and  is  bound  to  obey  cdl  orders, 
general  or  special,  which  he  may  receive  from  the  President,  or  through 
the  Secretary  to  the  Board.  All  such  orders  shall  be  regularly  entered 
in  an  order  l)ook  to  be  kept  by  the  Secretary. 

VI.  The  newly-appointed  civil  servants  will  be  allotted  to  the 
different  divisions  of  the  Presidency  in  such-  proportions  as  may  be 
determined  from  time  to  time  by  the  Grovemment  of  India.  Appli- 
cation for  an  exchange  from  one  division  to  another  must  be  submitted 
to  Government  through  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

VII.  Every  civil  servant  must  qualify  himself  for  the  public  service 
by  a  knowledge  of  two  languages  according  to  the  prescribed  test^ 
Those  allotted  to  the  lower  provinces  must  qualify  in  Bengalee  and 
Oordoo.  Those  allotted  to  the  North-western  Provinces,  the  Punjaub 
and  Oude,  must  qualify  in  Persian  and  Hindee. 

VIII.  There  shall  be  a  general  monthly  examination  at  the  com- 
mencement of  every  calendar  month,  at  which  all  unpassed  civil 
servants  resident  in  or  near  Calcutta  are  required  to  attend.  Inter- 
mediate examinations  are  not  to  be  held,  except  under  peculiar  circum- 
stances and  with  the  express  sanction  of  the  President. 

IX.  Every  civil  servant  is  expected  to  pass  the  test  of  qualification 
in  one  language  at  or  before  the  seventh  general  monthly  examination, 
and  in  a  second  language  at  or  before  the  thirteenth  general  monthly 
examination,  after  his  arrival  in  India.  Failing  either  of  these  expec- 
tations, a  civil  sei*vant  will  not  be  allowed  to  remain  in  Calcutta,  but 
will  be  sent  to  complete  his  studies  under  some  civil  authority  at  a 
station  in  the  interior. 

X.  On  good  cause  being  shown,  a  civil  servant  will  bo  permitted  to 
prosecute  and  complete  his  studies  under  some  civil  authority  at  a 
station  in  the  interior. 
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XI.  A  civil  servant  who  fails  to  pass  the  test  in  two  languages 
within  18  months  from  the  date  of  the  first  monthly  examination  after 
his  arrival  in  India  (allowance  being  made  for  duly  certified  sickness) 
will,  on  the  expiration  of  that  period,  be  finally  removed  from  the 
service. 

XII.  No  civil  servant  will  be  permitted  to  study  for  honours  except 
in  Calcutta,  and  unless  he  pass  the  test  of  qualification  in  two  lan- 
guages at  or  before  the  eighth  general  monthly  examination  after  his 
arrival  in  India. 

Xin.  No  civil  servant  will  be  permitted  to  continue  etndying  for 
honours  of  whom  it  is  reported  by  the  Board  in  the  general  examina^ 
tion  report  of  each  month,  that  he  is  not  making  good  progress,  and 
is  not  likely,  within  the  prescribed  time,  to  obtain  either  a  certificate 
of  high  proficiency  or  a  degree  of  honour,  as  the  case  may  be. 

XIV.  Twelve  months  from  the  first  monthly  examination  afler  the 
date  of  arrival  is  the  extreme  period  allowed  for  obtaining  honours  in 
one  language,  and  18  months  from  the  same  date  for  obtaining  honours 
in  two  or  more  languages. 

XV.  No  civil  servant  who  fails  to  obtain  a  certificate  of  high  pro- 
ficiency within  eight  months  from  the  first  monthly  examination  aflter 
arrival,  shall  be  permitted  to  study  for  honours  in  a  second  language. 

XVI.  The  first  language  in  which  a  civil  servant  will  be  permitted 
to  study  for  honours  is  the  vernacular  language  of  the  greater  part  of 
that  division  of  the  Presidency  to  which  he  is  allotted,  that  is  to  say, 
Bengalee  for  the  Lower  Provinces,  and  Hindee  or  Oordoo  for  the 
North-west  Provinces,  the  Punjaub,  and  Oude.  After  obtaining  a 
degree  of  honour  or  a  certificate  of  high  proficiency  in  any  one  of  these 
languages  within  the  prescribed  term,  a  civil  servant  may  apply  him- 
self to  the  study  of  any  other  of  the  dead  or  living  languages  of  India. 

XVII.  The  following  is  the  test  of  qualification  in  the  several 
languages  : 

1.  Construing  with  readiness  and  accuracy  from  the  undermentioned 
books  : — 

Persian. — Anwari  Soheilee  (first  three  chapters)  and  Gulistan. 

Oordoo. — Bagh-o-bahar  and  Ikhwan-us-Safa. 

Hindee. — Prem  Sagur. 

Bengalee. — Betal  Punchabinshati  and  Bangalar  Itihas. 

2.  Translating  into  English  with  accuracy  a  passage,  in  an  easy 
narrative  style,  not  taken  from  the  test  books. 

3.  Translating  intelligibly,  and  with  accuracy  of  grammar,  into  the 
language  in  which  the  examination  is  held,  an  English  paper  of  an 
easy  naiTative  style. 

4.  Translating  in  like  manner  a  paper  of  English  sentences. 

XVIII.  The  following  is  the  test  of  high  proficiency  :—

The  examination  for  a  degree  of  honour  will  be  of  a  searching 
nature,  and  the  exercises,  both  oral  and  written,  must  be  performed 
with  such  excellence  as  distinctly  to  establish  a  claim  to  eminent 
proficiency. 

XX.  To  every  civil  servant  who  gains  a  certificate  of  high  pro- 
ficiency there  shall  be  awarded  a  donation  of  800  rupees,  and  a  certifi- 
cate under  the  signature  of  the  President  of  the  Boardi 

XXI.  To  every  civil  servant  who  gains  a  degree  of  honour  <there 
shall  be  awarded  a  donation  of  1,600  rupees,  and  a  diploma  under  the 
signature  of  the  head  of  the  Government  of  India. 

XXn.  But  two  pecuniary  rewards  for  the  same  language  will  not 
be  given ;  and  if,  after  obtaining  a  certificate  of  high  proficiency,  a 
civil  servant  becomes  entitled  to  a  degree  of  honour  in  ^e  same  lan- 
guage, he  shall,  on  the  second  occasion,  receive  only  the  difierence 
between  the  rewards  attached  to  these  two  several  distinctions. 

XXni.  To  every  civil  servant  who  passes  the  test  of  qualification 
in  two  languages  at  or  before  the  fifth  general  monthly  examination 
after  his  arrival,  there  shall  be  awarded  a  donation  of  800  rupees.  To 
eveiy  civil  servant  who  passes  the  test  in  one  language  with  *'  marked 
*^  proficiency  "  within  the  same  time,  there  shall  be  awarded  a  medal  of 
merit  in  that  language,  and  if  he  passes  also  with  "marked  proficiency" 
in  his  second  language  at  or  before  the  eighth  general  monthly  exa- 
mination after  his  arrival,  there  shall  be  awarded  to  him  a  second  medal 
of  merit  in  that  language. 

?^XIV.  Certificates  of  high  proficiency  and  medals  of  merit  shall  be 
delivered  to  those  entitled  to  them  by  the  President  at  a  full  meeting 
of  the  Board.  Degrees  of  honour  will  be  conferred  by  the  head  of  the 
Government  in  person. 

XXV.  When  a  civil  servant  has  completed  his  course  of  study,  and 
has  been  attached  to  one  or  other  division  of  the  Presidency  for  employ- 
ment in  the  public  service,  he  shall  receive  from  tbe  Secretaiy  to  the 
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Board  of  Examiners  a  certificate  specifying  the  proficiency  he  may 
have  acquired,  the  rewards  adjudged  to  him,  and  the  general  tenor  of 
his  conduct  while  engaged  in  his  studies. 

XXVL  No  civil  servant  unattached  shall  reside  out  of  Calcutta  or 
its  vicinity,  including  a  circle  with  a  radius  of  five  miles  from  Govern- 
ment  house,  without  the  permission  of  the  Gk>vemment.  Every  instance 
in  which  this  rule  is  transgressed  shall  be  reported  to  the  Grovemment 
by  the  Secretary  to  the  Board. 

XXVII.  Any  young  civil  servant  who  may  be  guilty  of  any  irregular 
or  indecorous  conduct  which  may  not  appear  to  call  for  a  report  to 
Grovemment,  shall  be  admonished  by  the  President.  But  serious  in- 
stances of  wilful  disobedience,  or  of  disorderly  and  unbecoming  conduct, 
shall  be  reported  for  the  information  and  orders  of  the  Grovemment. 

XXVni.  Whenever  it  may  appear  to  the  Secretary  or  to  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Examiners  that  a  young  civil  servant  is  likely,  from 
expensive  habits,  from  idleness,  or  any  improper  indulgences,  to  incur 
debt,  or  otherwise  to  disgrace  himself,  and  set  an  injurious  example  to 
others,  a  report  shall  be  made  to  the  President,  and  ^e  President,  after 
admonition,  shall,  if  he  think  necessary,  report  the  matter  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  Government. 

XXIX.  The  contracting  of  debt  by  the  civil  servants  of  Her  Majesty 
is  prohibited.  Those  who  enter  the  public  service  under  pecuniary 
embarrassment,  implying  the  contraction  of  habits  of  prodigality,  will 
be  held  to  be  disqualified  for  employment  of  trust  and  confidence  so 
long  as  those  habits  and  embarrassments  continue. 

XXX.  Every  junior  civil  servant  shall  supply  himself,  at  his  own 
cost,  with  grammars,  dictionaries,  and  text-books.  A  supply  of  the  books 
in  use  will  be  generally  kej>t  on  sale  at  cost  price  in  the  college  library. 

XXXI.  The  accounts  of  the  office  of  the  Secretary  to  the  Board  of 
Examiners  will  be  kept,  audited,  and  rendered  in  the  same  manner  as 
those  of  the  late  college  of  Fort  William. 

XXXII.  Civil  servants  who  are  not  qualified  for  the  public  service, 
but  are  permitted  or  ordered  to  reside  in  the  interior,  will  be  placed 
under  the  authority  and  orders  of  the  commissioner  of  the  division,  or 
the  judge  of  the  district  in  which  they  severally  reside,  and  are  bound 
to  obey  all  orders  they  receive  from  him.  They  are  not  permitted  to 
quit  the  station  and  its  vicinity  without  the  sanction  of  the  Gk>vemment. 

XXXIIL  The  examination  of  unpassed  civil  servants  in  the  interior 
will  be  conducted  as  at  present,  by  means  of  written  papers  prepared 
by  the  Board,  and  forwarded  under  seal  by  the  Board's  Secretary  to  the 
chief  civil  authority  of  the  station. 

XXXiy.  Civil  servants  will  receive  from  the  date  of  their  arrival 
in  the  country  until  they  pass  the  test  of  qualification  in  one  language, 
a  salary  of  250  rupees  a  month,  and  so  long  as  they  remain  in  Calcutta 
an  allowance  of  80  rupees  for  house-rent.  After  passing  the  test  in 
one  language  they  will  receive,  until  attached  to  the  public  service,  a 
salary  of  300  rupees  a  month,  and,  while  they  remain  in  Calcutta^  80 
rupees  as  house-rent. 

XXXV.  Native  teachers  will  be  allowed  to  the  young  civil  servants 
at  the  public  expense.  In  Calcutta  each  civil  servuit  will  be  at  liberty 
to  entertain  a  moonshee  or  a  pundit  according  to  the  language  he  is 
studying,  and  every  such  teacher  will  receive  from  the  Secretary  to 
the  Board  of  Examiners  the  authorized  allowance  (30  rupees  a  month) 
on  the  production  of  a  certificate  duly  attested  by  the  student  on  whom 
he  may  have  attended.  An  examination  for  admitting  moonshees  and 
pundits  will  bo  held  by  the  Board  from  time  to  time,  and  only  such  as 
gain  testimonials  of  qualification  to  teach  shall  be  eligible  for  employ- 
ment l>y  the  students.    A  testimonial  is  to  be  given  for  each  language 
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in  which,  on  examination,  qualification  is  established,  the  test  for  such 
examination  being  the  same  as  that  kiid  down  for  a  degree  of  honour, 
including  a  fair  knowledge  of  English.  One  moonshee  or  pundit  will 
not  be  allowed  to  draw  pay  for  more  than  three  students  in  one  month. 

XXXVI.  In  the  interior  the  choice  of  the  moonshee  or  pundit  will 
be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  chief  civil  authority,  and  on  the  pro- 
duction of  a  like  certificate,  the  authorized  allowance  will  be  paid  by 
the  collector  of  the  district,  and  debited  in  his  accounts  to  the  Secretary 
to  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

XXXVII.  No  medical  certificate  furnished  by  an  unpassed  civil 
servant  in  proof  of  inability  either  to  prosecute  his  studies  or  to  attend 
examination  shall  be  held  to  be  of  any  efiect,  unless  it  distinctly  states, 
from  personal  observation,  the  nature  of  the  illness  in  question,  as  well 
as  the  symptoms  by  which  it  has  been  manifested,  and  the  period 
during  which  it  has  existed  and  incapacitated  the  civil  servant  from 
study  ;  nor  unless  it  is  signed  by  a  presidency  surgeon,  or,  in  the  case 
of  a  student  studying  at  a  station  in  the  interior,  by  the  medical  officer 
of  the  station,  and  countersigned  by  the  superintending  surgeon  ;  nor 
unless  it  is  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Examiners 
within  one  month  from  the  period  of  sickness  to  which  it  refers. 

XXXVIII.  Any  unpassed  civil  servant  who  may  be  prevented  by 
temporary  indisposition,  duly  certified  as  above,  from  attending  any 
examination,  having  failed  to  pass  at  which  &uch  civil  servant  would, 
under  Section  IX.  of  these  Rules,  be  required  to  leave  Calcutta,  shall 
be  required  to  undergo  a  special  examination  on  the  expiry  of  a  period 
equal  to  that  which  is  covered  by  his  medical  certificate.

SALARIES,  &c.,  OF  CIVIL  SERVANTS  IN  INDIA. 

The  Civil  Service  Commissioners  believe  that  very  little  is  known 
in  this  country  as  to  the  salaries,  &c.,  received  by  covenanted  civil 
servants  in  India,  and  not  being  able  to  obtain  information  strictly 
ofiicial,  they  have  thought  it  desirable  to  give  the  following  statements, 
extracted  from  Directories  published  in  the  several  presidencies  in 
1862.  The  statements  may  be  in  some  respects  deficient  or  incorrect ; 
but,  for  the  purjwse  of  giving  a  more  definite  conception  than  is 
generally  prevalent  as  to  the  natqre  and  pecuniary  rewards  of  a 
civilian's  career  in  India,  they  will  probably  be  found  sufiKciently 
accurate  and  complete. 

Statement  No.  I.  exhibits,  roughly,  the  amount  of  remuneration  at 
present  assigned  to  certain  considerable  classes  of  appointments,  com- 
prising perhaps  about  two- thirds  of  the  total  number  ;  the  residue 
consisting  of  all  the  higher  situations,  and  a  variety  of  others,  each 
having  a  special  character  and  value  which  prevent  them  from  being 
usefully  included  in  a  classified  account. 

Statement  No.  II.  shows  in  detail  the  position,  in  respect  both 
of  rank  and  of  emolument,  which  had  been  attained  in  1861-2  by 
the  civil  servants  who  have  been  appointed  under  the  system  of  com- 
petitive examination  tot  ween  the  date  of  its  introduction  in  1855  and 
the  end  of  the  year  1859.  Those  appointed  subsequently  to  the  latter 
date  were  nearly  all  in  the  position  of  students  when  the  Directory  was 
published.

PENSIONS. 

A  COVENANTED  civil  scrvant,  having  served  25  years,  and  having 
actually  resided  in  India  22  years,  or  21  years  in  the  event  of  his 
having  been  absent  for  one  year  from  certified  sickness,  is  eligible  to 
retire  on  an  annuity  from  the  Civil  Service  Annuity  Fund  of  500/.  per 
annum,  and  such  further  annual  amount  as  a  deduction  at  the  rate  of 
4  per  cent,  made  from  his  salary  during  the  whole  period  of  his  service, 
and  accumulated  at  6  per  cent,  per  annum,  may  be  equivalent  to. 

No  pension  is  granted  directly  by  Government,  the  affairs  of  the 
Civil  Service  Annuity  Fund  being  administered  by  managers  appointed 
by  the  civil  servants.  Subscription  to  the  fund  is  compulsory  on 
covenanted  civil  servants. 

Extract  Financial  Letter  to  India,  dated  25th  November  1862. 

No.  193. 

{Paragraph  3.)  In  regard  to  the  period  of  service  which  is  in  future 
to  be  required  as  a  qualification  for  an  annuity.  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment see  no  reason  for  altering  the  period  of  25  years'  service  and  22 
years'  residence  (including  one  year's  sick  leave,  if  such  has  been  taken, 
as  at  present) ;  but  they  cannot  allow  any  future  special  leave  of 
absence  from  India  on  private  afikirs  to  count  as  residence. 

4.  No  sufficient  ground  appears  to  have  l)een  assigned  for  increasing 
or  altering  the  amount  of  the  full  annuity,  which  must,  therefore, 
remaiu  at  1,000/.,  or  of  the  amount  of  the  per-ceniage  of  deduction  from 
salaries,  which  will  continue  at  4  per  cent.,  the  amount  of  subscriptions 
to  accumulate,  as  at  present,  at  6  per  cent,  interest. 

5.  Her  Majesty's  Government  are  of  opinion  that  there  is  ground 
for  making  some  alteration  in  the  terms  on  which  annuities  are  granted, 
and  they  have  decided  that  a  civil  servant  who  has  completed  the 
prescribed  period  of  service  and  residence  shall  be  gi*anted  by  Govem-

ment  an  annuity  of  600/.,  and  that  he  shall  have  the  option  of  taking 
in  addition  an  annuity  of  the  amount,  not  exceeding  400/.,  which  his 
accumulated  subecriptions  with  interest  will  purchase  according  to  the 
table  now  in  force,  or  of  adding  to  his  subscriptions  such  a  sum  as  will 
purchase  an  annuity  of  any  amount  which,  added  to  the  600/.  granted 
by  Government,  will  not  exceed  the  full  annuity  of  1,000/.  They  have 
also  decided  that  annuities,  without  limitation  as  to  number,  may  be 
granted  on  application  at  any  time  to  covenanted  civil  servants  who 
have  completed  the  prescribed  penods  of  service  and  residence,  and 
whose  resignations  of  tlic  service  have  been  accepted,  and  that  those 
civil  servants  who  have  obtained  annuities  since  the  memorials  were 
sent  in  be  admitted  from  this  date  to  the  benefit  of  the  arrangement 
now  sanctioned. 

6.  It  must  be  clearly  understood  that  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  a 
subscriber,  his  accumulated  subscriptions  will  lapse,  and  that  no  refund 
of  subscriptions  can  under  any  circumstances  be  allowed. 

7.  Her  Majesty's  Grovemment  are  also  disposed  to  make  some  pro- 
vision for  covenanted  civil  servants  who,  having  devoted  a  portion  of 
their  lives  and  energies,  and  especially  those  years  during-which  men 
qualify  for  a  profession,  to  the  service  of  Government,  are  deprived  of 
^e  fruits  of  Uieir  labour  by  sickness,  which  may  compel  them  to  resign 
the  service  before  they  have  become  entitled  to  an  annuity.

Having  laid  before  Secretary  Sir  George  Grey  your  letter  of  the  Biarks  to  b 
2 let  November  last,  relative  to  the  examination  of  the  four  candidates  assigned  fo 
nominated  to  compete  for  the  situation  of  assistant  messenger  at  tlie  S^       ^" 
convict  establishment  at  Dartmoor  ;  I  am  directe<l  to  acquaint  you  that 
he  concurs  in  the  opinion  expressed  by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners 
that,  as  the  qualifications  required  of  the  candidates  for  the  office  in 
question  must  be  to  a  considerable  extent  physical,  it  is  desirable  that  a 
certain  proportion  of  the  marks  should  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
medical  officer  of  the  prison,  to  be  assigned  by  him  in  such  proportion 
as  he  may  think  pro])er  to  the  different  candidates  ;  and  Sir  George 
Grey  is  also  desirous  that  tliis  principle  should  be  carried  out  in  the 
examination  of  candidates  for  all  the  subordinate  offices  in  the  Convict 
Service.

Having  laid  before  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  your  letter  of 
the  19tli  instant  relative  to  the  assignment  of  marks  for  physical  qualifica- 
tions in  certain  competitive  examinations  ; 

I  am  directed  to  state  that  a  letter  has  been  addressed  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Convict  Prisons,  requesting  him  to  take 
measures  for  the  medical  examination  of  the  four  candidates  whose 
examination  in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic  took  pla4*e  at  Dartmoor 
Prison  al)out  a  month  ago.  The  marks,  when  ascertaine<l,  will  be  added 
to  those  which  have  been  already  assigneil,  and  the  result  will  be  com- 
municat4Hl  in  the  ordinary  way. 

The  Commissioners  will  be  able  to  adopt  the  same  jilan  in  future  com- 
petitive examinations  for  similar  situations  ;  but  witli  reference  to  tlio 
last  paragi*aph  of  your  letter  they  would  observe  that,  when  one  candidate 
only  is  nominated,  it  is  of  course  impossible  to  ascertain  more  than  his 
actual  fitness  or  unfitness,  and  tliat  marks  which  are  intended  to  test 
relative  merit  are  inapplicable.  The  Commissioners  believe,  as  they  had 
occasion  to  state  in  a  recent  letter,  that  candidates  for  the  convict  service, 
when  medically  examined  in  London,  are  very  carefully  examined  ;  but 
if  it  be  wished  that  any  specific  test  should  be  adopted,  they  will 
endeavour  to  enforce  it.
